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THE  CHICAGO  CONGRESS. 


THE  motto  of  Chicago  is  "I  will" — and  she  did.  The  eighteenth 
biennial  Congress  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  was 
held  December  31, 1902,  and  January  1  and  2,  1903,  at  Chi- 
cago, under  the  auspices  of  the  Chicago  Alumni  Association. 
It  was  in  every  particular  one  of  the  most  successful  conventions 
known  in  the  history  of  Greek-letter  fraternalism.  The  Chapter  re- 
ports showed  unanimity  in  their  accounts  of  prosperity  for  the  past 
two  years,  the  delegates  from  the  "twin-baby"  Chapters  were  on 
hand  and  their  reports  made  the  general  Fraternity  proud  of  such 
thriving  infants.  The  Illinois  Gamma  Zeta  boys  from  Champaign 
attended  in  a  body,  and  the  social  features  of  the  Congress  were  in 
the  hands  of  an  association  of  Alumni  who  not  only  worked  like 
Trojans,  but  hustled  like  Chicagoans.  Success  was  assured.  Bros. 
Lamar,  L.  Glazebrook,  Thomas,  Ehle,  Shives,  Hickok,  Ellsworth, 
Saner,  White,  Cottrell,  Green,  Lyon,  Wise,  Merrill,  Euffin,  El- 
dredge,  McCord,  Wilson  and  Fenn,  of  the  Old  Guard,  were  on  hand, 
as  well  as  one  hundred  and  sixty  typical  American  students,  rep- 
resenting forty-four  Chapters  from  all  parts  of  our  United  States, 
who  earnest 6  the  convention  for  business,  each  willing  to  express 
his  opinion,  and  all  working  toward  one  ultimate  goal — the  ad- 
vancement of  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

THE   CONGKESS   CITY. 

Some  one  has  said  that  if  any  one  thing  in  our  modern  world 
deserves  a  place  alongside  of  those  monstrosities  known  as.  the 
seven  wonders  of  the  world,  it  is  Chicago.  The  domicile  of  the 
hustler,  the  sixty-year-old  metropolis,  handicapped  by  one  of  the 
most  destructive  fires  in  history,  as  well  as  the  present  hard-coal 
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famine,  but  triumphant  over  all  misfortunes,  the  city  of  smoke  and 
soot  and  pork  and  Dowie  and  Streeter  and  million-dollar  residences 
and  the  greatest  fair  in  the  world's  history,  was  an  ideal  place  for 
our  convention.  Of  course,  those  two  members  of  the  anvil 
chorus,  Bro.  Fenn,  of  New  York,  and  Bro.  Green,  of  Charlottesville, 
Va.,  paid  the  customary  New  Yorker's  and  Virginian's  tribute  to 
the  Metropolis  of  Holy  Hustlers,  but  the  boys  were  delighted  with 
the  city  and  voted  the  huge  Auditorium  Hotel,  with  its  fountain 
and  luxuriant  Palm-room  and  parlors,  as  well  as  the  "excellent 
cuisine  and  perfect  service  and  appointment,"  an  ideal  stopping- 
place. 

But  how  can  we  speak  in  praise  of  Chicago  or  the  convention 
without  a  paean  for  the  characteristic  hustle  and  downright  hard 
work  of  the  men  who  are  responsible  for  the  success  of  the  meeting, 
the  men  who,  in  the  midst  of  pressing  business,  dropped  it  and 
made  the  eighteenth  biennial  Congress?  Every  Alpha  Tau  in  the 
land  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Bros,  John  T.  Montgomery,  Louis 
C.  Ehle,  Thomas  J.  Elliott,  Mark  S.  Porter,  Everett  A.  Thornton, 
Charles  H.  Fry,  Edwin  J.  Mosser,  C.  B.  Kenty,  Louis  H.  Painter, 
W.  C.  Affeld,  0.  C.  Wehrstedt  and  Parker  H.  Hoag. 

It  is  no  easy  thing  for  an  Alumni  Chapter  to  arrange  for  a 
national  convention.  Entertainment  is  to  be  looked  after,  dele- 
gates received,  trains  to  be  met,  press  notices  to  be  arranged,  all 
the  details  of  an  elaborate  reception,  banquet  and  smoker  to  be 
gone  over,  as  well  as  the  million  or  more  minor  matters  of  trans- 
portation, souvenirs  and  Congress  picture  to  be  attended  to. 

A  week  before  Congress  any  one  who  happened  to  glance  in 
Bro.  Montgomery's  office  on  Lake  street  would  have  seen  him 
waving  business  men  and  business  propositions  aside  and  calmly 
dictating  replies  to  letters  from  the  coming  delegates,  while  Bro. 
Elliott  at  a  near-by  desk  was  just  as  busy  arranging  the  entertain- 
ment for  the  crowd.  Neither  was  too  busy  to  give  a  hearty  word 
of  welcome  to  an  over-early  delegate,  and  even  to  drop  work  to 
show  him  the  Auditorium  and  the  town.  Of  such  men  as  these  our 
Fraternity  is  justly  proud,  and  the  grand  success  of  the  Congress 
is  due  to  their  personal  unaided  effort. 

THE  ARRIVAL  OF  THE  DELEGATES. 

On  the  morning  of  December  30  the  delegates  began  to  arrive, 
a  big  crowd  from  Champaign  coming  first  to  assist  the  Chicago  boys 
u  receiving  the  delegates.  The  crowd  from  Alabama,  Georgia,  the 
Carolina*  and  Tennessee  arrived  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  New 
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York,  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  delegations  came  in  the  evening.  At 
9  o'clock  there  were  ninety-eight  delegates  registered,  and  every- 
body was  busy  getting  acquainted  with  everybody  else  or  renewing 
old  ties  formed  at  preceding  conventions. 

The  big  white  marble  office  of  the  Auditorium  Hotel  was 
thronged  with  Alpha  Taus,  and  over  the  wide  staircase  leading  up 
to  the  parlors  was  a  huge  banner  of  blue  and  gold  inscribed  with 
the  magical  letters  A.  T.  0. 

The  officers'  quarters  were  on  the  fourth  floor,  and  jolly  fra- 
ternalism  was  the  characteristic  note  here  as  well  as  higher  up  in 
the  delegates'  quarters.  It  was  all  one  grand  happy  family  with  a 
delightful  absence  of  knockers  or  cliques.  It  did  one  good  to  see 
men  who  have  made  Alpha  Tau  what  she  is  to-day  so  fraternal  and 
to  hear  them  address  each  other  as  "George,"  "Doc,"  "Mac," 
"Bob,"  "Dave,"  "Jim,"  etc.  One  could  scarce  refrain  from  think- 
ing, "Behold  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell 
together  in  unity" 

It  was  indeed  quite  a  sight  to  look  upon  a  company  of  two 
hundred  representative  men  of  nearly  fifty  representative  colleges 
and  universities  of  our  land.  Alpha  Taus  from  Colorado  stood 
side  by  side  with  their  brothers  from  Columbia,  and  Alpha  Taus 
from  the  sunny  South  greeted  with  more  than  Southern  courtesy 
their  brothers  from  Michigan  and  Maine. 

THE  OPENING  DAY. 

On  January  31  the  first  business  session  of  the  eighteenth  bien- 
nial Congress  began.  These  business  sessions  were  held  in  the  big 
banquet  hall  on  the  sixth  floor  of  the  Auditorium,  which  had  been 
transformed  into  an  ideal  convention  room.  A  platform  had  been 
erected  for  the  officers,  and  the  delegates'  seats  were  divided  into 
their  respective  Provinces.  At  10  o'clock  the  delegates  were  in 
their  seats,  and  Bro.  George  C.  Lamar,  our  W.  G.  C,  rapped  the 
convention  to  order  and  read  his  report.  The  morning  session  was 
spent  in  appointing  officers,  hearing  the  usher's  report,  appointing 
credential  and  other  committees  and  reading  the  report  of  Bro. 
Vassar  L.  Allen,  the  Chief  of  Province  I.  At  1  o'clock  the  session 
adjourned  for  lunch. 

By  this  time  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  delegates  had  regis- 
tered and  received  the  convention  button  as  a  gift  from  the  Chi- 
cago Alumni  Association.  These  buttons  were  of  sky-blue  cellu- 
loid, with  an  exact  reproduction  of  our  badge  done  in  black  and 
gold  and  the  words  "Eighteenth  Congress,  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  Chi- 
cago, 1902,"  inscribed  in  old-gold  lettering. 
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Alpha  Talis  at  a  convention  believe  in  shout  and  song,  and  a 
big  line  of  men,  each  fellow  with  his  hands,  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
one  in  front  of  him,  marched  out  to  get  a  glimpse  of  the  Windy 
City.  By  2  o'clock,  however,  they  were  all  in  their  places  and 
ready  for  the  business  of  the  afternoon,  which  consisted  in  the 
reports  of  the  Grand  Officers  and  Province  Chiefs,  as  well  as  the 
various  committees.  The  talks  of  Bros.  Merrill,  Wise,  Eldredge, 
Wilson,  McCord  and  Ruffin,  and  the  papers  of  Bros.  Mitchell  and 
Allen,  were  full  of  practical  suggestions  for  the  good  of  our  order 
and  were  frequently  interrupted  by  rounds  of  applause  from  the 
delegates.  Fraternity  extension  and  the  practicability  of  Chapter- 
house building  were  the  main  questions  discussed.  At  5.40  the 
session  adjourned  until  next  morning  at  10. 


THE   KECEPTION. 

The  Chicago  Alumni  Association  issued  beautifully  engraved 
invitations  to  the  Alpha  Taus  and  their  friends  to  attend  to  public 
exercises  of  the  Congress  the  reception  in  the  Auditorium  parlors 
in  honor  of  the  Grand  Officers  on  December  31,  and  the  public 
session  in  the  Assembly  Hall  on  the  morning  of  January  1. 

The  big  double  parlors  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Auditorium 
lent  themselves  readily  to  the  formal  reception,  and  the  affair  was 
perfect  in  every  detail.  The  delegates  of  Alpha  Tau,  typical  society 
men,  and  the  sweet  daughters  of  Chicago,  chaperoned  by  the  charm- 
ing wives  of  our  officers,  made,  to  use  the  old  black  caterer's  expres- 
sion, "de  las'  an'  de  swelles'  reception  ob  de  whole  year." 

Bro.  and  Mrs.  J.  T.  Montgomery,  Bro.  Lamar  and  Bro.  and 
Mrs.  N.  Wiley  Thomas  were  on  the  receiving  line  and  nobly  per- 
formed their  duty  of  making  every  one  feel  at  home.  Mesdames 
Ehle,  Mosser  and  Martyn  presided  at  the  punch-bowls,  and  they 
were  assisted  by  the  Misses  Peppin  and  Jones.  A  luncheon  was 
served  by  the  Auditorium  caterer,  and  the  Spanish  Orchestra  of 
seven  pieces  played  the  sweet,  soft  music  of  Castalia.

QOT  and  Mr-.  De  Teresa,  Mrs.  Stnart-Bridgewater,  Miss  Bremer,  in 
all  about  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  guests. 
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THE  SECOND  DAY. 


On  Thursday  morning  at  10  o'clock  was  held  the  public  exer- 
cises of  the  Congress.  The  following  programme  was  rendered  to 
the  delegates  and  their  friends: 

Address  of  Welcome — Bro.  J.  T.  Montgomery,  Chicago  (Ind.

Response — Hon.  Robert  W.  Bingham,  Louisville,  Ky.  (N.  C.

Omicron).    Eead  by  Louis  Carl  Ehle,  Chicago  (N.  Y.  Beta  Theta). 

Oration — Hon  Chauncey  W.  Martyn,  Chicago  (N.  Y.  Alpha 
Omicron). 

Hon.  John  E.  Owens,  who  was  to  have  made  the  Address  of 
Welcome,  was  unavoidably  absent,  and  Bro.  Montgomery  took  his 
place  at  a  few  hours'  notice  and  made  a  speech  of  welcome  which 
the  delegates  knew  voiced  the  sentiments  of  the  Chicago  Alumni 
Association.  In  a  particularly  happy  way  he  spoke  of  Chicago,  the 
great,  being  honored  by  our  Congress,  and  wishing  us  the  most 
prosperous  and  happiest  New  Year,  he  bade  us  make  the  resolution 
to  show  more  progress  each  succeeding  year. 

Bro.  Bingham's  speech  was  a  masterpiece  of  Fraternity  oratory, 
and  is  given  elsewhere  in  this  issue  in  full.  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is 
proud  of  such  representative  men  given  us  by  old  North  Carolina 
Alpha  Eta. 

Bro.  Gannon's  Convention  Poem  also  appears  on  another  page. 
It  was  a  beautiful  tribute  to  the  Fraternity,  and  met  with  well- 
merited  applause. 

Bro.  Martyn's  oration  was  just  such  a  magnificent  effort  as  one 
would  expect  from  Bro.  Martyn,  a  practical,  common-sense  oration, 
containing  an  epitome  of  current  events  and  a  comparison  of  the 
fraternalism  and  peace  of  1902  with  the  civil  war  of  1865,  when 
our  Fraternity  was  founded.  The  oration  was  frequently  inter- 
rupted by  rounds  of  applause,  and  held  the  rapt  attention  of  the 
entire  audience. 

At  2  o'clock  the  delegates  assembled  for  the  third  business 
session  of  the  Congress.  The  roll-call  apprised  us  of  the  fact  that 
every  man  was  in  his  place  ready  for  another  day's  business.  The 
afternoon  was  spent  in  hearing  the  reports  of  various  officers  and 
chairmen,  the  full  details  of  which  may  be  found  in  the  official 
minutes. 

Bro.  H.  E.  Moore,  Ga.  Alpha  Theta,  in  behalf  of  D.  L.  Auld, 
our  official  Fraternity  jeweler,  presented  the  delegates  with  the 
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regulation  Fraternity  pin,  the  most  beautiful  souvenir  ever  given 
at  a  Congress. 

At  9  o'clock  of  New  Year's  night  the  Chicago  Alumni  enter- 
tained all  Alpha  Taus  with  a  unique  smoker  in  the  banquet  hall  of 
the  Auditorium.  The  usual  "smoker"  refreshments  were  served, 
and  all  the  visitors  were  on  the  qui  vive  for  the  promised  surprise. 
They  got  it.  The  Chicagoans,  with  their  typical  hustle,  gave  us  a 
vigorous  program  of  professional  vaudeville  artists,  who  enter- 
tained the  boys  for  two  hours  with  their  clever  turns.  There  was 
a  monologue  artist  whose  local  hits  were  the  feature  of  the  even- 
ing, the  Dutch  comedian  and  the  typical  music-hall  soubrette,  the 
beautiful  Esmeralda  sisters  in  dances,  the  "two  little  girls  in  blue," 
some  knockabout  comedians,  a  splendid  male  quartette,  and  last 
but  not  least,  our  own  Bro.  Coombes,  baritone  soloist  of  the  Castle 
Square  Opera  Company,  who  delighted  the  boys  by  singing  song 
after  song,  his  wonderful  voice  going  straight  to  the  hearts  of  his 
hearers. .  He  sang  the  introduction  to  "I  Pagliacci"  and  the  famil- 
iar "Stein  Song"  with  equal  ease. 

After  the  professional  program  many  of  the  boys  sang  songs 
and  told  stories,  as  they  always  do  "when  good  fellows  get  together, 
with  a  stein  on  the  table,"  and  the  smoker  lasted  till  the  wee  sma' 
hours,  and  will  go  down  in  Alpha  Tau  history  as  one  of  the  j  oiliest 
gatherings  of  good  fellows  ever  known. 

THE  LAST  DAY  AND  THE  BANQUET. 

At  the  fourth  business  session  of  the  Congress  Bro.  Thomas 
Euffin,  chairman  of  the  Committee  for  Changes  in  the  Constitution, 
X  read  his  report.    The  chief  change  suggested  was  one  in  which  the 
'  power  for  granting  new  charters  was  to  be  taken  from  the  hands 
of  the  Chapters  and  given  to  the  High  Council  and  Province  Chiefs. 
This  occasioned  long  and  spirited  debate.     The  proposed  amend- 

yment  was  lost,  and  that  part  of  the  constitution  remains  as  before. 
In  the  afternoon  session  many  brothers  spoke  for  the  good  of 
the  order,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  arrange  a  Burial  Service 
and  an  Installation  Service  for  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  ritual,  all 
business  was  closed,  the  Nominating  Committee  made  their  report, 
New  York  was  chosen  for  the  1904  Congress  and  the  business  ses- 
sion of  the  eighteenth  Congress  came  to  an  end. 

On  the  evening  of  January  2  was  the  last  and  chief  event  of 
the  eighteenth  Congress.  Bro.  Ehle  was  chairman  of  the  Banquet 
Committee,  and,  with  the  assistance  of  Bros.  Mosser  and  Martyn, 
gave  us  a  banquet  long  to  be  remembered  by  those  fortunate 
enough  to  be  present.    The  following  menu  was  served:

Each  speaker  did  splendidly,  and  all  were  frequently  inter- 
rupted by  applause  and  Fraternity  yells.  Bro.  Lamar  made  an  ideal 
toast-master,  and  the  affair  was  a  grand  success  in  every  particular. 
An  innovation  was  introduced  by  the  Congress  picture,  being  a 
flash-light  taken  at  the  banquet. 

It  was  well  on  toward  the  short  hours  of  the  morning  before 
the  mystic  circle  was  broken  up  and  brothers  parted,  some  to  meet 
on  the  following  day,  some  to  meet  at  future  conventions,  some  to 
meet  in  the  great  world  of  business,  but  most  of  them  to  meet  only 
at  that  general  Congress  which  will  ne'er  break  up;  where  Frater- 
nity barriers  will  be  broken  down,  Fraternity  envy  forgotten;  where 
all  Greeks  will  greet  each  other  as  brethren  and  wear  but  one  em- 
blem, the  badge  of  truth.

CHAUNCEY  W.  MARTYN. 
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THE  SPIRIT  OF  FRATERNITY. 


OEATION  DELIVERED  BY  CHAUNCEY  W.  MAETYN  AT 
THE  CHICAGO  COXGEESS. 

When  Brother  Irving  Bacheller  induced  me  to  help  him 
found  New  York  Alpha  Omicron  Chapter,  something  over  twenty 
years  ago,  not  so  much  time  by  more  than  half  had  elapsed  since 
the  close  of  the  Civil  War  as  now.  Our  fraternity  then  had  but 
one  or  two  Chapters  in  the  North,  and  I  remember  Mr.  Bacheller 
urged  that  the  establishment  of  Chapters  in  the  universities  of 
the  North  by  a  Fraternity  that  was  strong  in  the  South  would  do 
a  better  work  than  it  is  ordinarily  the  fortune  of  a  college  frater- 
nity to  accomplish. 

Eemembering  this,  we  recall  that,  forty  years  ago  to-day,  the 
armies  of  Eosecrans  and  Bragg  were  fighting  the  battle  of  Mur- 
freesboro.  In  the  East  the  armies  of  the  Potomac  and  of  Nor- 
thern Virginia  held  each  other  in  check  on  either  side  of  the 
Eapidan — the  one  fighting,  as  they  felt,  to  save  their  country 
from  disunion  by  traitors  and  rebels,  who  were  willing  to  destroy 
it  in  order  to  perpetuate  the  monstrous  institution  of  human 
slavery;  the  other  fighting,  as  they  thought,  to  save  their  country, 
their  homes  and  their  liberty  from  the  monstrous  tyranny  of 
Northern  coercion  and  aggression.  Thus  thought  the  North;  and 
so  felt  the  South.  Between  these  two  sections  of  the  country 
there  was  naught  of  fraternal  feeling,  but  all  of  the  rancor  and 
hatred  of  Civil  War. 

Now,  but  little  more  than  a  generation  has  gone  by,  and  al- 
ready most  of  those  even  who  fought  for  the  Lost  Cause,  while 
they  remember  with  pride  the  heroism  of  one  of  the  bravest  de- 
fenses in  history,  yet  rejoice  in  the  glorious  achievements  of  our 
common  country  as  she  has  taken  her  place  among  the  great 
powers  of  the  world,  and  feel  naught  of  regret  that  there  was  born, 
out  of  the  travail  of  those  }rears  of  war,  a  united  country. 

To  you  from  the  sunny  South,  come  at  this  frozen  season 
to  our  Northern  city,  sons  of  those  who  did  mightily  dare  for 
their  convictions,  we,  sons  of  the  North,  whose  fathers  your 
fathers  fought,  extend  a  fraternal  greeting  made  warmer  in  the 
recollection  of  those  years  of  strife  because  of  the  respect  that 
bravery  engenders. 

You  have  come,  my  brother  Alpha  Taus,  to  hold  your  con- 
vention in  a  city  that,  but  little  more  than  a  half  century  old,  has 
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nearly  two  millions  of  people,  and  whose  marvelous  commercial 
and  material  growth,  has  made  its  name  the  synonym  of  success 
the  world  over.  In  the  presence  of  such  an  example  of  material 
growth  and  greatness,  and  at  a  Fraternity  gathering,  it  seems  not 
inappropriate  to  discuss  for  a  little  the  proper  application  of  the 
fraternal  spirit  to  some  of  those  characteristics  in  which  these 
opening  years  of  the  new  century  are  unique. 

First,  there  is  to  be  noticed  among  the  nations  of  the  world 
generally,  a  stronger  brotherhood  evidenced  by  an  ever-increasing 
tolerance  for  the  rights  of  one  another.  Instances  of  the  grow- 
ing fraternal  feeling  among  the  nations  are  numerous. 

Only  a  few  weeks  ago  the  Shah  of  Persia  sent  his  duly 
accredited  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to 
the  Court  of  King  George  of  Greece,  and  thereby  resumed  the 
diplomatic  relations  between  the  two  countries  that  had  been 
broken  off  when  Darius  sent  heralds  to  demand  earth  and  water 
as  symbols  of  subjection,  in  the  first  year  of  the  72d  Olympiad — 
some  four  hundred  and  ninety-one  years  before  the  Christian  era. 
So  insulted  were  the  Greeks  by  this  rude  demand  of  Darius,  and 
so  mindful  have  they  remained  of  what  followed — Marathon, 
Thermopylae  and  Plataaa — that  the  friendly  relations  between  the 
two  governments  had  never  been  restored.  This  long  quarrel  of 
twenty-three  hundred  and  ninety-three  years,  in  the  growing 
fraternal  feeling  of  the  present,  has  at  last  been  settled,  and  these 
unforgetting  and  revengeful  Eastern  peoples  are  at  peace. 

It  is  not,  however,  only  in  this  rather  amusingly  long-drawn- 
out  international  quarrel  that  a  growth  of  fraternal  feeling  among 
the  nations  is  to  be  observed.  In  1898  the  rulers  of  Europe  were 
skeptical  at  the  statement  made  by  this  Government  that  it  went 
to  war  with  Spain  not  for  self-aggrandizement,  or  territorial  ag- 
gression, but  sought  only  to  relieve  the  suffering  humanity  of 
Cuba  from  the  intolerable  oppression  of  Spanish  rule.  Our  Gov- 
ernment gave  lavishly  of  its  treasure,  and  American  manhood 
poured  out  its  blood  on  Cuban  soil,  until  oppression  had  been 
ended.  Then,  sacrificing  whatever  of  monetary  gain  might  come, 
the  promise  has  been  kept,  and  the  Star  of  the  Antilles  has  taken 
her  place  among  the  nations  of  the  world. 

The  fortune  of  war,  unforeseen  at  its  beginning,  cast  upon 
this  Government  the  responsibility  of  the  control  of  the  Philip- 
pine archipelago,  where  there  prevailed  a  condition  of  tyranny 
which,  though  farther  from  our  doors,  was  no  less  intolerable  than 
that  which  had  oppressed  Cuba.  At  a  great  cost  of  lives  and 
money,  we  have  given  the  Filipinos  a  government  vastly  better 
than  they  had  ever  known  before,  and  when  in  due  course  of  time 
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our  tutelage  has  fitted  them  for  self-government,  if  they  shall  then 
6C  desire,  the  overwhelming  sentiment  of  the  people  of  this  coun- 
try will  bid  them  God's  speed  and  let  them  go. 

The  recent  trouble  in  China  furnished  another  evidence  of 
a  stronger  brotherhood  among  the  nations.  A  strong,  but  fanati- 
cal and  unprogressive  ruler  in  China  had  brought  about  a  condition 
that  resulted  in  the  Boxer  rebellion,  and  an  attack  upon  the  lega- 
tions at  Pekin  endangered  the  lives  of  the  whole  diplomatic  corps. 
A  number  of  the  great  powers  collected  an  army,  beat  back  the 
Boxers  and  took  possession  of  the  capital  of  the  most  divine  of 
those  rulers  that  still  believe  they  reign  by  divine  right.  Note  the 
condition.  With  their  hands  upon  the  throat  of  China  a  half 
dozen  great  nations  have  only  to  agree  upon  a  division  and 
parcel  out  among  themselves  the  territory  and  the  wealth  of  the 
largest  and  richest  country  of  the  Orient.  Yet,  as  soon  as  order 
is  permanently  restored,  the  armies  are  withdrawn,  and  the  in- 
tegrity of  China  is  preserved. 

Now  we  Americans  are  wont  to  take  credit,  to  a  great  extent, 
for  this  result,  and  believe  that  it  was  largely  brought  about  by 
the  tremendous  moral  influence  of  this  country,  made  effective 
through  the  skillful  diplomacy  of  an  accomplished  Secretary  of 
State.  We  are  told,  on  the  other  hand,  that  the  failure  of  the 
Powers  to  partition  was  due  to  an  inability  to  agree  upon  an 
acceptable  division.  This  is  perhaps  partly  true;  but  the  fact  re- 
mains, nevertheless,  that  our  Government  was  unalterably  opposed 
to  such  action,  and  we  may  take  consolation  in  the  thought — it  is 
this  which  shows  the  fraternal  growth — that  at  no  previous  period 
have  the  rapacious  instincts  of  mankind  been  under  sufficient  con- 
trol to  have  prevented,  under  like  circumstances,  the  division  of 
so  rich  a  plunder. 

But  greater,  better,  and  more  far-reaching  in  its  ultimate 
results  for  the  welfare  of  mankind  than  all  these;  more  promising 
than  the  restoration  of  diplomatic  relations,  no  matter  how  long 
broken;  better  than  the  philanthropy  of  a  great  nation  that  goes 
to  war  for  the  sole  purpose  of  relieving  the  misery  of  an  oppressed, 
though  foreign  people;  greater  than  the  tolerance  of  the  Powers 
that  held  within  their  grasp  the  riches  of  the  mighty  Empire  of 
the  East,  is  an  event  that  but  recently  took  place,  and  which 
marks,  as  I  believe,  a  new  epoch,  not  merely  in  the  history  of  the 
United  States,  or  China,  or  Cuba  or  the  Philippines,  but  is  the 
commencement  of  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  the  world. 

A  few  weeks  ago  the  court  of  arbitration  that  was  established 
by  the  Hague  conference,  the  first  permanent  international  court 
that  has  ever  existed,  rendered  its  first  judgment,  which  was 
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passed  at  the  suit  of  the  Unites  States  against  the  Republic  of 
Mexico.  The  contention  of  our  Government  relative  to  a  claim 
of  some  forty  millions  of  dollars  was  sustained,  and  the  Mexican 
Government  will  unquestionably  acquiesce  in  the  decree. 

This  momentous  event  took  place  so  quietly  and  with  such 
want  of  ostentation  that  it  created  but  little  comment.  There  was 
about  it  none  of  the  glamour  of  assembled  and  contending  armies; 
it  caused  none  of  the  enthusiastic  rejoicing  created  by  Dewey's 
victory  at  Manila,  or  Schley's  at  Santiago,  but  it  established  a 
precedent  and  crystallized  a  sentiment  of  the  peaceful  settlement 
of  international  disputes  that  must  go  far  to  prevent  any  country 
from  daring  to  offend  the  opinion  of  the  civilized  world  by  re- 
fusing to  submit  likewise  its  grievances  or  abide  by  the  high 
court's  decree.  Thus  another,  and  the  greatest  stride  in  history, 
toward  the  abolishment  of  war,  has  been  taken.  But  yesterday 
the  thunder  of  cannon  was  echoing  around  the  world  as  Germany 
and  Britain  were  demanding  satisfaction  from  the  insolent  little 
Eepublic  of  Venezuela;  to-day  the  affair  is  being  settled  in  the 
orderly  way  of  arbitration.  Thus  the  peoples  of  the  world  are 
moving  on  to  the  day  foreseen  by  Tennyson: 

"Till  the  war-drum  throbb'd  no  longer,  and  the  battle- 
flags  were  furled, 
In   the   Parliament    of   man,   the    Federation    of   the 
world." 

But  it  is  not  only  to  international  affairs,  or  to  those 
things  that  pertain  to  "war's  rude  alarms"  that  the  principle  of 
fraternity  may  be  applied.  In  these  years  we  are  seeing  a  great 
commercial  and  industrial  change.  The  latter  fifty  years  of  the 
last  century  saw  invented,  or  introduced  into  almost  universal 
use,  sewing  and  reaping  machines,  the  railway  and  the  steamboat, 
the  telegraph  and  the  telephone,  illuminating  gas  and  electric 
light,  and  a  thousand  other  inventions  and  discoveries  that  have 
developed  the  wonderful,  natural  resources  of  our  country  to  an 
extent  that  has  made  us  the  richest  people  in  the  world.  Within 
the  last  few  years  both  labor  and  capital  have  come  to  realize  to 
some  extent  the  possibility  of  the  profit  and  advantage  in  the 
application  to  this  new  commercial  condition  of  the  old  idea  that 
"in  union  there  is  strength;"  and  we  have  labor  unions  and  federa- 
tions, and  combinations  of  capital  so  vast  as  to  stagger  the  mind 
to  comprehend.  Corporations  have  been  formed  that  place  within 
fhe  control  of  one  man  or  set  of  men  an  aggregation  of  wealth 
more  powerful  than  the  kings  of  ages  past,  thus  creating  a  sort 
of  commercial  high-explosive,  possessing  a  potential  energy  that 
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compares  to  any  industrial  force  of  the  past  as  nitro-glycerine  or 
dynamite  compared  to  common  gunpowder. 

Shall  this  new  power,  this  newly-created,  commercial,  high- 
explosive,  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  few  or  for  the  welfare  of 
the  many?  This  is  the  great  political  and  sociological  problem 
to  be  solved  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  new  century.  How  shall 
the  tremendous  power  of  the  gigantic  corporations  be  diverted 
from  selfish  ends  and  broadly  used  to  benefit  mankind? 

Selfishness  and  greed,  that  enrich  the  few  at  the  expense 
of  the  many,  may  succeed  for  a  time,  but  they  cannot  long  endure 
in  a  popular  government.  If  the  owners  of  the  great  industries 
will  content  themselves  with  a  fair  share  of  gain  and  concede  to 
all  employes  connected  with  such  industries  a  reasonable  profit 
in  the  way  of  better  hours  and  wages,  and  generally  so  manage 
such  corporate  affairs  that  the  public  may  receive  the  benefit  of 
the  remaining  profit  in  the  way  of  better  goods,  or  service,  and 
lower  prices,  then  the  capitalist  may  take  advantage  of  every  pos- 
sibility of  combination,  create  corporations  no  matter  how  large, 
and  he  will  receive  the  plaudits  of  mankind;  but  if  this  new  com- 
mercal  force  is  used,  or  permitted  to  be  used,  for  any  considerable 
period  of  time  to  foster  and  perpetuate  offensive  monopolies,  then 
the  already  gathering  storm  of  social  discontent  will  break,  with 
what  disastrous  results  no  one  can  foretell. 

The  tyrants  of  France,  whose  successive  reigns  ended  with 
that  of  Louis  XV,  made  use  of  the  absolute  monarchy  which  Louis 
XI  had  founded  upon  the  broken  power  of  the  great  feudatories, 
not  to  benefit  their  subjects,  but  to  oppress  them  in  the  interest 
of  a  small  ruling  class.  Louis  XVI  was  the  innocent  victim  of 
this  oppression,  and  France  paid  the  penalty  of  long  years  of 
abuse  of  power  in  the  horrors  of  that  political  cataclysm  known 
as  the  French  Revolution. 

The  leaders  of  the  great  commercial  and  financial  affairs 
change  every  ten  or  fifteen  years.  In  the  universities  to-day  are 
those  who  will  have  become  prominent  in  such  affairs  in  the  next 
ten  or  fifteen  years,  and  who  will  have  become  the  leaders  in  ten 
or  fifteen  years  thereafter — I  say  in  the  universities,  for  more 
and  more  are  the  minds  that  have  felt  the  broadening  influence 
of  university  training  winning  out  in  the  great  race  of  commerce. 
Among  the  undergraduates  of  to-day,  therefore,  are  those  who  in 
a  quarter  of  a  century  will  be  in  control  of  the  world's  industrial 
affairs. 

1  For  you  who  are  still  in  college  and  are  to  be,  or  are  the 
associates  of  those  who  are  to  be,  such  leaders,  there  is  this 
thought: 
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While  the  sociologist  is  studying,  and  statesman  is  seeking 
to  control  this  new  industrial  force  by  law,  the  great  captains  of 
industry  can  wield  a  more  potent  influence.  In  their  control  of 
this  new  commercial  energy  they  can  exercise  that  larger  spirit 
of  fraternity,  which  as  an  organization  we  seek  to  inculcate,  and 
that  recognizes  in  business  affairs,  along  with  the  right  to  live, 
the  duty  to  let  live. 

In  the  recent  coal  strike  in  Pennsylvania  the  mine  owners 
seem  to  have  been  forgetful  of  this  duty,  and  it  was  not  until  an 
outraged  public  sentiment  had  rolled  itself  into  a  tornado  of  pro- 
test, and  a  courageous  President  had  sounded  an  ominous  warn- 
ing, that  the  owners,  when  fairly  forced,  consented  to  a  settle- 
ment. Had  they  sooner  applied  to  the  situation  the  principle  of 
live  and  let  live  they  would  have  retained  the  good-will  of  the 
public,  saved  themselves  a  very  considerable  financial  loss,  and 
their  representative  might  have  kept  his  name  from  becoming, 
as  it  is,  notorious,  not  to  say  infamous.  Mr.  Baer  has  sought, 
however,  to  defend  himself  before  the  public  by  pleading  the 
divine  right  of  property.  The  idea,  among  English-speaking 
peoples,  of  the  divine  right  of  kings  was  beheaded  with  Charles 
the  First,  and  he  has  sadly  failed  to  grasp  the  true  spirit  of  pop- 
ular institutions  who  has  not  learned  that  much  nearer  the  div- 
inity than  the  right  of  property  are  the  rights  of  man. 

Twenty-five  years  ago  our  Fraternity,  because  of  its  peculiar 
geographical  situation,  had  a  particular  work  to  do.  The  neces- 
sity of  that  work  is  now  happily  removed.  To-day  we  observe  a 
widespread  spirit  of  brotherhood  that  is  drawing  the  nations  of 
the  world  closer  together.  Let  us  remember,  while  with  kaleido- 
scopic shifting  of  current  events  we  sweep  on  into  the  new  century, 
that  as  a  Fraternity  we  stand  for  something  more  than  Chapter 
Houses,  or  more  even  than  good  fellowship;  and  let  us  weave  into 
the  warp  and  woof  of  every-day  affairs  a  verification  of  Carlyle's 
statement  that,  "of  a  truth,  men  are  mystically  bound  together, 
a  mystic  bond  of  brotherhood  makes  all  men  one."

BESPONSE  TO   THE   ADDRESS   OF  WELCOME   AT   THE 
CHICAGO  CONGRESS  BY  HON.  ROBERT  W.  BING- 
HAM, N.  C.  ALPHA  ETA— LOUISVILLE,  KY. 

In  the  name  of  these  our  brethren  gathered  here,  I  thank  you 
for  your  gracious  words  of  welcome,  fraught  as  they  are  with  an 
eloquence  and  kindliness  which  could  spring  from  naught  but  spon- 
taneous, generous  hospitality.  From  all  parts  of  our  country  we 
have  come  here  at  the  call  of  our  common  Mother,  one  great  family 
of  brothers,  bound  together  by  the  most  sacred  ties,  not  brothers 
by  the  accident  of  birth,  but  by  deliberate  choice,  and  we  find  that 
"the  very  atmosphere  breathes  rest  and  comfort,  and  the  many 
chambers  seem  full  of  welcome,"  and  to  all  of  us  henceforth  this 
great  city  must  appear  in  a  new  incarnation;  for  we  have  known 
Chicago  hitherto  as  the  greatest  of  our  inland  cities,  have  marveled 
at  its  population  and  its  stupendous  wealth,  have  wondered  at  its 
miraculous  growth,  have  admired  its  splendid  strength  and  power, 
but  from  henceforth  we  shall  think  of  it  as  the  home  of  these  noble 
brethren  of  ours  who,  in  the  Cares  and  Tesponsibilities  of  business 
activities,  have  yet  remembered  the  sweet  ties  of  college  days,  who 
have  labored  strenuously  to  give  us  this  splendid  meeting  here,  and 
who  have  received  us  with  a  welcome  so  kind  and  so  generous  that 
it  has  cast  the  glamour  of  friendship  over  the  whole  of  this  great 
city,  and  will  enshrine  Chicago  Alpha  Taus  in  fragrant  memory 
forever  in  our  hearts. 

For  sixteen  years  it  has  been  my  hope  to  attend  a  Congress 
of  our  Fraternity;  for  seven  successive  Congresses  my  desire  has 
failed  of  fruition,  but  at  last  my  dream  of  years  has  been  realized,

have  La  that  I  shall  not  at  this  time  realize  a  hope  cherished  for 
veara  of  looking  into  the  face  of  him  whom  I  have  long  believed  to 
be  inspired,  the  man  whom  Alpha  Taus  everywhere  venerate  as 
their  patrOB  saint,  the  noble  founder  of  our  order.

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It  is  a  very  beautiful  thing  to  see  these  men  gathered  here, 
representing  all  sections  of  our  Union,  coming  some  from  the 
great  universities,  some  from  the  small  colleges  with  just  enough 
students  to  furnish  a  little  coterie  worthy  to  wear  the  Maltese  Cross, 
coming  some  from  the  frigid  North,  others  from  the  boundless 
West,  and  others  still  from  my  own  dear  balmy  South,  and  all  ani- 
mated by  the  common  feeling  of  fraternity,  all  marching  under  the 
same  unsullied  banner,  all  bowing  in  loving  allegiance  to  the  dear 
Mother  of  us  all.  We  know  that  nature  never  smiles  so  sweetly  as 
after  some  awful  storm  has  sped  its  destructive  course,  bearing 
devastation  and  ruin  in  its  train,  for  in  the  branches  of  the  fallen 
monarchs  of  the  forest  the  birds  sing  their  sweetest,  over  the  tem- 
pest's wreck  the  sun  shines  brightest,  and  kindly  nature  covers  with 
a  wealth  of  springing  flowers  the  scars  her  furious  mood  has  I 
wrought.

of  a  noble  life.  To  all  the  brethren  gathered  here  I  bid  God-speed, 
to  the  splendid  colony  domiciled  here  I  return  our  cordial  thanks,  I 
bespeak  our  heartfelt  gratitude;  and  from  this  great  gathering  of 
the  modern  Chevaliers  of  the  Cross  of  Malta  I  read  a  splendid  prom- 
ise for  the  future,  wise  growth,  added  strength,  increasing  power  for 
this  our  noble  order,  whose  message  to  mankind  enfolds  the  essence 
of  all  the  religions  which  have  blessed  the  world  in  all  the  ages, 
that  message  which  tells  us  of  our  mutual  interdependence.

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OPINIONS  OF  THE  CONGRESS. 


A  THOROUGHLY  REPRESENTATIVE  BODY. 

This  was  perhaps  the  most  representative  Congress  the 
Fraternity  has  ever  had — certainly  within  the  last  decade.  The 
Chapters  in  seven  out  of  eight  Provinces  were  all  represented, 
and  the  delegates  of  but  two  Chapters  in  the  whole  Fraternity 
failed  to  attend,  and  they  from  the  points  of  greatest  distance. 

The  plans  for  entertainment  were  unique  and  most  enjoyable. 
All  arrangements  were  systematically  planned  and  carried  through 
with  a  vim.  From  the  address  of  welcome,  as  delivered  by  Brother 
J.  T.  Montgomery,  President  of  the  Chicago  Alumni  Association, 
to  the  end,  it  was  realized  that  we  were  in  the  hands  of  the  "Holy 
Hustlers."  As  in  the  oration,  as  delivered  by  Brother  Chauncey 
W.  Martyn,  of  Chicago,  there  was  manifested  a  clear  conception 
of  the  relation  of  those  things  which  are  peculiarly  modern  with 
what  is  good  of  the  past,  so  were  the  proceedings  of  Congress  in 
consonance  with  a  well-ordered  plan  for  meeting  conditions  of 
the  present,  while  cleaving  to  those  essential  qualities  and  ideals 
which  have  made  the  Fraternity  good  and  great  in  the  past. 

Many  subjects  of  importance  were  discussed  and  treated.  In 
future,  Chapter-house  building  by  the  individual  Chapters  and 
their  alumni  is  to  be  encouraged,  and  are  not  to  be  interfered 
with  by  the  general  Fraternity. 

The  law  as  to  the  establishment  of  new  and  reorganization 
of  old  Chapters  remains  unchanged,  after  an  extended  discussion 
showing  intense  interest  and  concern  felt  in  this  most  important 
branch  of  Fraternity  activity. 

The  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  Annals  henceforth  is  ex  officio 
Chairman  of  the  Catalogue  Committee,  and  by  April  next  a  new 
directory  or  catalogue  will  be  published,  containing  valuable  his- 
torical sketches  as  well  as  most  complete  data  relative  to  our  5,500 
members. 

The  Palm  was  reported  on  a  self-supporting  basis,  and  in 
future  is  to  be  circulated  among  the  alumni  as  far  as  possible. 
The  prizes  offered  respectively  by  the  New  York  and  District 
of  Columbia  Alumni  Associations  for  essays  and  song-book  con- 
tributions are  expected  to  lend  an  additional  interest  to  the  pub- 
lications in  the  Palm,  and  it  is  hoped  that  at  no  distant  date  a 
new  song-book  will  be  published.  A  number  of  important  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  have  been  proposed  by  Congress,  and 
will  soon  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  Chapters.    A  committee 
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was  authorized  to  be  appointed  to  revise  and  submit  for  action 
by  the  next  Congress  a  complete  revision  of  the  laws  and  standing 
resolutions  of  the  Fraternity  preparatory  to  a  publication  thereof. 

The  Grand  Officers  and  Provincial  Chiefs  were  enabled  to 
report  great  progress  and  most  healthful  conditions  throughout 
the  entire  Fraternity  as  a  result  of  systematic  and  continuous 
efforts  on  the  part  of  the  officers  and  Chapters  of  the  Fraternity. 
All  fears  were  removed  with  regard  to  what  was  realized  to  be  a 
most  expensive  Congress  by  the  admirable  report  of  the  Worthy 
Grand  Keeper  of  Exchequer,  revealing  a  cash  surplus  as  large,  if 
not  larger,  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  Order. 

The  sessions  of  Congress  were  businesslike  and  characterized 
by  the  spirit  of  harmony.  The  delegates  were  independent  and 
able,  and  exhibited  a  familiarity  with  Parliamentary  usage  admir- 
ably illustrative  of  the  high  order  of  intelligence  which  character- 
ized the  body. 

At  the  banquet  there  were  impromptu  toasts  which  would 
have  done  credit  to  any  gathering,  and  the  sentiments  expressed 
by  the  brothers  who  spoke  on  that  occasion  were  indicative  of 
the  consoling  fact  that  there  remains  among  the  younger  men 
of  the  Order  the  same  ideals  and  conceptions  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
which  were  entertained  by  our  founders  and  have  been  transmitted 
to  the  initiates  through  the  many  years  which  have  passed. 

The  occasion  was  not  without  its  disappointments.  It  had 
been  expected  that  the  two  surviving  founders  would  meet  in 
Chicago,  but  circumstances  over  which  neither  had  control,  de- 
prived us  of  the  presence  of  either  of  our  founders.  The  telegrams 
and  letters  read  from  both,  however,  showed  how  intensely  they 
feel  for  the  good  of  the  Order. 

The  Eighteenth  Congress  is  an  event  of  the  past.  There  are 
memories,  however,  which  will  live  in  the  distant  future.  Like 
Congresses  of  the  past,  it  has  served  to  cement  the  bonds  of 
affection  which  bind  men  of  all  sections  and  creeds  together  in 
a  common  brotherhood  whose  badge  is  the  Maltese  Cross,  and 
whose  principles  are  such  as  to  demonstrate  the  broad  national 
scope  of  Ihe  Fraternity's  sphere  of  usefulness.

go,  for  not  imti]  then  had  I  learned  to  appre- 
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ciate  how  much  I  have  lost  in  having  missed  the  previous  ten  gen- 
eral conventions  of  the  Fraternity.  My  impressions,  therefore,  can 
be  of  little  interest,  as  they  are  no  doubt  only  such  as  are  common 
to  every  one  at  his  first  Congress. 

Some  one  has  said  that  a  man  is  never  more  than  half  a  man 
until  he  has  married.  Without  stopping  to  argue  this  question  with 
the  Worthy  Grand  Scribe  or  the  late  chief  of  Province  IV,  there 
can  be  little  doubt,  I  think,  that  no  one  can  be  fully  alive  to  the 
spirit  of  our  Fraternity,  or  be  a  real,  full-fledged  Alpha  Tau  until 
he  has  attended  a  Congress. 

To  see  really  and  to  know  Bro.  Green,  whom  I  recognized 
from  my  recollection  of  his  picture  in  that  of  the  congress  at  Wash- 
ington in  1882,  and  to  become  actually  acquainted  with  Dr.  Larkin 
Glazebrook  and  Dr.  N.  Wiley  Thomas  and  others  with  whose  names 
and  work  I  have  been  familiar  for  these  many  years,  was  more  of  a 
pleasure  even  than  I  had  anticipated,  and  makes  my  feeling  for  the 
Fraternity  closer  and  warmer  than  familiarity  with  a  single  Chap- 
ter or  Alumni  Association  or  the  casual  meeting  with  brothers  in 
the  outside  world  could  ever  do. 

We  are  all,  I  think,  still  too  near  the  last  Congress  and  too 
much  influenced  by  its  many  pleasant  recollections,  and  for  myself 
I  know  I  am  still  bubbling  over  with  too  much  of  enthusiasm,  to 
write  impartially  of  it.  Not  so  much  was  done  in  the  way  of  needed 
legislation  as  had  been  hoped.  Out  of  much  lively  debate  and  warm 
discussion  no  very  striking  immediate  results  were  obtained;  but 
as  the  thunder  and  the  heavy  downpour  are  often  needed  to  clear 
the  atmosphere,  so  those  long  debates  may  have  been  just  what  was 
necessary  to  clear  our  minds  and  bring  about  the  needed  results. 

For  me  the  Congress  had  one  grievous  disappointment,  and  I 
can  never  feel  that  I  have  taken  the  last  degree  in  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  until  I  have  felt  the  hand-grasp  and  looked  into  the  face  of 
our  revered  founder,  Dr.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook. 

As  our  present  impressions  fade  with  receding  time,  the  points 
that  will  remain  longest  within  the  range  of  memory's  vision  are 
probably  neither  the  debates  nor  the  banquet,  the  jollity  of  the 
smoker  nor  the  tedium  of  the  public  exercises,  but  rather  the 
friendships  and  good  fellowship  and  the  knowledge  of  what  a  fine, 
capable,  earnest  body  of  men  and  what  a  jolly,  bright,  manly  set 
of  young  fellows  go  to  make  up  the  bone  and  sinew  of  our  Frater- 
nity.

MORE  TIME  FOR  CHAPTER  REPORTS. 

Dear  Palm: — In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  take  pleas- 
ure in  giving  a  personal  expression  bearing  upon  the  recent  Chi- 
cago Congress  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

Attending  Congress  has  become  such  a  fixed  habit  with  me 
that  I  find  myself  every  two  years  with  grip  in  hand  wending  my 
way  toward  the  station  and  boarding  a  train  Congress  bound. 

To  prove  that  I  enjoy  our  national  biennial  meetings  I  need 
only  state  that  I  have  not  missed  one  during  the  past  sixteen 
years.  Frequently  I  enjoy  getting  into  a  reminiscent  mood  and 
recalling  the  faces  and  incidents  of  Atlanta,  Springfield,  Kichmond, 
Nashville,  Washington,  Cleveland,  New  Orleans  and  Boston;  and 
now  I  can  add  a  new  link,  Chicago,  to  the  golden  chain  of  sweet 
and  memorable  experiences.  No  one  can  fully  realize  the  length 
and  breadth,  the  height  and  depth  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  until  he 
has  attended  a  Congress.  The  sweetest  memories  of  my  life  are 
linked  to  these  gatherings. 

The  Chicago  Congress  was  a  great  success.  The  preparations 
made  for  us  proved  that  the  Chicago  Alumni  Association  had  not 
forgotten  that  at  Boston  they  had  invited  us  to  hold  the  next  bien- 
aiaJ  meeting  in  the  "Windy  City."  With  such  managers  as  Bros. 
Ehle,  Montgomery,  Elliott,  Thornton  and  Hoag,  I  was  sure  that 
every  detail  pertaining  to  the  preparation  for  our  Congress  would 
ihfullv  looked  after.    I  was  pleased  to  hear  the  managers  of 
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the  Auditorium  Hotel  say  that  they  had  never  entertained  a  more 
jolly  and  cultured  set  of  young  men  than  on  this  occasion. 

To  me  one  of  the  greatest  treats  was  to  meet  and  greet  the 
friends  of  bygone  years,  brothers  who  had  faithfully  served  with 
me  when  I  presided  at  the  Congresses  held  at  Atlanta,  Springfield, 
Richmond,  Nashville  and  Washington. 

Of  course  Dave  White  was  present.  My  first  acquaintance 
with  Dave  was  at  the  Springfield  Congress  in  1888,  where  he  was 
the  "E  pluribus  unum"  of  that  Congress;  for  at  this  meeting.  Dave 
represented  not  only  himself,  but  also  the  North  Carolina  State 
Alumni  Association,  the  North  Carolina  Alpha  Eta  Chapter  and 
the  North  Carolina  Alpha  Delta  Chapter,  and  he  held  the  duly 
accredited  credentials  for  the  same.  It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  meet 
the  brother  who  brought  Alpha  Tau  Omega  north  of  the  Mason  and 
Dixon  line;  I  refer  to  Dr.  N.  Wiley  Thomas,  of  Philadelphia. 

It  was  through  the  faith  I  had  in  Bro.  Thomas  that  I  was 
induced  to  join  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  and  I  have  never  had  any  occa- 
sion to  regret  it.  The  Nashville  Congress  always  suggests  my  first 
introduction  to  such  noble  fellows  as  Tom  Rufnn,  R.  E.  L.  Saner, 
Louis  Ehle,  Max  Erdman,  James  B.  Green  and  Zac.  Tolliver.  Of 
this  group  our  lamented  Zac.  Tolliver  alone  was  missing.  Then 
there  were  iBro.  George  Lamar,  whom  I  first  met  at  the  Rich- 
mond Congress  in  1890;  Bro.  E.  P.  Lyon,  whom  I  initiated  at 
Hillsdale,  Michigan,  when  I  established  our  Chapter  there;  Bros. 
Ellsworth,  Ira  and  Leo  Wise,  E.  F.  Eldredge,  Paul  Hickok,  A. 
W.  McCord,  U.  B.  Phillips,  L.  W.  Glazebrook  and  other  noble 
workers  in  our  great  brotherhood.  The  face  of  our  noblest  Greek 
was  missing.  I  refer  to  our  beloved  founder,  Dr.  Otis  A.  Glaze- 
brook.  That  face  I  have  seen  at  every  Congress  during  the  past 
sixteen  years  except  two — Cleveland  and  Chicago.  It  is  always  a 
sad  disappointment  to  me,  as  well  as  to  all  of  the  brothers,  to  have 
our  good  Doctor  absent  from  these  national  gatherings.  May  God 
bless  him  and  preserve  him,  so  that  we  may  meet  him  in  New  York 
in  1904. 

The  reports  of  all  the  officers  were  excellent,  but  perhaps  too 
long  in  some  instances.  I  regretted  very  much  that  we  hadn't  time 
to  listen  to  the  Chapter  reports  from  the  delegates  of  the  various 
Chapters.  I  really  think  that  we  make  a  great  mistake  when  we 
eliminate  this  feature  from  our  Congress  program. 

It  is  one  thing  to  read  these  reports  in  cold  print,  but  quite 
another  to  listen  to  them  from  the  lips  of  the  delegates  themselves. 
The  personality  of  the  reader  not  only  adds  much  to  the  report, 
but  the  experience  the  delegate  himself  gets  in  making  his  report 
in  this  manner  is  well  worth  considering. 
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I  am  quite  sure  that  much  good  could  be  accomplished  if  we 
would  devote  four  days  instead  of  three  to  our  national  meetings, 
and  I  am  just  as  positive  that  an  incalculable  amount  of  good 
would  be  accomplished  by  radically  changing  our  Thursday  even- 
ing program.  I  can  see  nothing  whatever  in  such  a  program 
that  is  at  all  in  harmony  with  the  principles  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 
I  do  not  refer  especially  to  the  Thursday  evening  program  at  Chi- 
cago, but  to  any  and  all  Congresses  where  such  a  program  has  been 
followed. 

Much  more  good  would  be  accomplished  by  hearing  Chapter 
reports  read  on  that  evening.  As  a  rule,  all  day  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  are  consumed  by  organization,  reports  of  officers,  public 
exercises  and  social  functions.  More  time  should  be  devoted  to  the 
reports  of  committees  and  the  discussions  that  such  reports  pro- 
voke. By  the  way,  if  the  brothers  would  like  to  read  the  greatest 
discussion  that  was  ever  held  in  the  history  of  our  Fraternity  upon 
the  subject  of  Chapter  houses,  I  would  refer  them  to  the  January 
Palm  of  1889,  which  reports  the  proceedings  of  our  Congress  held 
at  Springfield,  Ohio.  The  whole  discussion  was  taken  down  at  the 
time  by  Bro.  Walter  Daniel  in  shorthand,  and  it  consumes  about 
twenty  pages  of  the  Palm  of  the  above  issue. 

If  we  could  devote  Thursday  and  Friday  to  the  receiving  of 
reports  of  committees,  the  discussion  of  the  same  and  the  good  of 
the  order,  touch  good  would  result.  This  could  be  done  if  we 
would  begin  our  sessions  on  Tuesday  morning  instead  of  Wednes- 
day morning,  and  the  expense  of  the  delegates  would  be  increased 
very  little. 

We  certainly  owe  the  Chicago  Alumni  Association  a  debt  of 
gratitude  for  the  great  work  the  brothers  did  in  entertaining  Con- 
gress and  for  their  desire  to  make  our  stay  in  their  midst  pleasant 
and  profitable.  I  am  glad  we  meet  in  New  York  the  next  time,  and 
I  am  sure  the  lively  New  York  Association  will  be  equal  to  the 
occasion. 

I  must  not  close  before  expressing  my  pleasure  in  meeting 
again  Bro.  Merrill,  of  Vermont.  Bro.  Merrill  is  a  host  within  him- 
self, and  it  is  worth  a  trip  to  Congress  to  meet  him.

THE  SUCCESS  OF  THE  P&OVINCIAL  SYSTEM. 

Dear  Palm: — My  impressions  of  the  Chicago  Congress?    Well, 
first  of  all,  I  certainly  must  make  mention  of  the  entertainment 
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we  received.  We  had  been  led  to  expect  much.  And  we  knew 
we  would  not  be  disappointed.  But  the  abundance  and  the  cor- 
diality of  it  all  even  exceeded  our  anticipations.  I  am  sure  I  voice 
the  sentiment  of  all  when  I  use  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  the  Chicago  Alpha  Taus. 

One  thing  impressed  very  strongly  on  my  mind  by  the  reports 
received  and  the  discussions  of  the  several  days  is  the  necessity 
we  are  under  of  forming  soon  a  more  broad  and  mature  Fraternity 
"policy."  Each  report  told  the  same  story  of  "advance  all  along 
the  line."  And,  by  the  way,  I  feel  like  saying  that  the  Provincial 
System  has  certainly  shown  itself  to  be  all  that  its  promoters 
claimed  for  it.  It  has  been  of  the  greatest  service  already.  It  was 
quite  evident,  it  seemed  to  me,  that  our  Fraternity  is  taking  its 
place  among  the  well-established  organizations  of  its  kind.  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  has  ceased  to  be  one  of  the  "younger"  societies.  This 
means  nothing  else  than  that  the  greatest  care  must  be  exercised 
in  the  formation  of  all  future  plans  for  her  growth.  The  Frater- 
nity is  now  a  national  one  in  a  sense  in  which  it  has  never  been 
before.  I  believe  there  are  various  changes  in  matters  of  adminis- 
tration, locating  of  Chapters,  the  relation  of  individual  members 
to  the  general  Fraternity,  etc.,  which  must  be  made  if  its  national 
character  is  to  be  properly  sustained. 

I  am  very  glad  that  such  a  thorough  revision  of  the  laws  gov- 
erning the  body  is  to  be  done.  It  is  much  needed.  This  will  be  of 
immense  value. 

There  was  one  thing  I  very  much  regretted  at  Chicago.  We 
failed  to  hear  the  reports  from  the  Chapter  delegates.  I  missed 
them.  I  think  we  all  did.  The  active  men  were  deprived  of  the 
opportunity  to  hear  what  the  other  Chapters  were  doing.  And  we 
of  the  Alumni  missed  this  our  only  chance  to  have  word  direct  from 
our  active  successors.  I  think  one  particularly  unfortunate  feature 
of  this  loss  lay  in  our  inability  to  become  acquainted  with  all  the 
delegates  by  name  and  by  Chapter,  as  heretofore.  I  very  much 
hope  this  may  not  have  to  happen  again. 

Of  course  we  all  were  grieved  that  Dr.  Glazebrook,  our  honored 
founder,  was  detained  from  being  with  us.  I  know  what  a  disap- 
pointment this  was  to  those  who  have  never  looked  into  his  face. 
His  absence  was  a  sorrow  to  him.    It  was  a  real  loss  to  us. 

But,  on  the  whole,  what  a  privilege  a  Congress  is!  We  come 
away  better  Alpha  Taus  than  ever.  And  so  I  am  now,  I  hope,  as  a 
result  of  our  Chicago  meeting.    Now  for  New  York  in  1904.

Now,  one  afternoon  is  all  that  is  given  to  open  discussion  as 
to  policies  to  be  outlined  and  pursued,  and  where  the  session  is  so 
short  there  is  not  sufficient  time  to  harmonize  conflicting  opinions 
or  agree  upon  a  compromise;  hence  it  results  in  letting  needed 
legislation  go  by  default.  In  other  words,  there  was  little  accom- 
plished. The  features  of  Congress  in  the  line  of  relaxation  are 
well  established  and  afford  a  pleasant  memory. 

The  speeches  made  showed  investigation  and  mature  thought; 
they  are  worthy  of  wide  publication.    I  hope  to  attend  the  nine- 
teenth biennial  Congress  at  New  York  in  1904  and  1905.

Dear  Palm: — A  young  Alpha  Tau  whom  I  urged  especially 
to  come  to  the  Chicago  Congress  writes  to  me  as  follows:  "I  believe 
Congress  was  the  best  lark  I  ever  had,  and  I  have  you  to  thank, 
Lor'  bless  you,  honey."

AN  OLD  STAGER'S  VIEW  OF  THE  CONGRESS. 

Dear  Palm: — It  has  been  my  fortune  to  attend  fifteen  bien- 
nial gatherings  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Fraternity  since  I  came  into  Vir- 
ginia Delta  Chapter  at  the  University  of  Virginia  in  1872.  I  have 
seen  these  bodies  grow  from  a  score  of  delegates,  from  a  limited 
locality,  to  a  national  convention  representing  all  sections  of  our 
common  country.  At  Chicago  lately,  and  two  years  ago  at  Boston, 
I  had  evidence  of  zeal  and  Fraternity  spirit  on  the  part  of  New 
England  and  the  West,  fully  equal  to  that  of  the  South.  The  busi- 
ness routine  is  bound  to  be  similar  at  all  these  gatherings,  but  the 
mode  of  dispatching  and  intelligence  in  grappling  with  business 
problems  differ.  At  the  recent  Congress  the  delegates  were  more 
mature  men  than  usual,  and  they  seemed  better  posted  as  to  their 
local  wants,  as  well  as  to  the  general  well-being  of  the  order.  Per- 
sonally, I  admired  the  spirit  of  concession  that  prevailed,  and  the 
absence  of  any  bitterness  of  discussion.  There  is  some  ground  to 
fear  that  undue  weight  will  be  accorded  to  the  views  of  a  group  of 
old  fellows  like  myself;  but  I  suppose  they  are  useful  as  a  conserva- 
tive force.    The  Committee  of  Management,  composed  of  Chicago 
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Alumni,  had  all  the  arrangements  for  our  entertainment  so  per- 
fected that  each  dropped  into  his  place  without  friction  or  confu- 
sion of  any  kind.  I  think  Bros.  Elliott,  Montgomery  and  Ehle 
entitled  to  great  credit  in  this  behalf.  Meeting  old  friends  and 
making  new  always  warms  my  heart  on  these  occasions,  and  the 
college  boys  lead  me  to  the  fountain  of  youth,  though,  sub  rosa, 
it  must  be  admitted  I  cannot  keep  pace  with  their  festive  humor 
as  formerly.  Bustle  and  movement  are  in  the  air  at  Chicago,  and 
faith  in  her  power  to  produce  results  is  unbounded  to  an  amusing 
degree.  I  do  not  intend  to  discuss  the  civic  problems  presented  by 
that  community.  It  is  only  just,  however,  to  say  that  the  rights  of 
the  individual  are  in  danger  of  being  forgotten  in  the  wild  pursuit 
of  wealth.  The  "Province  System"  was  well  vindicated,  as  lessen- 
ing the  labor  of  the  general  officers  and  keeping  Chapters  in  touch 
with  authority;  !but  there  is  some  risk  of  losing  sight  of  single 
Chapters  in  the  provincial  scheme,  and  not  giving  the  delegates  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard  in  their  own  reports.  It  struck  me  too 
much  of  the  sessions  was  occupied  in  dry  detail,  and  business  not 
dispatched  promptly  enough.  The  whole  meeting  commanded  at- 
tention in  spite  of  hundreds  of  temptations  and  diversions,  and  did 
its  work  successfully.  James  B.  Green.

Dear  Palm: — You  have  asked  for  my  impressions  of  Con- 
gress, and  I  must  confess  that  they  are  not  well  formulated.  How- 
ever, I  may  say  that  it  was  a  novel  Congress  for  me,  as  since  I 
began  to  attend  these  most  enjoyable  and  profitable  biennial  meet- 
ings in  1892,  at  Nashville,  this  is  the  first  time  our  Fraternity  has 
honored  my  adopted  city  by  selecting  it  as  a  place  of  meeting.

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EDITORIAL  NOTES. 


The  Eighteenth  Biennial  Congress  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
Fraternity  is  now  a  matter  of  history.  A  success  in  every  par- 
ticular, it  goes  on  record  as  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  gatherings 
of  the  kind  ever  held.  It  was  not  the  largest  Fraternity  gathering 
ever  assembled,  nor  perhaps  the  most  elaborate,  but  it  was  har- 
monious, it  was  full  of  frank,  good-fellowship,  it  was  thoroughly 
enjoyable,  and  every  one  who  attended  it  was  a  broader  man  and 
a  more  loyal  Alpha  Tau  for  the  experience. 

To  the  Chicago  Alumni  too  much  credit  cannot  be  given. 
One  and  all  they  displayed  that  zeal  and  that  spirit  of  elder  broth- 
erhood that  brings  home  in  no  uncertain  manner  to  all  of  us  the 
immortality  of  the  fraternal  feeling  of  a  real  Alpha  Tau.  There 
is  something  wrong  with  the  man  who  says  he  gets  little  from  his 
Fraternity,  and  if  he  wants  any  proof  that  loyalty  and  labor  for 
one's  brotherhood  pays,  let  him  ask  those  men  who  put  weeks  of 
time  in  making  the  Chicago  Congress  a  success,  whether  there 
was  "anything  in  it"  for  them;  whether  they  do  not  feel  amply  re- 
paid; whether  it  is  not  worth  while  to  have  helped  forward  an  ever- 
changing  but  always  advancing  body  of  closely-knit  young  men; 
whether  they  would  want  or  could  conceive  of  a  more  substantial 
reward  than  to  have  had  a  hand  in  the  forward  march  of  Alpha 
Tau. 

This  multiplex  reaching  out  of  a  Fraternity  is  one  of  the 
most  impressive  teachings  of  a  Congress.  The  Order  is  a  body 
of  wide-awake  undergraduates  bound  together  by  a  powerful  tie; 
but  it  is  more,  it  is  a  body  of  graduates,  bound  each  to  each, 
although  they  may  be  strangers  so  far  as  social  intercourse  is 
concerned,  and  bound  also  to  the  undergraduates  who  "follow  in 
their  train."  It  reaches  out,  on  the  other  hand,  to  those  who  are 
"coming  on,"  and  many  a  young  chap  has  his  whole  life  course 
shaped  by  the  fact  that  his  father,  or  brother,  or  cousin,  or  friend 
was  a  member  of  this  or  that  Fraternity.  The  influence  is  thus 
continuous,  and  this  Fraternity  feeling  is  one  of  the  few  things 
that  come  into  our  lives  to  tie  us  both  to  those  who  have  gone 
before  and  to  those  who  come  after  us. 


The  debt  of  gratitude  of  the  Fraternity  to  its  Grand  Officers 
might  be  made  the  subject  of  a  serious  preachment.  It  is  quite 
natural  for  the  active  brothers  to  look  upon  the  Fraternity  as  an 
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automatic  affair,  which  runs  along  with  a  sort  of  biennial  winding 
up.  But  very  few  can  realize  the  amount  of  actual  far-sighted 
skill  and  application  which  are  required  to  keep  the  Order's  affairs 
intact. 

There  are  men,  who,  in  order  that  those  now  in  college  may 
secure  the  benefits  which  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  to  offer,  do  an 
amount  of  work  for  the  Fraternity  which  is  simply  astonishing. 
Busy  lawyers,  scientists  and  others  who  do  enough  work  in  a  day 
to  overwhelm  most  men,  quietly  turn  in  the  evening  or  the  late 
hours  of  the  night  to  the  solution  of  some  vexing  problem  of 
Fraternity  management,  and  give  their  recreation  time  to  this  for 
the  sake  of  what  the  Fraternity  has  been  to  them  and  what  it 
may  be  to  those  who  are  now  able  to  share  its  active  life. 

The  amount  and  the  character  of  the  work  done  by  these 
men  for  the  Order,  if  paid  for  at  a  fair  market  price  for  such 
work,  or  measured  by  what  they  could  actually  earn  if  they  gave 
the  time  to  something  else,  would  reach  a  cash  value  each  year 
of  thousands  of  dollars.  It  must  be  worth  while  to  them  or  they 
would  not  do  it.  And  right  here  comes  in  the  moral  of  this  little 
sermonette  for  all  of  us.  It  w  worth  while  to  them  because  it 
is  such  a  genuine  pleasure  to  them  to  give  out  themselves  and 
their  energy  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  and  this  spirit  of  open- 
handed,  broad-minded,  busy-brained  generosity  was  not  of  sudden 
growth.    It  began  while  these  men  were  undergraduates. 

It  is  gratifying  to  learn  of  the  interest  with  which  the  New 
York  Alumni  Essay  Plan  is  being  received  by  the  Chapters.  This 
is  a  work  which  should  appeal  to  every  brother  who  has  the  capac- 
ity for  expressing  himself  on  paper,  and  we  sincerely  hope  the  in- 
terest may  take  a  tangible  form  and  result  in  the  production  of 
many  works  of  real  merit.  Any  man  who  has  sufficient  command 
of  English  to  convey  to  the  overseer  of  the  parental  exchequer  the 
idea  that  he  is  getting  short  of  funds  ought  to  be  ashamed  not  to 
have  a  hand  in  the  contest. 

In  a  personal  letter,  the  President  of  the  Chicago  Alumni 
Association,  Bro.  Montgomery,  says:  "We  had  a  dandy  good  time 
at  the  Congress,  and  we  were  well  satisfied  with  it  from  a  Chicago 
point  of  view.  Our  plans  worked  out  as  smooth  as  we  had  hoped, 
and  to  cap  the  climax,  there  will  be  no  deficit  in  our  treasury." 

We  regret  that  the  photograph  of  the  Congress  banquet  is  not 
more  satisfactory,  but  to  avoid  disappointment  we  have  repro- 
duced it. 
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The  Fraternity  is  again  fortunate  in  securing  the  consent  of 
Kev.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  one  of  her  honored  founders,  to  act  as 
Chairman  of  the  High  Council.  Bro.  Glazebrook's  address  is 
Elizabeth,  N.  J.

It  has  been  thought  best  for  many  reasons  to  circulate  the 
Chapter  Eeports  to  Congress  with  the  Official  Minutes,  instead 
of  with  this  issue  of  the  Palm.  This  is  the  logical  method  for 
their  distribution,  and  we  trust  that  any  disappointment  felt  at 
not  finding  them  in  this  issue  will  be  more  than  offset  by  their 
encouraging  character  when  they  are  received.  The  Beports  are 
strictly  the  business  of  the  Fraternity,  and  it  will  be  clear  to  all, 
upon  a  little  reflection,  why  they  should  have  a  circulation  con- 
fined to  those  whose  affairs  they  are.  This  is  a  policy  which  is 
being  more  and  more  adopted  by  all  Fraternities. 

In  a  letter  not  intended  for  publication  Prof.  Merrill  said: 
"I  think  the  Congress  was  a  fine  one,  and  that  it  has  added  an 
element  of  strength  to  the  Fraternity.  Our  Chicago  brothers 
certainly  did  entertain  us  in  the  most  generous  spirit  possible, 
and  rendered  the  whole  affair  a  happy  and  successful  convention." 

Anybody  has  a  right  to  any  opinion  he  wants  to  entertain  con- 
cerning the  policy  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  But  we  wish  to  enter 
an  emphatic  protest  against  the  method  employed  by  one  Mr.  G. 
Bendree  Harrison,  "Eminent  Supreme  Archon,"  of  Sigma  Alpha 
Epeilon,  in  the  circulation  of  his  views  on  this  subject.

As  an  industrial  organizer  and  as  a  manipulator  of  the  stock 
market,  Mr.  John  W.  Gates  is  an  almost  appalling  success.  On 
the  topmost  bough  of  the  tree  of  present  prodigious  prosperity  he 

hangs  like  an  overripe  apple Recently  Mr.  Gates  has 

been  interviewed  as  to  his  views  on  the  rearing  and  education  of 
young  men,  and  as  a  preacher  and  as  an  instructor  of  youth  he 
becomes  a  character  of  public  interest  and  a  proper  subject  for 

public  consideration  and  criticism At  the  start  he 

declares  it  idle  to  attempt  to  prevent  gambling,  because,  as  he 
says,  gambling  has  always  existed.  This  argument  would  be 
stronger  if  it  could  not  be  pointed  out  that  murder  and  theft  have 

been  equally  persistent Fortunately  there  are  plenty 

of  men  left  in  this  country  who  are  neither  hypocrites  nor  gamblers. 
Some  of  them  have  even  accumulated  as  large  fortunes  as  that 
which  makes  Mr.  Gates'  views  of  more  than  merely  local  interest. 
Neither  his  success  nor  the  success  of  a  hundred  like  him  will  be 
sufficient  to  overthrow  the  basic  principles  on  which  permanent 
prosperity  and  welfare  now  rest  and  have  always  rested.  Gambling 
is  intrinsically  viscious.  If  that  is  not  an  axiom  civilization  must 
start  over  again.  The  faro  bank  dealer  has  long  ago  learned  to 
draw  his  curtains,  and  the  wise  stock  manipulator  will  do  well,  as 
he  gathers  in  his  profits  with  one  hand,  to  keep  close  control  of  his 

mouth  with  the  other The  rule  which  forbids  the 

teacher,  at  his  peril,  to  enter  Wall  street  and  the  stock  market, 
may  well  be  enforced  both  ways.  Money  talks  indeed,  but  much 
money  has  a  habit  of  talking  too  much. — Harper's  Weekly.

THE  MANILA  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION. 

By  the  time  this  letter  reaches  the  foliage  of  Palm,  Congress 
will  probably  be  in  session  at  Chicago,  while  the  eight  royal  "Tans" 
on  the  other  side  of  the  world,  not  altogether  busily  engaged  in  Ori- 
ental pursuits,  are  adorning  their  white  costumes  with  the  deepest 
mourning  as  a  consequence  of  their  inability  to  partake  of  that  hos- 
pitality that  has  never  failed  to  make  Chicago  famous.

Bros.  Parrar,  Ross,  Jack  and  Hayford  are  associated  with  the 
Educational  Department,  and  it  is  claimed  (by  the  men  of  the  Mal- 
tese Cross)  that  by  their  efforts  the  minds  of  the  little  brown  broth- 
ers have  been  wonderfully  developed.  Brothers  Hanna  and  Smith, 
who  are  busily  engaged  in  the  hemp  business  on  the  island  of  Leyte, 
frequently  have  occasion  to  unload  their  Mex.  currency  in  Manila, 
and  they  never  fail  to  spend  three  or  four  days  at  the  Alpha  Tau 
rooms,  Hotel  Metropole.

The  Association  held  one  of  its  jolly  smokers  at  the  Chimney 
Corner,  57  West  Twenty-fifth  street,  on  December  12,  preceded 
by  an  informal  dinner  party  at  Douger's,  nearby.  Both  affairs 
were  well  attended  and  helped  to  cement  "the  bonds  that  bind."

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NINTH  ANNUAL  BANCtUET  OF  THE  NEW  YORK  ALUMNI 
ASSOCIATION. 

The  ninth  annual  banquet  of  the  New  York  Alumni  Associa- 
tion on  February  5th  was  a  profound  and  continuous  tribute  to 
the  beloved  founder  of  the  Fraternity,  Brother  Otis  A.  Glaze- 
brook,  whose  presence,  conversation  and  address  gave  bodily  form 
to  the  A.  T.  0.  spirit  of  good-fellowship,  honor  and  usefulness. 
"The  Fraternity,"  founded  upon  character,  untrammeled  by  any 
artificial  distinctions  of  party,  class,  section  or  creed,  and  ex- 
panded to  national  proportions,  filled  the  horizon,  and  for  the 
time  being  excluded  all  other  objects. 

The  long  banquet  room  of  the  Arena  was  filled  with  the 
largest  number  of  enthusiastic  Alpha  Taus  that  ever  sat  down  to 
an  annual  banquet  of  the  Association.  The  Association  is  a  grow- 
ing child.  The  guests  of  honor,  beside  the  revered  founder,  were 
those  two  alert  and  tireless  workers  for  A.  T.  0.,  Bros.  X.  Wiley 
Thomas  and  Provincial  Chief  Leo  Wise,  of  Pennsylvania,  together 
with  Bro.  Werner,  of  Connecticut,  W.  G.  C,  who  offered  the  in- 
vocation. The  presence  of  a  number  of  representative  Taus  from 
the  active  Chapters  in  Columbia  and  other  Eastern  colleges  and 
universities  was  a  most  pleasant  feature  of  the  banquet.  The 
unavoidable  absence  of  Bros.  Fenn  and  Stout,  the  efficient  Presi- 
dent and  Vice-President  of  the  Association,  was  much  regretted. 

Bro.  Homer  Folks,  Commissioner  of  Public  Charities,  pre- 
sided over  the  post-prandial  program  in  his  most  felicitous  man- 
ner.

■Glazebrook  returned  the  courtesy  on  behalf  of  the  Association 
and  its  guests. 

"In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-President,  Brothers 
Fenn  and  Stout,  the  address  of  welcome  was  made  by  Brother  W. 
W.  Morse,  formerly  of  Richmond,  Va.,  who  felicitously  welcomed 
the  visiting  brothers  to  the  hospitality  of  the  Alumni  Association." 

Bro.  Glazebrook  was  heartily  greeted  when  he  arose  to  re- 
spond to  the  toast  "The  Fraternity,"  a  subject  wherein  his  heart 
is  wrapped  up.  Like  the  organization  for  which  it  stands  and  the 
man  who  is  the  embodiment  of  its  principles,  the  subject  grows 
•each  year.  With  modesty,  eloquence  and  feeling,  Bro.  Glazebrook 
sketched  briefly  the  glorious  chapters  in  the  Fraternity's  history, 
speaking  in   general    as  follows: 

"The  thirty-eight  years  which  have  passed  since  the  three 
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founders  met  in  Richmond,  Va.,  seem  but  as  a  day,  yet  in  that 
time  the  organization  has  become  national  in  its  scope.  So  broadly 
were  the  foundations  laid  in  the  splendid  constitution  of  the  Fra- 
ternity that  expansion  was  as  natural  as  it  was  inevitable.  No  dis- 
tinction between  rich  and  poor,  Republican  or  Democrat,  Catholic 
or  Protestant  was  made.  There  was  no  North,  no  South,  no 
East,  no  West  in  the  Fraternity  of  the  founders,  but  only  the  idea 
of  a  brotherhood  based  upon  character.  A  Fraternity  with  man- 
hood its  center  and  soul  was  bound  to  grow.  "With  this  splendid 
growth  has  come  larger  responsibilities,  which  in  turn  cluster 
about  the  one  great  obligation  to  keep  the  Fraternity's  principles 
of  morality,  democracy  and  brotherhood  to  the  fore." 

At  the  conclusion  of  Bro.  Glazebrook's  toast,  Bro.  Rutzler 
led  the  company  in  giving  the  A.  T.  0.  cheer  for  Bro.  Glazebrook. 

Bro.  Thomas  responded  to  the  toast,  "The  High  Council," 
in  substance  as  follows: 

"Brothers  of  the  New  York  Alumni  Association  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega,  I  congratulate  you.  There  are  great  possibilities  in 
our  Alumni  organizations,  which  in  the  largest  measure  you  have 
realized,  and  as  to-day  we  glance  over  the  territory  perhaps  in- 
adequately covered  by  our  banners,  there  is  certainly  nowhere 
such  a  working,  forceful  body  as  I  have  the  honor  to  visit  to- 
night. But  I  must  say  a  word  about  the  High  Council.  More 
than  twenty  years,  with  comparatively  little  interruption,  I  have 
been  a  member  of  this  body. 

"In  this  crew  which  has  had  so  much  to  do  with  our  victories 
it  has  been  my  privilege  to  pull  a  strong  oar — seldom  at  stroke, 
sometimes  at  the  bow,  or  maybe  at  No.  2  or  No.  3,  and  as  cox- 
swain— but  alwaj^s  hard,  and  I  say  it  with  the  greatest  freedom, 
with  only  one  purpose,  and  that  to  put  Alpha  Tau  Omega  where 
she  belongs,  both  by  her  birthright  and  her  holy  principles,  and 
where  under  the  smile  of  God  she  shall  yet  stand  triumphant. 

"The  peculiar  condition  of  Fraternity  life  when  I  became  an 
Alpha  Tau  accounts  for  my  election  to  the  High  Council,  for  by 
no  other  means  can  you  explain  my  intimate  association  in  Fra- 
ternity management  with  such  stalwarts  as  I  have  known  and 
loved.  Twenty  years  ago  these  men  were  planning  what  you  are 
now  realizing  in  our  splendid  advance.  Our  constitution  grants 
to  the  High  Council  most  extraordinary  powers,  and  yet  I  chal- 
lenge anyone  to  show  where  she  has  failed  in  her  history  of 
thirty-eight  years.  She  must  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  be 
composed  of  Alpha  Taus  who  have  written  deep  down  in  their 
hearts  the  solemn  things  unknown  to  aliens.  She  is  at  least  the 
High  Council  in  the  exalted  place  she  holds  in  the  view  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  everywhere. 

"To-day  this  body  is  strong.     We  have  two  of  the  most  sue- 
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cessful  Provincial  Chiefs,  fresh  from  close  contact  with  the  active 
young  men;  a  former  editor  of  the  Palm,  and  at  the  helm  your 
beloved  founder,  and  not  far  from  him  your  servant  stands  to 
supply  the  strength  and  all  else  he  may  have.  Our  dearest  tradi- 
tions are  in  the  hands  of  men  who  love  Alpha  Tau  Omega  with 
that  passion  that  a  mother  knows. 

aJust  a  word  to  exhort  you  to  helpful  service.  It  cannot 
be  denied  that  many  men  derive  little  from  their  college  Frater- 
nity, but  it  is  equally  true  that  such  men  do  not  give  themselves 
to  advance  her  interests.  It  is  most  certain  that  the  brightest 
anu  happiest  life  is  that  one  that  shall  exhibit  the  best  effort 
and  work  in  things  that  we  steadfastly  believe  are  intended  to 
elevate  mankind  and  add  new  glories  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  There 
is  now,  as  probably  never  before,  a  demand  for  solid,  stalwart, 
independent  but  active  men.  Men  who  do  not  seek  the  praise  of 
those  with  shallow  brains  and  cold  and  selfish  hearts,  even  if  found 
in  high  places — for  it  does  seem  at  times  that,  of  a  truth,  these 
are  paltry  days  which,  alas,  breed  paltry  men — afraid  of  sickness, 
afraid  of  death,  afraid  of  poverty,  afraid  of  offenses,  afraid  to  think, 
afraid  to  speak.  We  want  men,  such  men  as  the  founders  had 
in  mind  when  they  first  gathered  in  yonder  little  room  and  gave 
us  birth.  Thank  God  we  have  many,  and  let  us  ask  Him  to  make 
us  fit  to  join  the  number  who  have  attained  to  such  a  degree." 

Cheers  were  given  for  Bro.  Thomas  at  the  close  of  his 
speech. 

It  was  after  ten  when  Bro.  Leo  Wise,  Provincial  Chief, 
climbed  upon  his  chair  to  respond  to  the  toast  "The  Fraternity 
Idea."  Nature  gave  him  short  legs,  but  a  big,  active  brain.  After 
a  witty  reference  to  the  incompatibility  between  a  full  stomach 
and  a  clear  head,  he  sketched  the  growth  of  the  Fraternity  idea 
since  the  Middle  Ages,  and  showed  its  influence  upon  Church, 
State  and  society  at  large.  We  hope  to  see  this  response  in  full 
in  the  next  issue  of  the  Palm. 

After  Bro.  John  M.  Thompson  had  aroused  enthusiasm  by  a 
brief  talk  upon  the  next  Congress,  which  meets  in  New  York, 
Bro.

The  committee  is  doing  its  utmost  to  make  the  contest  a  suc- 
cess. Let  the  brothers  in  the  colleges  and  universities  do  the  same 
and  success  is  assured.

EULES  FOR  THE  CONTEST. 

Are  Fraternities  an  aid  or  a  hindrance  to  the  development  of 
the  ideal  college  man?  What  is  the  value  of  the  Fraternity  to 
college  life?  The  rapid  growth  and  development  of  the  Fraternity 
system  in  American  colleges  and  universities  during  the  last  dec- 
ade have  made  the  answer  to  these  questions  of  undeniable  im- 
portance. 

Appreciating  the  fact  that  insufficient  data  is  at  hand  to  war- 
rant a  logical  answer  to  these  questions,  the  New  York  Alumni 
Association  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  has  decided  to 
give  a  prize  of  $50  for  the  best  essay  on  the  value  of  American 
college  Fraternities. 

The  aim  of  the  association  is  first,  to  get  the  facts,  and 
second,  to  stimulate  research  in  a  new  field  of  sociological  thought. 
The  judges  will  be  representative  literary  men,  chosen  from  the 
Fraternity  and  non-Fraternity  ranks. 

The  contest  will  be  governed  by  the  following  rules: 

I.  The  subject  of  the  essay  written  for  this  contest  shall  be 
"The  Effect  of  the  Fraternity  on  American  College  Life." 

II.  No  essay  shall  contain  more  than  three  thousand  words 
by  actual  count. 
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III.  Any  student  pursuing  a  course  of  study  leading,  to  one 
of  the  recognized  degrees  in  an  American  college  or  university  may 
enter  this  contest,  whether  he  be  a  member  of  a  Fraternity  or  not. 

IV.  Each  contestant  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May, 
1903,  mail  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee  three  typewritten 
copies  of  the  competitive  essay,  signed  in  a  pseudonym.  He  shall 
also,  at  the  same  time,  send  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee  a 
sealed  envelope  containing  his  name  and  address  with  his 
pseudonym  on  the  outside. 

Y.  The  winner  of  this  prize  must,  if  requested  by  the  com- 
mittee, give  the  sources  of  his  information  and  the  grounds  of 
his  belief  in  regard  to  all  matters  not  stated  upon  his  personal 
knowledge. 

VI.  Three  judges  to  be  selected  by  the  association  shall 
pass  upon  the  essays  submitted  and  award  the  prize. 

VII.  All  essays  submitted  in  this  contest  shall  be  the  prop- 
erty of  the  association  and  may  be  used  as  the  association  shall 
direct. 

VIII.  As  soon  as  the  judges  have  made  their  decision,  the 
committee  will  notify  the  successful  contestant  and  the  result  will 
be  announced  in  the  Alpha  Tan  Omega  Palm  and  other  Fraternity 
publications  in  June.

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IN  MEMORIAM. 


GEORGE  WATSON  ARCHER. 

Editor  of  Palm: — In  your  December  number  I  see  the 
Chairman  of  the  Catalogue  Committee  placed  Brother  (Dr.)  George 
W.  Archer  (Va.  Alpha  ;74)  among  the  "lost"  alumni.  Yea,  verily, 
this  dear  brother  and  devoted  Alpha  Tau  is  indeed  lost  to  us  who 
mingle  in  this  earthly  Temple  of  Friendship,  for  he  has  been 
summoned  by  our  Divine  Worthy  Master  to  His  Heavenly  Temple. 

He  departed  this  life  very  suddenly,  several  months  ago,  at 
his  home  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  where  he  had  attained  a  very  high 
standing  in  his  profession. 

This  announcement  will  bring  sorrow  to  the  hearts  of  many 
in  our  Brotherhood  who  knew  and  loved  this  most  lovable  brother, 
especially  those  who  faithfully  wrought  with  him,  many  years  ago, 
in  remodeling  our  Constitution  and  secret  work.  They  will  read- 
ily recall  the  yeoman  work  he  did  for  the  Fraternity.  As  one 
who  toiled,  night  and  day,  for  many  months  at  that  period,  I  can 
bear  loving  witness  to  the  faithful,  zealous  and  brilliant  work  of 
this  beloved  brother  in  behalf  of  the  Fraternity  he  loved  so 
devotedly. 

Circumstances  beyond  his  control  led  him  to  reside  in  a  dis- 
tant part  of  the  country,  remote  from  Alpha  Tau  Omega  com- 
panionship, for  a  number  of  years',  but  he  never  lost  interest  in 
the  Fraternity  he  had  so  faithfully  served  in  his  earlier  life.  It 
was  only  a  short  time  before  his  lamented  death  that  he  wrote 
me  of  his  wish  and  intention,  now  that  his  lot  was  cast  in  a  State 
where  we  had  flourishing  Chapters,  to  visit  the  Michigan  Chapters 
and  cultivate  the  friendliest  relations  with  them  for  their  mutual 
benefit.  But  death  claimed  him  before  he  could  carry  out  this 
intention. 

Brother  Archer,  I  think,  came  as  near  realizing  the  true  idea 
of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  as  anyone  I  have  ever  known,  and  I  feel 
sure  that  Brothers  Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  T.  T.  Eaton,  J.  B.  Green, 
Thomas  G.  Hayes,  and  others  of  the  noble  band  of  workers  during 
the  eventful  period,  1876-1880,  will  agree  with  me.  Especially 
valuable  was  his  aid  in  the  remodeling  of  our  secret  work.  His 
wonderfully  brilliant  mind  showed  at  its  best  in  that  field.  He 
was  the  originator  and  author  of  our  wonderful  and  perfect 
cipher.  He  was  a  master  of  the  art  of  cryptography.  He  con- 
ferred an  everlasting  benefit  upon  the  Fraternity,  and  his  memory 
should  be  sacredly  and  perpetually  honored. 

Brother  Archer  was  descended  from  distinguished  stock.    His 
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ancestors  settled  in  Virginia  from  England  early  in  the  seven- 
teenth century.  He  spent  his  early  life  in  the  place  of  his  nativity, 
Richmond,  and  was  there  prepared  for  college.  He  entered  the 
Virginia  Military  Institute,  "xhe  West  Point  of  the  South,"  in 
1874,  and  graduated  with  high  honors  in  1878.  His  intellectual 
faculties  were  of  a  very  high  order;  in  mathematics  he  was  a 
prodigy.  His  friends  believe  that  had  he  chosen  the  vocation  of 
teaching,  for  which  he  seemed  exceptionally  fitted,  he  would  have 
attained  eminence,  especially  as  a  mathematician  and  scientist. 
But  he  had  always  manifested  a  leaning  toward  the  profession 
of  medicine,  and  in  choosing  that  calling  he  certainly  found  what 
all  of  us  do  not  succeed  in  finding,  his  true  calling.  Having  gradu- 
ated from  the  historic  old  Medical  College  of  Virginia  with  great 
honor,  he  spent  a  short  period  in  Germany,  and  returning  to 
Virginia,  he  subsequently  settled  in  Montana,  afterwards  in  Colo- 
rado, and  finally  in  Detroit.  He  was  a  born  physician.  Doubtless,  he 
inherited  his  taste  and  aptitude  for  the  profession,  for  his  father's 
father  and  his  mother's  father  were  both  eminent  surgeons.  He  was 
truly  fitted  to  be  a  successful  physician  and  surgeon,  for,  besides 
having  rare  intellectual  qualifications,  he  possessed  in  an  eminent 
degree  those  personal  and  moral  traits  without  which  a  family 
physician  cannot  attain  to  the  highest  success.  His  manners  were 
the  perfection  of  refinement;  his  heart  was  as  tender  as  a  wo- 
man's, and  always  full  of  sympathy  for  those  in  sorrow  or  in  need. 
Children  were  drawn  to  him  as  by  a  magnet.  His  fund  of  child- 
lore  was  inexhaustible.  Naturally  patient  and  amiable,  it  was 
no  wonder  that  children,  as  well  as  grown-up  people,  loved  him 
and  loved  to  hear  him  talk,  for  he  was  a  raconteur  of  exceptional 
ability.  Thus  was  this  dear  brother  fitted  by  nature  and  edu- 
cation for  a  successful  and  useful  life  in  his  noble  calling.  But 
it  was  ordained  that  he  should  be  cut  down  just  as  he  was  be- 
ginning to  realize  his  worthy  ambition. 

He  had  married  happily,  and  his  wife  and  one  child — a  rarely 
bright  and  beautiful  boy — survive  him,  as  well  as  a  devoted 
mother  and  three  sisters,  his  father  and  brother  (Bro.  Robert 
Archer,  Va.  Alpha.,  '78)  having  preceded  him  to  the  grave. 

He  died  far  away  from  the  home  of  his  childhood,  but  his 
body  was  brought  to  Richmond  and  laid  beside  the  dear  ones  who 
had  gone  before  in  beautiful  Hollywood. 

Farewell,  brother  beloved,  till  we  meet  in  the  Heavenly 
Temple  where  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  faintly  typified  here,  will  find 
her  true  realization!  The  memory  of  thy  great  love  and  true 
friendship  will  go  with  us  to  the  end  of  life.

The  following  sketch  of  the  late  Bro.  F.  E.  Kimbrough 
(Tenn.  Omega)  appeared  in  a  Charleston,  S.  C,  paper  immediately 
after  his  death: 

"There  died  at  Bushey,  near  London,  on  Christmas  Day  an 
American  artist,  who  (not  more  than  a  boy)  had  already  made  a 
success  of  his  profession  and  was  on  the  high  road  to  fame,  Frank 
Kichmond  Kimbrough,  a  native  of  Clarksville,  Tennessee. 

"But  23  years  old,  he  had  already  risen  to  the  position  of 
being  an  authority  on  decorative  book  work  and  designing  in 
England,  and  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  art  manager  of  a 
large  London  publishing  house,  the  Grant  Eichards  Company, 
with  entire  control  of  the  conduct  and  work  in  his  department. 

"His  own  work  outside  of  that  was  chiefly  in  designing  artistic 
book  covers,  and,  though  his  work  is  but  little  known  on  this  side 
of  the  Atlantic,  he  stood  at  the  head  of  this  branch  of  art  in 
England  and  always  had  more  work  offered  to  him  than  he  would 
accept  or  could  do. 

"He  was  for  several  years  a  student  at  the  University  of  the 
South  at  Sewanee,  Tenn.,  but  withdrew  before  graduation  to  enter 
upon  the  study  of  art.  It  was  at  Sewanee  that  he  did  his  first 
work,  which  attracted  local  attention,  in  illustrating  the  Univer- 
sity annual,  the  "Cap  and  Gown." 

"He  left  Sewanee  in  1895,  going  to  New  York  to  study  at  the 
Art  Students'  League.  There  his  genius  showed  itself  and  his 
advancement  was  by  leaps  and  bounds  and  within  one  year's  work 
he  was  in  the  life  class. 

"He  remained  in  New  York  for  three  years  and  then  went 
to  England  and  studied  under  Hubert  Herkomer,  at  Bushey,  and 
it  was  there  he  died. 

"His  early  death  cut  short  a  life  which,  though  already  suc- 
cessful, gave  promise  of  fame.  His  power  came  from  neither 
talent  nor  training,  but  from  native  genius,  and  his  greatest 
progress  came  from  the  intelligent  study  of  his  own  work,  seeking 
to  better  it,  though  he  spent  much  time  in  studying  and  observing 
intelligently  the  great  works  of  art  in  the  English  and  Continental 
galleries. 

"Combined  with  much  originality,  his  greatest  forte  was  in 
his  ^nse  of  color,  color  proportion  and  in  his  faculty  for  corn- 
bin  ing  colors.  In  this  respect  his  work  can  be  characterized  by 
only  one  adjective — 'exquisite.' 

"He  had  the  genius  of  being  able  to  express  with  his  brush 
what  Keate  could  in  language,  a  marvelous  richness  of  color  which 
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was  magnificent,  but  which  never  became  tawdry  nor  glaring,  and 
he  loved  the  beautiful  as  Keats  loved  it. 

"Socially,  Mr.  Kimbrough  was  singularly  attractive,  and  a 
wide  circle  of  friends  in,  literally,  all  parts  of  the  world  mourn 
his  death.  Sincere,  frank  and  generous,  he  had  all  the  qualities 
which  made  men  love  him,  admire  him  and  believe  in  him. 

"Mr.  Kimbrough's  death  has  cut  short  the  career  of  a  true 
genius,  and  could  the  promise  of  the  boy  but  have  ripened  into 
the  fulfillment  of  the  man  there  would  have  been  another  bright 
particular  star  in  art."

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GEORGE  CUNNINGHAM  WORTH. 


George  Cunningham  Worth,  of  Asheboro,  N.  C,  died  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  on  the  6th  day  of  November,  1902. 

He  entered  the  university  in  the  fall  of  1899,  where  at  once  he 
won  the  respect- and  affection  of  his  fellow-students  and  the  faculty, 
and  in  the  following  year  he  was  initiated  into  the  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  Fraternity.  In  1901  he  left  college  on  account  of  his  health 
and  spent  much  time  in  the  open  air  with  a  party  of  engineers.  At 
the  opening  of  the  present  session  he  was  sufficiently  restored  to 
be  able  to  resume  his  collegiate  work,  and  a  host  of  friends  and  Fra- 
ternity men  rejoiced  in  having  him  again  among  them.  But  a  long 
illness  gradually  sapped  his  strength,  and  despite  the  tenderest  care 
of  his  devoted  mother,  brothers  and  many  relatives  and  friends, 
relief  could  come  only  with  his  summons  to  eternal  rest. 

George  Worth  is  missed  among  his  associates,  among  all  who 
knew  him;  his  passing  makes  a  void  not  easily  filled  in  the  hearts 
of  many  here  at  his  alma  mater;  and  he  leaves  a  memory  which 
might  be  envied  of  all  men.  He  was  a  noble  Christian  gentleman, 
whose  ideals  were  pure  and  high,  and  whose  influence  was  always 
for  good;  and  his  character,  strong  in  its  gentle  dignity  and  refine- 
ment, impressed  itself  upon  and  improved  those  who  came  in  con- 
tact with  him.  Even  in  his  last  illness  he  did  not  forget  to  think 
more  of  others  than  of  himself,  and  the  thoughtfulness  of  others 
for  him,  and  their  esteem  and  sorrow,  were  well  attested  by  the 
great  profusion  of  flowers — the  "forget-me-nots  of  the  angels" — 
which  followed  his  mortal  remains  to  the  grave,  and  in  enveloping 
it  in  beauty  seemed  to  rob  death  of  its  sting. 

The  Worthy  Grand  Master  of  the  Universe  has  called  our 
brother  into  His  presence  and  into  the  happiness  of  the  spiritual 
life.  We  grieve  for  our  loss,  and  yet  we  can  thank  Him  for  a  mem- 
ory we  will  cherish  long  and  lovingly  of  one  who  "wore  the  white 
flower  of  a  blameless  life."

THE  MEANING  OF  EASE.

We  really  have  to  fight  and 
work  our  way,  every  one  of  us,  every  day.  Nothing  goes  of  itself, 
unless  it  is  going  down  hill.  We  have,  therefore,  not  only  to  get 
out  of  our  college  days  those  powers  which  will  give  us  constructive 
ability — the  ability  to  create — but  we  must  get  out  of  our  college 
days  also  the  resisting  ability,  the  power  to  say  'No!' 

"Success,  in  the  best  sense  of  that  word,  is  never,  so  far  as  I 
have  been  able  to  observe  it,  continuous  to  any  one.  It  means 
going  up  two  pairs  of  stairs  and  falling  down  one,  and  doing  that 
thing  over  and  over  again;  but  always  doing  it. 

"Never  before  have  such  chances  been  offered,  both  at  the 
university  and  in  every  opportunity  for  work  in  life,  as  are  now 
open  to  the  young  men  who  are  coming  upon  the  stage/'

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BROWN   UNIVERSITY. 


ROGER  WILLIAMS  with  five  faithful  followers,  destitute 
of  food,  clothing  and  shelter,  banished  from  the  only 
civilized  community  east  of  the  Hudson,  cheerfully 
scrambled  from  their  bark  canoe  and  planted  a  colony  on 
the  slopes  of  the  huge  hill  where  now  stand  like  a  most 
worthy  monument  the  venerable  buildings  of  Brown  University. 
The  place  he  called  Providence,  in  "remembrance  of  God's 
providence  to  him  in  his  distress,"  and  his  chief  heritage  to  it 
was  his  benign  spirit,  made  manifest  in  the  great  principle 
of  his  life — "Peace  on  earth  and  good  will  toward  all  men." 
This  spirit  fortunately  the  University  has  preserved  until  this 
day;  democracy  is  the  watchword,  not  only  of  the  faculty,  but 
of  the  student  body  even  to  a  man ;  it  is  the  very  atmosphere  of 
the  place  and  is  quickly  assimilated  by  all  who  come  in  contact 
with  it.  Annually  at  commencement  all  Brown  men  are  reminded 
of  their  obligation  to  the  noble  Roger  as  they  solemnly  wend  their 
way  by  classes  in  double  line  to  the  meeting  house  of  the  First 
Baptist  Society,  which  Williams  founded  nearly  three  centuries 
ago. 

A  peep  at  the  old  college  at  the  next  commencement  would 
suggest  to  the  traveler  that  Ponce  de  Leon  should  have  scoured 
the  rugged  shores  of  Narragansett  Bay  rather  than  the  sandy 
beaches  of  Florida.  Youth  and  rejuvenescence  seem  to  be  paint- 
ed in  glowing  colors  in  every  spot  and  on  every  grimy  wall  of 
this  venerable  institution.  Even  University  Hall,  which  served 
as  a  hospital  and  barracks  for  the  French  and  Patriots,  remains 
dignified,  yet  vigorous  and  youthful.  During  the  last  twelve 
years  the  student  body  has  been  quadrupled,  and  the  largest 
athletic  field  of  its  kind  in  New  England  has  been  laid  out.  Since 
the  ushering  in  of  the  twentieth  century  the  college  has  secured 
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an  endowment  of  between  two  and  three  million  dollars,  and  at 
present  six  new  buildings  and  a  new  campus  are  in  the  process 
of  construction. 

In  1762  a  few  earnest  Baptists,  dissatisfied  with  the  disad- 
vantages attached  to  students  of  their  persuasion  at  American 
colleges,  determined  to  establish  "a  seminary  of  polite  literature 
subject  to  the  government  of  the  Baptists."  They  chose  as  a 
location  Rhode  Island,  because  it  alone  recognized  absolute  relig- 
ious liberty.  In  its  largest  town  they  founded  the  new  college 
with  one  professor,  one  tutor  and  absolutely  no  funds.  Those 
first  few  years  were  truly  a  struggle  for  existence ;  a  fitting  paral- 
lel to  the  desperate  crisis  through  which  the  thirteen  poverty 
stricken  Colonies  were  at  that  time  passing.  It  was  only  the 
characteristic  Colonial  spirit  which  ever  burned  brightly  in  the 
hearts  of  Presidents  Manning,  Maxcy,  and  Messer  that  nursed 
the  infant  institution  into  childhood  during  that  gloomy  period. 
In  the  early  part  of  the  last  century  came  Dr.  Wayland,  whose 
influence  was  not  so  much  felt  in  the  increase  of  the  number  of 
students  as  in  the  higher  intellectual  and  moral  tone.  His  fame 
as  a  writer  and  thinker  won  for  the  University  an  enviable  repu- 
tation, both  at  home  and  abroad. 

For  the  next  half  century  there  was  a  slow  and  steady 
growth,  yet  no  important  changes.  With  the  opening  of  the 
last  decade,  however,  a  new  era  in  the  career  of  Brown  was 
ushered  in.  The  initial  impetus  was  directly  due  to  the  efforts 
of  its  chief  executive,  who  was  in  personal  courage  a  Daniel,  on 
the  platform  a  Webster,  and  among  men  a  Napoleon.  In  the 
first  few  years  of  his  presidency  Dr.  E.  Benjamin  Andrews  erect- 
ed several  new  buildings,  increased  the  faculty  threefold  and  the 
student  body  almost  fourfold,  increased  the  graduate  school  from 
three  to  one  hundred,  and,  above  all,  he  made  a  personal  friend  of 
every  man  in  college.  His  firm  belief  that  physical  development 
should  go  hand  in  hand  with  mental,  coupled  with  a  true  love  of 
the  manly  sports,  gave  him  as  deep  an  interest  in  all  athletics  as 
the  most  enthusiastic  undergraduate.  At  every  contest  he  sta- 
tioned himself  on  the  side  lines,  in  the  midst  of  the  cheerers,  and 
eagerly  urged  the  teams  on  to  victory  with  a 

B — r — o — w— n,   B — r — o — w — n,   B — r — o — w — n, 
Rah!    Rah!    Rah! 
B — r — o — w — n . 
His  efforts  were  rewarded  by  seeing  the  "Brown-bred  boys"  rise 
from  insignificance  and  win  for  themselves  a  place  in  the  athletic 
world   second   to  none   in   the   country.     His   resignation   was   a 
heavy  blow  to  the  student  body,  and  especially  to  Gamma  Delta, 
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for  it  was  during  his  administration  that  our  chapter  was  estab- 
lished by  the  athletes  whom  he  had  attracted  here  by  his  own  per- 
sonal magnetism. 

When  he  visited  Providence  after  an  absence  of  four  years 
the  students,  though  they  knew  him  only  by  reputation,  turned  out 
to  the  last  man  and  marched  down  to  meet  him,  singing  lustily : 

"Here's  to  Bennie  Andrews,   he's  with  us,  God  bless   him," 
and 

"For  he's  a  jolly  good  fellow     *     *     *     as  nobody  will  deny." 

Then  amid  a  blaze  of  fireworks  they  rushed  him  in  triumph  to  the 
campus,  where  speeches  and  bonfires  were  in  order. 

It  was  indeed  a  difficult  position  Dr.  W.  H.  P.  Faunce  was 
called  to  fill.  Placed  at  a  great  disadvantage  among  the  students 
by  the  tremendous  popularity  of  his  predecessor,  he  found  the 
University  a  great  overgrown  lad  striving  to  look  happy  in  the 
apparel  of  his  youth.  To  cap  the  climax,  the  treasury  was  liter- 
ally "more  than  empty."  It  was  his  course  of  action  in  this  ex- 
igency that  demonstrated  the  worth  of  the  man.  Comprehending 
the  situation  at  a  glance,  he  took  such  a  bold  stand  that  he  amazed 
even  the  most  sanguine;  he  called  for  a  million  dollars  to  be  raised 
within  a  year !  Impossible  as  this  task  seemed,  he  accomplished  it 
in  the  stipulated  time,  and  then,  like  Alexander,  he  sought  "more 
worlds  to  conquer."  With  the  announcement  of  the  completion 
of  this  enormous  sum  he  calmly  asked  for  a  second  million.  On 
the  following  June  this  also  was  forthcoming,  and  along  with  it 
the  rich  donation  of  the  priceless  John  Carter  Brown  collection  of 
Americana,  the  most  complete  of  its  kind  in  existence.  Since  then 
another  half  million  has  come  conditionally  from  the  Littlefield 
estate. 

Equipped  with  these  resources  and  supported  by  the  deep 
foundation  which  was  laid  by  his  most  worthy  predecessor,  Dr. 
Faunce  has  launched  old  Brown  on  a  new  and  greater  era.  At 
the  present  time  a  new  campus  is  being  laid  out,  eight  new  build- 
ings are  being  erected  or  have  just  been  completed ;  while  the  en- 
tire college  grounds  are  being  surrounded  by  a  splendid  memorial 
fence  of  iron  and  limestone.  The  more  noteworthy  among  the 
new  structures  are  a  special  building  for  the  Americana  Library, 
a  new  social  building  which  will  add  much  to  the  democratic  spirit 
which  is  so  characteristic  of  Brown,  a  lofty  campanile  and  a  swim- 
ming pool  equal  to  any  in  the  country.  Together  with  this  great 
addition  in  equipment,  Dr.  Faunce  has  wrought  a  corresponding 
internal  development;  the  requirements  for  admission  have  been 
increased  and  the  standard  of  scholarship  has  been  raised  until 
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now  a  degree  from  Brown  is  ne  plus  ultra.  Surely  everything 
augurs  a  brilliant  future  for  the  developing  University.  And  why 
not?  She  has  everything  in  her  favor  as  far  as  environment  is 
concerned. 

Situated  on  a  high  hill  among  the  splendid  residences  of  the 
old  aristocracy  of  this  historic  town,  with  the  Providence  River 
on  the  one  side,  the  Seekonk  on  the  other,  and  at  her  feet  the 
pulsating  heart  of  the  second  city  of  New  England,  she  may  claim 
at  once  all  the  advantages  of  country  and  town.  Scarcely  a  fifteen 
minutes'  ride  from  the  campus  is  one  of  the  most  ideal  streams  for 
canoeing  that  one  can  desire.  This  beautiful  stream,  the  Ten  Mile 
River,  winds  its  way,  now  through  green  meadows  skirted  with 
stately  elms,  and  now  beneath  the  interlacing  bows  of  a  deep  tan- 
gled forest  so  festooned  with  wild  grape  vines  that  they  shut  out 
with  the  sunlight  every  suggestion  of  civilization.  Aside  from 
the  swash  of  the  paddles  as  the  canoe  glides  along,  the  only  sound 
to  break  the  silence  is  the  occasional  splash  of  a  sluggish  turtle  as 
he  tumbles  into  the  water,  and  the  distant  rumble  of  the  river  as 
it  roars  tumultuously  over  Hunt's  Falls.  Here  the  Brown  boys 
have  a  canoe  club,  and  thither  of  pleasant  spring  afternoons  they 
flock  with  pipe,  guitar  and  demoiselle,  to  spend  a  quiet  hour  on 
the  stream.  It  is  therefore  not  remarkable  that  the  "Taus"  con- 
sider the  Ten  Mile  an  important  adjunct  to  their  college  curricu- 
lum. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  students  enjoy  all  the  social  privileges 
afforded  in  every  large  city.  There  exists  the  most  friendly  spirit 
imaginable  between  the  townsfolk  and  the  University ;  due  partly 
to  the  fact  that  the  boys  in  all  their  pranks  respect  the  rights  of 
the  citizens,  and  partly  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  leading  men 
of  Providence  have  at  one  time  or  another  been  connected  with  the 
college.  As  a  proof  of  this  one  has  but  to  consider  the  attitude 
which  the  several  religious  organizations  take  toward  the  stu- 
dents. In  the  fall  the  leading  churches  in  the  city  co-operate  in 
giving  a  series  of  receptions  to  the  Freshman  class.  They  strive 
to  make  the  young  men  feel  perfectly  at  home  in  the  new  city,  to 
acquaint  them  with  the  best  families,  and  to  throw  around  them 
from  the  first  strong  healthy  influences.  The  value  of  these  efforts 
it  is  impossible  to  overestimate. 

Excellent  as  are  these  advantages,  the  phase  of  Brown  under- 
graduate days  which  does  most  for  the  young  men,  which  binds 
them  together  and  fosters  the  democratic  spirit,  is  "the  life  to- 
gether." The  college  life  is  dormitory  life.  All  the  men  live  on 
the  campus ;  that  is,  within  a  radius  of  a  few  hundred  yards.  They 
are  brought  so  closely  in  touch  with  each  other  that  all  barriers 
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are  broken  down,  while  the  snob  is  made  to  realize  that  he  must 
either  reform  or  retreat.  Men  are  measured  by  their  ability  rather 
than  by  their  pocketbooks ;  they  are  esteemed  for  integrity  and 
stability  of  character  rather  than  social  position.  No  better  dem- 
onstration of  the  friendly  feeling  which  exists,  not  only  among 
the  boys  themselves  but  also  between  the  students  and  the  com- 
munity, than  a  glance  at  the  campus  on  any  Monday  evening  of 
May  or  June.  Beneath  the  spreading  elms  on  the  broad  steps  of 
Manning's  classic  portico  some  hundred  or  two  men,  many  of  them 
with  guitar  or  banjo,  have  collected,  while  the  town  folk  gather 
from  all  sides.  For  a  time  the  college  orchestra  and  the  mandolin 
club  render  selections,  and  then  the  boys  entertain  themselves  and 
their  friends  with  their  gay,  rollicking  glees,  sung  with  a  spirit 
and  zest  which  only  the  auditor  can  fully  appreciate. 

Another  phase  of  Brown  spirit  is  strikingly  brought  out  by 
the  unqualified  support  which  the  students  give  every  team  that 
does  battle  for  the  Brown  and  White.  Whether  the  contestants 
win  or  lose  their  comrades  behind  the  line  are  "ever  ready  with  a 
cheer,"  while  the  setting  of  the  tide  against  our  team  only  serves 
to  strengthen  the  volume  of  the  cheers.  A  few  summers  past  the 
nine  on  a  short  trip  lost  three  straight  games.  Yet  when  they 
returned  to  the  city  their  friends  on  the  hill,  headed  by  a  band, 
met  them  at  the  station  and  carried  them  to  the  campus  as  tri- 
umphantly as  ever  Caesar  marched  into  Rome.  It  might  be  men- 
tioned that  from  that  time  on  the  team  played  winning  ball  and 
ended  the  season  in  second  place. 

This  deep  college  loyalty  naturally  fosters  fraternity  spirit, 
yet  in  all  the  seventeen  Greek  letter  societies  here  represented  there 
is  but  one  chapter  house.  This  condition  is  easily  explained  by 
the  fact  that  all  the  University  activities  are  so  centred  on  the 
campus  that  as  soon  as  any  particular  order  withdraws  to  a  lodge 
of  its  own,  it  completely  ostracizes  itself  from  all  college  affairs. 
It  is  the  custom,  however,  for  the  members  of  the  several  fraterni- 
ties to  control  certain  sections  of  the  dormitories.  The  men  are 
thus  enabled  to  develop  a  strong  brotherly  feeling  without  be- 
coming too  clannish.  "Frat"  spirit  burns  brightly,  yet  not  to  the 
extreme  of  bitter  rivalry ;  there  is  always  a  very  friendly  attitude 
between  the  brother  Greeks. 

Gamma  Delta  was  one  of  the  most  recent  additions  to  this 
happy  family  circle.  In  1893  Brothers  Nott  and  Maynard,  com- 
ing here  from  the  University  of  Vermont,  foresaw  the  future  of 
Brown  and  determined  to  make  Alpha  Tau  Omega  a  party  to  it. 
In  his  capacity  of  captain  of  the  football  team  the  former  gathered 
about  himself  a  sturdy  band  of  comrades,  and  the  following  year 
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secured  a  charter.  With  such  a  nucleus  it  is  not  strange  that  the 
new  chapter  soon  made  for  itself  the  reputation  of  being  the  ath- 
letic fraternity  of  Brown.  The  undesirability  of  such  a  one-sided 
nature  is  obvious.  Therefore  by  a  gradual  development  Gamma 
Delta  has  become  more  broadly  representative,  and  she  is  enter- 
ing upon  a  new  career  which  is  apparently  destined  to  epitomize 
the  brilliant  future  of  her  Alma  Mater. 

Like  most  places  Brown  has  a  social  life  of  her  own.  During 
the  winter  term  this  is  manifest  in  a  series  of  hops  which  are 
given  by  some  of  the  fraternities  and  also  by  the  upper  classes. 
Not  only  are  these  balls  generally  supported  by  the  student  body, 
but  they  have  come  to  be  considered  by  the  younger  set  in  Provi- 
dence among  the  chief  social  functions  of  the  city  life.  In  the 
springtime  the  old  University  bursts  forth  with  a  gaiety  which  cul- 
minates in  the  crowning  feature  of  the  year,  the  Class  Day  of  the 
Seniors.  As  a  prelude  to  this,  the  next  class  below  observes  during 
the  latter  part  of  April  a  most  enjoyable  festival,  Junior  Week. 
For  three  days  the  students  do  little  more  college  work  than  to 
attend  the  required  classes,  so  occupied  are  they  with  their  fair 
friends  from  home.  To  entertain  at  this  time  is  an  easy  matter, 
for  the  program,  which  includes  fraternity  teas,  a  baseball  game, 
hops,  a  lecture  or  debate,  a  concert  by  the  college  glee  club,  and 
college  theatricals,  is  so  complete  and  varied  that  it  appeals  to  all. 
The  festivities  are  usually  concluded  in  a  most  fitting  manner  by  a 
grand  Junior  Promenade. 

Scarcely  has  the  last  guest  reluctantly  departed  before  all  the 
undergraduates  begin  to  lay  plans  for  Class  Day.  It  is  of  course 
for  the  Seniors  to  take  the  initiative,  and  this  they  do  through 
their  class  organization  and  also  through  their  fraternities.  Early 
in  May  committees  are  appointed,  tastily  engraved  invitations  and 
programs  are  issued,  the  Greek  letter  societies  draw  lots  for  the 
different  college  halls  in  which  they  may  hold  their  "spreads,"  and 
everything  is  so  arranged  that  the  University,  like  a  huge  theatre, 
may  be  transformed  in  a  twinkling  from  a  dignified  institution  of 
learning  to  an  exquisite  nook  in  fairyland.  At  the  touch  of  the 
clever  scene  shifter,  settees  and  benches  vanish,  and  all  the  para- 
phernalia disappear;  walls  and  blackboard  are  hung  with  tapes- 
tries and  bunting,  every  corner  is  banked  with  ferns  and  potted 
plants,  while  the  stair  rails  are  buried  deep  in  oak  foliage.  Large 
elevated  platforms,  festooned  with  bunting  and  evergreen,  spring 
up  like  mushrooms  before  the  buildings  which  face  the  campus 
where  the  Class  Day  exercises  are  to  be  held.  The  stately  elms  in 
front  are  laced  together  with  thousands  of  Japanese  lanterns. 
These  preparations  furnish  the  scene  with  light  and  beauty,  and 
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even  before  the  finishing  touches  have  been  added  the  fairies 
themselves  begin  to  float  in.  They  gather  as  though  by  magic 
until  the  shaded  green  fairly  swarms  with  gay  gowns,  which  are 
made  more  effective  by  contrast  with  the  dignified  academic  robes 
of  the  Seniors.  For  an  hour  or  two,  amid  the  strains  of  sweet 
music,  the  happy  faces  flit  hither  and  thither  from  one  fraternity 
tea  to  another.  Finally  the  musicians  gather  at  one  side  of  the 
campus,  behind  them  the  graduating  class  forms  in  line,  and  slowly 
the  procession  moves  between  a  gauntlet  of  underclassmen  to  a 
low  platform  in  the  middle  of  the  lawn,  around  which  the  Seniors 
seat  themselves,  like  Indians  at  a  war  council,  to  listen  to  addresses 
by  their  classmates.  With  the  planting  of  the  class  tree,  about 
which  the  members  gather  for  the  last  time  to  sing  their  class  song 
and  smoke  their  pipes,  the  exercises  of  the  afternoon  are  ended. 

At  the  fall  of  dusk,  and  as  the  myriads  of  lanterns  among  the 
trees  are  lighted,  the  scene  once  more  shifts  to  that  of  a  weird, 
leafy  cave  of  the  same  mystic  land,  illuminated  partly  by  the  soft 
tinted  tapers  and  partly  by  the  brilliant  electric  signs  which  indi- 
cate the  rooms  where  the  different  societies  are  entertaining  their 
friends.  The  same  charming  figures  are  there,  but  now  even  more 
beautiful,  as  they  flutter  from  fraternity  "spread"  to  ballroom  and 
then  out  again  to  enjoy  for  a  moment  the  music  on  the  lawn.  Thus 
the  evening  quickly  passes. 

As  midnight  approaches  the  most  spectacular  transformation 
of  all  takes  place.  The  Seniors  quietly  slip  away  from  their  smil- 
ing partners,  and,  with  the  band  at  their  head,  they  gather  again 
on  the  front  campus.  At  this  time,  however,  there  is  no  dignity ; 
each  man  has  donned  a  rough  suit  and  is  loaded  down  with  fire- 
works. These  they  discharge  with  such  rapidity  that  the  sur- 
roundings are  vividly  illuminated  by  the  supernatural  glare  of  red 
fire  and  Roman  candles.  Stifling  clouds  of  smoke  begin  to  settle 
over  the  scene,  and  the  whole  atmosphere  gradually  thickens  from 
a  mere  haze  to  such  a  weird  glow  that  the  picture  seems  a  realiza- 
tion of  Dante's  dream.  Finally  the  line  moves.  As  the  Seniors 
proceed  down  the  hill  to  their  last  supper,  the  clamor  of  their 
voices  grows  fainter,  the  last  few  candles  among  the  trees  sputter 
out,  and  the  belching  cloud  of  smoke,  popping  with  balls  of  fire, 
drops  quickly  beneath  the  brow  of  the  hill,  bringing  down  with  it 
the  curtain  of  darkness,  which  falls  on  this  the  third  and  last 
great  scenic  effect  of  a  memorable  day.  For  a  moment  the  vast 
gathering  of  spectators  is  hushed — motionless — spellbound. 
Then  there  follow  a  swelling  murmur  and  a  shuffle  of  feet  in  the 
darkness ;  then  all  is  quiet — deserted.

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FRANK  RICHMOND  KIMBROUGH. 

Lo!    some  we  loved,  the  loveliest  and  the  best 
That  Time  and  Fate  of  all   their  Vintage  prest, 
Have  drunk  their  Cup  a  Round  or  two  before 
And  one  by  one  crept  silently  to  rest. 

Hundreds  of  years  have  rolled  away  since  Omar  Khayyam 
sang  those  lines.  They  were  true  then  and  they  are  true  today. 
One  cannot  but  feel  anguish  when  some  princely  and  royal  spirit 
whom  he  has  loved  hears  the  call,  "Thou  hast  embarked.  Thou 
hast  made  the  voyage.  Thou  art  come  to  shore."  And  now  that 
they  are  gone  we  ask  ourselves,  Is  our  friendship  at  an  end  ?  No. 
The  memory  of  their  good  deeds  shall  sustain  us  in  our  own  daily 
lives,  and  when  we  follow  them  it  will  not  be  with  fear  and  dread, 
but  bravely  on  to  where  await  us  those  whom  we  have  loved. 
One  sometimes  drifts  away  from  living  friends.  Those  once  so 
near  are  now  distant.  Their  former  deep  affection  is  but  a 
shadow.  But  our  dead  friends?  There  is  no  change  there. 
Nothing  can  ever  lessen  those  ties  of  love. 

I  cannot  tell  you  all  that  Richmond  Kimbrough  was.  I 
might  tell  you  briefly  that  he  was  a  young  artist  from  Tennessee, 
who  lived  in  London  and  was  making  a  great  name  for  himself, 
and  that  he  died  suddenly  on  Christmas  Day,  1902,  near  Bushey, 
in  Hertfordshire.  But  that  would  convey  very  little  to  you,  and 
I  must  ask  you  to  go  with  me  more  into  detail : 

Richmond  Kimbrough  was  born  in  Clarksville,  Term.,  Octo- 
ber 28,  1877,  and  entered  the  University  of  the  South,  at  Se- 
wanee,  Tenn.,  at  the  age  of  seventeen,  a  slender  boy  with  brown 
hair,  solemn  eyes  and  very  gentle  ways.  He  became  a  member 
of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity,  and  soon  after  he  entered 
the  University  began  to  draw  for  'The  Cap  and  Gown,"  the  Se- 
wanee  annual.  It  was  his  ambition  to  become  an  artist.  All  the 
time  he  was  at  Sewan.ee  he  was  working  away  at  his  books,  and 
between  times  making  pen  and  ink  sketches  for  college  publica- 
tions and  his  classmates.  This  earned  for  him  the  title  of  "The 
Artist."  He  was  devoted  to  his  fraternity  and  to  Sewanee.  If 
you  visit  the  Chapter  House  of  the  Alpha  Taus  at  Sewanee  you 
will  be  struck  by  the  particular  beauty  of  one  room,  the  Billiard 
Room,  henceforth  to  be  called  the  "Kimbrough  Room,"  for  it  is 
the  one  whose  decoration  he  himself  designed  and  superintended. 
It  is  deeply  wainscoted  with  dark  walnut,  the  ceiling  is  supported 
by  massive  walnut  beams,  and  at  the  end  of  the  room  is  a  spacious 
rough  stone  fireplace  with  comfortable  window  seats  on  each  side. 
In  this  room  a  memorial  window  is  to  be  erected  to  him  at  the 
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coming  college  commencement.  So  deeply  was  he  attached  to 
Sewanee  that  once  he  even  crossed  the  Atlantic  to  spend  Thanks- 
giving Day  with  his  old  college  mates.  Kimbrough  was  a  student 
at  Sewanee  for  two  years.  In  1896  he  went  to  New  York  to 
study  at  the  Art  Students'  League.  But  he  never  forgot  his 
college  any  more  than  he  was  forgotten  there,  and  he  often  re- 
turned for  long  visits.  Of  his  progress  after  leaving  Sewanee 
the  words  of  an  author  and  fellow  artist  may  best  be  quoted : 

"At  the  Art  Students'  League  Mr.  Kimbrough's  genius 
showed  itself  quickly,  and  his  advancement  was  by  leaps  and 
bounds,  and  within  one  year's  work  he  was  in  the  life  class. 

"But  twenty-five  years  old,  he  had  already  risen  to  the  posi- 
tion of  being  an  authority  on  decorative  book  work  and  design- 
ing in  England,  and  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  art  manager 
of  a  large  London  publishing  house,  the  Grant  Richards  Com- 
pany, with  entire  control  of  the  conduct  and  work  in  his  de- 
partment. 

"His  own  work  outside  of  that  was  chiefly  in  designing  artis- 
tic book  covers,  and,  though  his  work  is  but  little  known  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic,  he  stood  at  the  head  of  this  branch  of  art  in 
England. 

"His  power  came  from  neither  talent  nor  training,  but  from 
native  genius,  and  his  greatest  progress  came  from  the  intelligent 
study  of  his  own  work,  seeking  to  better  it,  though  he  spent  much 
time  in  studying  and  observing  intelligently  the  great  works  of 
art  in  the  English  and  Continental  galleries. 

"Combined  with  much  originality,  his  greatest  forte  was  in 
his  sense  of  color,  color  proportion,  and  in  his  faculty  for  com- 
bining colors.  In  this  respect  his  work  can  be  characterized  by 
only  one  adjective,  'exquisite/ 

"He  had  the  genius  of  being  able  to  express  with  his  brush 
what  Keats  could  in  language,  and  he  loved  the  beautiful  as  Keats 
loved  it. 

"Socially  Mr.  Kimbrough  was  singularly  attractive,  and  a 
wide  circle  of  friends  in,  literally,  all  parts  of  the  world  mourn 
his  death.  Sincere,  frank  and  generous,  he  had  all  the  qualities 
which  made  men  love  him,  admire  him  and  believe  in  him. 

"He  was  a  friend  of  the  late  Cecil  Rhodes,  and  was  to  have 
visited  him  in  South  Africa  had  not  the  latter's  death  put  an  end 
to  the  plans." 

It  was  in  September,  1898,  that  Kimbrough  decided  to  go 
abroad  and  study  under  some  eminent  master.  Early  in  October 
he  went  to  Bushey,  just  outside  of  London,  and  established  him- 
self there  as  a  student  of  Hubert  Herkomer's.    It  is  told  that  soon 
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after  his  arrival  in  England  he  was  taken  sick  and  was  confined 
to  his  rooms.  When  he  was  able  to  get  out  he  took  thirty-five 
of  his  book-cover  designs,  and  with  much  trepidation  carried 
them  to  a  London  publisher  to  whom  he  had  brought  a  letter  of 
introduction.  He  was  politely  received  and  then  the  designs  were 
inspected  in  silence.  The  publisher  began  to  sort  them  in  two 
piles,  thirty  in  one  and  five  in  another.  "I  felt  like  crying,"  said 
Kimbrough,  "for  I  thought  only  five  would  be  accepted,  and  I  had 
worked  hard  on  them."  At  last  the  publisher  spoke :  "I  will 
take  these  thirty."  Kimbrough  used  to  say  afterward :  "I  nearly 
hugged  him  for  joy  when  he  said  it." 

When  not  in  class  Kimbrough  was  designing  book  covers. 
The  first  design  sent  in  for  competition  was  for  Du  Maurier's 
"Martian,"  and  his  work  won.  His  cover  was  never  published 
on  account  of  private  reasons.  He  also  won  in  a  contest  for 
Thomas  Nelson  Page's  "Red  Rock"  (English  Edition).  The 
beautiful  frontispiece  "In  Jefferson's  Time"  and  the  illustrations 
accompanying  this  sketch  are  some  of  his  work.  A  "Kimbrough 
Cover"  now  took  a  book  out  of  the  ordinary.  One  morn- 
ing at  Bushey  he  said  to  me  that  he  had  been  invited  to  be- 
come the  art  manager  of  a  certain  London  publishing  house. 
The  work  would  not  interfere  with  his  studies,  and  he  added,  "I 
shall  ask  so  much  salary,"  naming  a  good  round  sum.  That  even- 
ing he  returned  in  the  gayest  of  spirits,  "They  gave  it  to  me,"  he 
cried,  "and  more,  too.  They  said  I  was  the  best  man  in  my  line 
in  New  York,  London  or  Paris."  But  Kimbrough  said  little  of 
himself  and  his  success.  He  knew  what  the  papers  and  art  critics 
said.  But  he  was  never  conceited,  never  forgot  the  boy  he  had 
been,  nor  the  boys  he  had  known :  it  was  one  of  the  greatest  de- 
lights of  his  life  to  entertain  some  old  friend. 

By  his  charm  of  manner  he  made  many  warm  friends  in  his 
adopted  country,  and  as  I  write  there  lies  before  me  a  pile  of  letters 
from  England,  ranging  from  those  whose  name  and  fame  are  world 
wide  to  those  whose  illiterate  lines  tell  their  own  story,  but  one  and 
all  unite  in  sorrow  at  his  death  and  in  testimony  to  the  sweetness 
of  the  life  that  is  ended.  A  United  States  official  in  London  wrote 
soon  after  Kimbrough's  death:  "He  was  sincerely  mourned  by 
all  who  knew  him.  He  had  an  entree  to  society  that  many  a  man 
envied.  He  had  no  bad  habits  and  no  unworthy  associates."  Al- 
though very  busy  he  never  forgot  his  old  friends.  Constant  let- 
ters, numberless  mementos  were  sent  to  friends  in  this  country. 
His  thoughtfulness  of  others  was  with  him  to  the  last.  Just 
before  he  was  taken  ill,  and  even  then  far  from  well,  he  spent 
two  whole  days  and  far  into  the  night  without  stirring  from  his 
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studio,  trying  to  finish  his  Christmas  gifts  for  his  friends.  After  he 
was  taken  fatally  ill  with  pneumonia  and  when  doctors  and  trained 
nurses  were  in  attendance  upon  him  he  sent  for  a  friend  and  said 

to  him  :  "I  have  forgotten  to  get  a  Christmas  present  for  Mr. 's 

little  girls.  Please  get  them  some  candy  and  fruit  for  me,  and 
take  a  cab  so  as  not  to  tire  yourself."  Although  in  the  Shadow  of 
the  Valley  of  Death  he  could  not  rest  until  he  had  contributed 
his  share  to  the  happiness  of  two  children  who  had  played  near 
his  studio. 

That  Kimbrough  was  succeeding  there  can  be  no  doubt.  His 
book  covers  were  now  famous,  but  he  was  giving  them  up,  be- 
cause he  did  not  regard  them  as  his  life  work.  "Mrs.  Wiggs  of 
the  Cabbage  Patch"  was  one  of  his  covers.  He  wished  to  be- 
come a  great  painter  or  illustrator  of  books,  but  when  urged  to 
start  at  once  on  illustrating  he  would  reply:  "Not  yet,  I  am  still 
studying.  I  want  to  do  something  worth  twice  looking  at  when 
1  start."  A  month  before  he  died  he  gave  up  book  cover  de- 
signing, and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  publishing  a  series  of 
girls'  heads  called  "Kimbrough's  Girls."  His  drawings  of  fair 
women  were  exquisite,  full  of  delicacy  and  charm.  He  had  orders 
also  for  illustrating  a  number  of  notable  books.  One  was  a  new 
edition  of  "Alice  in  Wonderland."  What  a  treat  has  been  lost. 
He  stood  on  the  very  threshold  of  his  real  career,  but  he  was 
doing  too  much.  About  Thanksgiving  his  publisher  asked  him 
to  do  some  work  of  a  new  kind.  "But  I  have  never  done  anything 
like  that  before."  "Young  man,"  the  publisher  replied,  "you  have 
genius  enough  to  do  almost  anything,  if  you  will."  And  those 
who  knew  his  talent  best  believe  this. 

Kimbrough  was  at  all  times  a  consistent  member  of  the 
church ;  he  became  interested  in  London  slum  work,  contributed 
freely  to  this  great  charity,  and  sought  to  interest  others  in  it. 
Just  before  Christmas  his  publisher  urged  him  to  come  to  London 
to  live.  He  needed  him  too  constantly.  So  it  was  arranged  that 
he  and  a  friend  should  rent  a  house  in  London.  He  wrote  home 
that  he  hated  to  leave  Bushey,  for  he  had  made  many  warm 
friends  there,  and  he  added  a  heartfelt  regret  that  he  could  not 
be  at  home  for  Christmas  Day.  The  broad  Atlantic  rolled  between 
him  and  every  relative  he  had  in  the  world.  Saturday  before 
Christmas  he  went  to  spend  a  few  days  at  a  holiday  house  party 
with  friends.  He  had  a  bad  cold  then,  and  the  next  day  it  had 
developed  into  pneumonia.  Everything  that  medical  science  and 
careful  nursing  could  do  was  done,  but  he  gradually  sank,  and 
early  on  Christmas  morning 

"God's  finger  touched  him  and  he  slept."

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GOVERNOR  HEYWARD. 


With  the  recent  accession  of  Duncan  Clinch  Heyward  to  the 
Governorship  of  South  Carolina  another  of  the  sons  of  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  has  taken  a  high  station  and  brought  new  honors  to  the 
Maltese  Cross.  Ever  a  stanch  Alpha  Tau  as  a  student  at  college 
and  as  an  alumnus,  his  success  will  be  especially  gratifying  to  his 
fraternity  brothers. 

Governor  Heyward  is  the  descendant  of  a  long  line  of  dis- 
tinguished sons  of  South  Carolina.  For  generations  the  Hey- 
wards  have  been  counted  among  the  foremost  of  South  Carolina 
families,  numbering  in  their  ranks  one  signer  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  and  many  prominent  in  the  civil  and  military 
service  of  their  State.  To  Daniel  Heyward  the  Crown  of  Eng- 
land granted  a  noble  estate  on  the  Combahee  River,  in  what  was 
then  Colleton  Borough  in  the  Province  of  South  Carolina,  and  on 
this  estate  his  descendant,  the  present  Governor  Heyward,  now 
resides  and  cultivates  his  extensive  rice  plantations. 

Edward  Barnwell  Heyward,  the  father  of  Governor  Hey- 
ward, some  time  about  1850  moved  to  Richland  County,  and  there, 
in  June,  1864,  the  future  Governor  was  born.  His  mother  was  a 
Miss  Clinch,  a  daughter  of  the  famous  General  Clinch,  of  Georgia. 
In  1867  the  Hey  wards  moved  to  Charleston,  where  Clinch  Hey- 
ward remained  at  school  after  the  death  of  his  parents.  He  after- 
ward spent  three  years  at  a  boarding  school  in  Pennsylvania,  and 
his  collegiate  education  was  taken  at  Washington  and  Lee  Uni- 
versity, Lexington,  Va.,  which  he  entered  in  the  fall  of  1882,  and 
remained  there  for  three  years,  completing  his  course  with  high 
honors. 

It  was  here  that  he  joined  the  ranks  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega, 
becoming  a  member  of  Virginia  Beta  Chapter  during  the  first 
month  of  his  college  life,  and  taking  an  active  interest  in  the  affairs 
of  his  fraternity.  It  was  also  here  that  he  met  and  came  to  know 
Alpha  Tau  Omega's  noble  founder,  Rev.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook. 

After  leaving  Washington  and  Lee  University,  Clinch  Hey- 
ward returned  to  his  ancestral  estates  in  Colleton  County,  South 
Carolina,  near  Walterboro,  and  has  since  been  engaged  in  the  cul- 
tivation of  his  rice  lands. 

While  always  interested  in  public  affairs  and  a  worker  for 
the  welfare  of  his  State,  Governor  Heyward  had  until  last  year 
never  sought  political  preferment,  and  had  even  refused  offices 
for  which  his  friends  urged  him  to  contend.  Late  in  1901,  how- 
ever, yielding  to  his  many  friends,  Heyward's  candidacy  for  Gov- 
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ernor  was  announced,  and  quickly  took  on  strength  throughout  the 
State.  After  a  campaign  in  which  he  easily  distanced  his  four  com- 
petitors, all  of  them  old  and  trained  politicians,  Governor  Heyward 
was  nominated  by  the  Democrats  at  the  primary  held  early  in 
September  by  a  flattering  majority,  and  in  the  general  election  in 
November  was,  without  opposition,  chosen  Governor.  He  was 
inaugurated  in  the  early  part  of  this  year. 

While  the  new  Governor  has  but  recently  assumed  his  duties, 
yet  he  gives  promise  of  being  one  of  the  ablest  executives  South 
Carolina  has  had  in  years.  Affable  and  agreeable  to  all,  he  is  al- 
ready securely  ensconced  in  the  hearts  of  his  people.  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  may  well  be  proud  of  this  distinguished  son.  W. 


FRATERNITIES  AT  WISCONSIN. 

A  year  ago  a  student  of  the  graduating  class  at  Yale  was 
heralded  as  a  poetic  genius,  a  youthful  prodigy,  with  remarkable 
command  of  the  language.  At  about  the  same  time  there  fell 
vacant  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  an  assistantship  in  Eng- 
lish. Now  assistantships  are  positions  of  low  rank  in  the  Fac- 
ulty, of  very  short  duration,  and  with  very  small  salaries.  The 
assistants  are,  we  may  say,  apprentices  in  the  profession  of  Uni- 
versity teaching.  Their  appointment  is  a  questionable  policy,  but 
all  of  the  chief  American  universities  employ  them.  This  man  at 
Yale  was  well  recommended  to  Wisconsin,  and  was  given  the 
appointment  as  assistant  in  English.  Upon  arrival  here  in  the 
autumn  he  seemed  to  be  very  youthful  and  unobtrusive,  and  was 
disposed  to  associate  with  the  students  and  certain  of  the  towns- 
people more  than  with  the  Faculty.  In  the  middle  of  the  year 
it  came  to  light  that  he  had  become  familiarly  known  among  the 
sporting  element  of  the  down-town  population  as  a  frequenter 
of  saloons,  a  hard  drinker  and  a  gambler.  An  investigation  was 
made  by  the  president  of  the  University,  and  the  man  was  prompt- 
ly dismissed  from  his  place.  At  once  the  reporters  for  the  yellow 
journals  throughout  the  country  seized  upon  the  scandal.  Flaring 
headlines,  staring  portraits  and  whole  columns  of  interviews  were 
printed  on  the  subject  of  this  so-called  "Professor,"  who  had  dis- 
graced himself  at  Wisconsin. 

But  the  story  was  not  left  to  rest  on  its  basis  of  truth.  Each 
correspondent  outdid  his  rival  in  reporting  more  and  more  scandal 
of  every  sort,  from  mere  rumor  or  from  pure  imagination.    From 
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these  sensational  reports  one  might  judge  that  the  whole  Wiscon- 
sin Faculty  was  terribly  dissipated,  that  the  student  body  was 
beyond  remedy  corrupt,  and  that  the  fraternities  in  particular 
were  leagues  of  every  kind  of  iniquity. 

Just  how  the  Chapter  Houses  became  involved  in  the  re- 
porters' stories  it  is  hard  to  see.  It  is  true  that  about  this  time 
there  were  a  few  slight  disturbances  on  the  streets  after  sleepy 
citizens  were  safe  in  bed.  But  little  occurred  which  does  not  often 
take  place  in  the  typical  community  where  a  large  university  is 
located. 

In  view  of  these  reports  the  editor  of  the  Palm  has  re- 
quested me  to  write  of  fraternity  conditions  at  Wisconsin.  I  am 
glad  to  be  of  any  service  to  the  Palm,  and  to  describe  things 
here  as  I  see  them.  But  it  must  be  said  that  I  have  been  at 
Wisconsin  only  a  few  months,  and  that  in  the  absence  of  an  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  Chapter  my  viewpoint  of  fraternity  conditions  is  an 
outside  one.    My  view  is  that  of  a  newcomer  and  an  onlooker. 

There  are  only  fifteen  chapters  of  non-professional  fraterni- 
ties located  at  Wisconsin,  with  a  total  membership  of  about  three 
hundred  and  fifty,  while  the  University  has  above  two  thou- 
sand male  students.  The  Greeks  are  in  a  small  minority.  The 
very  large  non-fraternity  element  is  disposed  to  disparage  the 
fraternities.  Under  such  conditions,  the  misdoings  of  a  few  fra- 
ternity men  are  quickly  reported  about  the  campus.  In  passing 
from  mouth  to  mouth  the  news  undergoes  a  change  of  form,  but 
it  never  grows  less  sensational.  The  foes  of  fraternities  circulate 
the  reports  in  the  town,  and  the  newspaper  correspondents  eagerly 
publish  them,  to  the  great  pleasure  of  the  enemies  of  the  Univer- 
sity. All  this  accounts  for  the  dispatch  to  which  my  attention  is 
called  in  the  New  York  World,,  which  states  that  the  Chapter 
Houses  at  Wisconsin  are  gambling  hells,  where  the  older  students 
fleece  the  young  initiates. 

After  residence  at  the  University  of  Georgia,  Tulane,  Chi- 
cago and  Columbia,  I  must  say  that  I  find  no  reason  to  believe 
that  the  students  or  the  fraternity  men  at  Wisconsin  are  more  dis- 
posed to  gambling,  drunkenness  or  disorder  than  students  else- 
where. The  wild  reports  which  have  been  spread  abroad  are  in 
greater  part  without  any  substantial  basis  whatever.  Of  course 
every  large  university  has  a  certain  number  of  rowdies  among  its 
students.  Men  with  a  disposition  to  toughness  are  sure  to  show 
it  at  college.  But  the  proportion  of  such  men  at  Wisconsin  seems 
not  to  be  greater  than  the  average  in  other  universities. 

The  Wisconsin  men  show  as  strong  a  disposition  to  sober, 
hard  work  as  any  body  of  students  in  my  acquaintance.    The  aver- 
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age  man  among  them  is  rather  poorly  equipped  for  entrance,  and 
he  has  not  learned  how  to  study  to  the  best  advantage ;  but  he 
works  hard  and  steadily,  and  at  the  end  of  his  course  he  seems  to 
be  at  least  up  to  the  average  American  university  graduate  in 
information,  power  of  thought  and  strength  of  character. 

The  fraternities  here  are  at  some  disadvantage.  The  student 
body  is  too  large  for  much  college  spirit  to  exist.  The  fraternity 
element  is  too  small  to  give  a  tone  to  the  whole  University.  Each 
chapter  lives  too  much  to  itself,  at  the  expense  of  a  pan-hellenic 
spirit.  The  large  number  of  "co-eds"  tends  against  college  spirit 
and  fraternity  spirit.  The  professional  schools  of  agriculture,  en- 
gineering and  law  are  a  dead  weight  to  the  University,  so  far  as 
fraternity  life  and  leadership  are  .concerned.  And  the  large  num- 
ber of  students  who  are  working  their  way  and  who  have  no 
time  for  college  life  is  a  drag  upon  the  light  heartedness  upon 
which  fraternities  are  partly  dependent.  In  a  word  the  atmos- 
phere of  good  fellowship  is  not  well  developed  at  Wisconsin. 

At  such  a  college  as  Sewanee  the  fraternities  are  seen  at  their 
best.  The  students  largely  rule  in  the  town,  and  nine-tenths  of 
the  students  are  fraternity  men.  There  is  a  good  pan-hellenic 
spirit,  and  the  social  instinct  prevails.  The  very  air  breathes  fra- 
ternity ideals — friendship,  co-operation,  sympathy,  rivalry  in  good 
works,  mutual  inspiration,  and  the  cultivation  of  the  graceful 
things  of  life.  Fraternities  thrive  in  such  an  atmosphere,  and 
their  success  is  a  matter  of  course. 

At  Wisconsin  the  tendency  is  for  every  man  to  work  for 
himself.  The  student,  of  course,  takes  on  a  certain  polish  as  a 
result  of  his  course,  but  the  graduate  is  not  usually  such  a  charm- 
ing fellow  as  the  man  from  Sewanee.  Fraternities  have  harder 
work  here,  because  they  must  fight  against  these  local  tendencies. 
But  when  all  is  said  the  chapters  at  Wisconsin  are  doing  a  more 
valuable  work  in  introducing  the  Greek  letter  spirit  into  a  com- 
munity where  otherwise  it  would  be  lacking  than  are  the  chap- 
ters at  Sewanee,  Tulane,  Georgia  and  Virginia,  where  the  Greek 
letter  spirit  would  prevail  even  if  no  fraternities  existed.  Fraternity 
work  is  easier,  and  the  results  seem  better  in  the  older  communi- 
ties. 

I  believe  that  the  Wisconsin  chapters  have  been  wrongly 
treated  by  the  press.  All  of  them  seem  to  be  following  worthy 
ideals,  and  they  are  doing  good  work  under  difficulties.  Their  in- 
fluence will  be  strengthened  by  the  founding  of  more  chapters, 
and  I  doubt  not  that  in  time  the  chapters  here  will  be  banner 
chapters  in  more  than  one  fraternity.

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THE  OFFICIAL  REGISTER. 

No  question  is  of  more  general  interest  to  the  fraternity  world 
than  that  which  deals  with  the  Alumni.  This  statement  is  not  only 
true  of  fraternities,  but  is  equally  true  of  all  great  educational  in- 
stitutions. A  work  dealing  with  this  subject  must  have  an  appro- 
priate name.  For  many  years  different  Greek  letter  organizations 
have  published  their  records,  calling  them  by  different  names. 
The  word  catalogue  has  been  the  popular  one,  and  was  erroneous- 
ly used  by  us  with  our  first  edition.  The  main  object  of  such  pub- 
lications is  to  keep  alive  among  the  older  men  certain  data,  which 
as  busy  men  they  can  turn  to  whenever  they  desire  information  of 
old  friends.    The  task  of  preparing  such  a  work  was  given  me. 

Upon  my  return  from  Congress  I  at  once  went  to  work  ar- 
ranging matters  of  contracts  with  different  bidders.  By  February 
I  the  contracts  were  let,  and  about  the  same  time  an  announce- 
ment of  the  prospective  edition  was  mailed  to  every  living  Alpha 
Tau.  About  forty-seven  hundred  such  letters  were  mailed.  As  a 
result  of  this  circular  I  have  received  about  one  thousand  orders 
for  the  book,  a  most  gratifying  result.  Realizing  this  large  de- 
mand, I  recommended  to  the  High  Council  that  the  authorized 
edition  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  be  increased  to  twelve  hundred, 
which  was  most  promptly  done. 

The  task  of  assorting  the  cards  for  the  chapter  rolls  was  next 
begun,  each  initiate  being  enrolled  on  a  separate  card.  After  these 
rolls  were  printed  in  the  order  of  the  chapters'  establishment,  the 
cards  (about  six  thousand)  were  returned  to  me  from  the  printer, 
and  the  same  cards  rearranged  alphabetically,  by  States  and  cities, 
a  geographical  list.  Again  the  cards  were  returned  and  arranged 
as  an  alphabetical  list.  As  is  natural  with  such  a  task,  delays  will 
occur,  but  I  am,  however,  now  almost  through. 

The  book  is  now  being  bound  as  rapidly  as  is  possible.  I 
hope  to  ship  all  orders  by  June  I.  The  best  paper  obtainable  has 
been  used,  and  so  far  as  possible  the  colors  have  been  used  in  the 
binding.  Enclosed  with  the  book  will  be  found  a  list  of  men  whose 
addresses  are  incorrect.  This  list  is  as  complete  as  is  possible,  as 
a  letter  was  mailed  to  every  member ;  the  names  enrolled  show  the 
letters  returned  through  the  Post  Office  Department.  It  is  my 
sincere  hope  that  all  brothers  will  carefully  go  over  this  list  and 
aid  me  in  locating  these  lost  men.  I  shall  not  attempt  to  make  any 
apologies  for  this  book,  over  which  I  have  labored  many  hours. 
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I,  however,  hope  that  the  labor  of  love  (for  such  it  has  been)  will 
bear  fruit  and  not  find  too  harsh  criticism.  The  work  of  such  an 
official  never  ends,  and  even  before  his  work  is  printed  changes 
occur.  Let  me  therefore  beg  the  co-operation  especially  of  chap- 
ter officers  in  keeping  at  all  times  in  close  contact  with  their  re- 
spective Alumni.  If  this  is  conscientiously  done,  my  task  will  be 
much  easier  in  the  future.  I  also  take  this  chance  of  appealing  to 
the  Alumni,  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  notify  their  chapters  at 
different  times  of  their  whereabouts.  In  many  letters  received  the 
Alumni  complain  that  their  chapters  never  write  for 
data.  I  shall  not  attempt  to  place  the  responsibility  for  this  error, 
but  trust  that  all  will  aid  in  keeping  alive  our  great  order  by  living 
up  to  the  principles  inculcated  so  beautifully  in  its  every  part. 


BISHOP-ELECT  BRATTON. 

The  Morning  Post  of  Raleigh,  N.  C,  of  recent  date  has  the 
following: 

DR.  BRATTON  HAS  ACCEPTED  OFFICE  OF  BISHOP. 


It   Will   Be   Several   Weeks    Before   the   Consecration 

Ceremonies. 


Dr.  Theodore  D.  Bratton,  who  was  recently  elected  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  has  given  notice  that  he  will  accept  the 
position.  He  returned  Friday  from  Columbia,  where  he  met  and 
conferred  with  the  commission  from  Mississippi  in  regard  to  the 
bishropric. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  Dr.  Bratton's  election  to  be  ratified 
by  a  majority  of  the  dioceses  of  the  American  Episcopal  Church 
and  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  bishops.  These  preliminar- 
ies will  take  some  time,  and  it  will  be  several  weeks  before  the 
consecration  services  will  take  place.  The  commission  to  con- 
secrate Bishop  Bratton  will  be  issued  by  Rt.  Rev.  M.  Clark,  of 
Rhode  Island,  who  is  the  presiding  bishop  of  the  church  of  the 
United  States. 

The  Churchman  of  yesterday  says  of  Dr.  Bratton : 
"The  Rev.  Theodore  Du  Bose  Bratton,  D.  D.,  Bishop-elect  of 
Mississippi,  is  a  native  of  South  Carolina  and  a  nephew  of  the 
distinguished  theologian,  Dr.  Du  Bose.    He  was  graduated  from 
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the  theological  department  of  the  University  of  the  South  in 
1887,  and  was  ordained  deacon  in  1887  and  priest  in  1888  by 
Bishop  Howe,  of  South  Carolina.  During  these  years  he  carried 
on  missionary  work  in  several  counties  of  South  Carolina  and  in 
1888  became  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent  in  Spartanburg, 
S.  C,  where  he  continued  his  work  for  eleven  years. 

"In  1899  ne  was  ca-Hed  to  the  rectorship  of  St.  Mary's  School, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  which  position  he  still  holds." 

Brother  Bratton  became  an  Alpha  Tau  on  entering  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South,  where  he  was  initiated  into  Tenn.  Omega, 
that  grand  old  chapter.  Dr.  Bratton  was  for  a  time  associate 
editor  of  the  Palm. 


IN  THE  WILD  AND  WOOLLY, 

Among  the  vicissitudes  of  a  thirteen  thousand  mile  trip 
through  the  United  States  are  numbered  the  pleasant  experiences 
of  meeting  my  fraternity  brothers  at  Chicago  and  in  their  own 
chapter  homes. 

The  chapter  at  Albion  is  the  one  with  which  I  was  originally 
connected,  some  thirteen  years  since,  and  is  made  up  of  boys  who 
strive  to  maintain  the  standards  of  true  fraternal  spirit.  Albion 
teaches  with  its  "learning"  a  code  of  sturdy  morals.  The  chapter 
is  as  large  as  its  competitors,  and  was  said  by  unprejudiced  out- 
siders to  be  up  to  the  average  in  scholarship  and  general  ethical 
effect. 

I  saw  but  five  of  the  Minnesota  contingent.  These  brothers 
called  at  the  hotel  and  in  an  hour's  visit  gave  me  the  impression 
of  possessing  virility,  ability  and  strong  purpose  to  attain  high 
position  in  the  University. 

Nebraska  has  been  famous  for  its  activity,  and  the  expecta- 
tion of  finding  a  collection  of  hustlers  was  not  disappointed.  The 
boys  are  much  benefited  by  the  residence  in  the  city  of  Pro- 
vincial Chief  Wilson,  who  is  directing  general  and  particular 
activities  with  a  clear  plan  for  future  greatness.  The  three  hours 
spent  with  the  boys  in  their  fine  Chapter  House  and  at  dinner 
convinced  me  that  no  mistake  had  been  made.  These  boys  have 
a  big  lever  in  their  unanimity  and  ability. 

Of  these  three  chapters  in  the  great  Middle  West  it  may  be 
said  that  they  contain  the  stuff  to  outline  new  paths  for  fraternity 
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success,  combined  with  the  freedom  from  unreasonable  traditions 
which  hamper  older  chapters.  I  look  for  praiseworthy  activities 
in  this  belt. 

I  was  unable  to  visit  Colorado,  but  passed  it  en  route  to 
Seattle,  Portland  and  San  Francisco.  This  vast  Pacific  country 
impresses  one  with  its  possibilities.  It  compels  even  an  ''anti- 
expansionist"  to  say  that  an  immediate  foothold  in  each  State 
University  will  be  the  founding  of  a  powerful  organization  in 
what  must  remain  for  years  a  separated  country. 

Not  to  do  it  now  means  that  some  other  fraternity  will  be 
the  strongest  ten  years  hence.  The  San  Francisco  Alumni  have 
recently  incorporated  and  can  be  trusted  to  make  this  territory 
our  own. 

The  visit  to  the  Berkeley  Chapter  was  a  splendid  uplift. 
The  strong  character  of  the  boys  is  evidenced  in  their  chapter 
ideal  "to  graduate  every  man  who  joins."  They  plead  for  the 
encouraging  interest  of  the  Eastern  brotherhood  in  permitting 
the  early  establishment  of  chapters  on  the  Coast.  The  nearest 
sister  chapter  is  fifteen  hundred  miles  away.  In  spite  of  this  the 
boys  at  Berkeley  not  only  have  the  true  spirit  but  I  must  say  in- 
spired me  with  as  great  respect  for  them  as  any  chapter  I  visited. 
They  are  planning  a  fine  Chapter  House,  and  will  be  represented 
at  New  York  in  1904. 

At  all  thresholds  the  traveler  was  received  with  open  arms, 
was  entertained  with  hospitality,  and  sent  away  with  blessing. 
The  topic  of  all  conversations  and  the  purpose  of  all  brothers 
is  undeniably  this — to  make  ours  a  fraternity  that  shall  be  more 
truly  founded  on  nobility  of  character,  excellence  of  scholarship 
and  strength  of  purpose  than  it  has  ever  been  before — in  short  to 
make  Alpha  Tau  Omega  the  best  fraternity  in  the  world.

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CLIFFORD'S   PHANTOM.

After  all  are  disposed  of,  the  purchaser  removes  the  cover- 
ings from  his  purchase,  bemoans  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  his 
ill  luck,  takes  the  maiden  to  supper,  dances  with  her  afterward, 
and,  theoretically,  sees  her  safely  home,  although  it  must  be  said 
that  in  practice  the  last  act  is  dependent  upon  one's  good  luck  in 
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purchasing,  for,  when  legitimately  conducted,  it  is  plain  that  a 
phantom  social  is  pretty  much  a  lottery. 

Norm  roomed  in  College  Hall,  where,  too,  the  Old  Chapel 
was,  and  we  arranged  that  he  should  dress  as  a  phantom  and  be 
sold  along  with  the  girls.

This  served  at  times  to  stimulate  the  bidding,  whereat  the 
Phis  took  the  money  and  smiled ;  but,  while  all  three  now  and  then 
made  cautious  bids,  they  were  careful  to  drop  out  before  the  bid- 
ding got  very  high. 

At  last  a  spirit  was  led  out  for  which  ten  cents  was  offered. 
It  raised  its  right  arm  as  if  to  protest  against  the  meagreness  of 
the  sum ;  then  it  raised  its  arm  again.  Thereupon  Dick  Collins 
called  out,  "A  quarter  I"  Clifford  bid  thirty  cents  in  a  perfunctory 
sort  of  way ;  someone  else  offered  thirty-five,  and  Freddie  Folsom 
nonchalantly  raised  the  bid  to  fifty  cents.

A  few  informal  but  informing  talks  on  matters  of  more  than 
local  interest  gave  color  to  the  meeting  and  aroused  considerable 
enthusiasm.  Brother  Stanley  Briggs  "took  the  Palm"  for  his 
subject,  outlined  some  new  features  contemplated  for  this  dis- 
tinctly creditable  organ  of  the  fraternity,  and  invited  co-operation 
(and  subscriptions)  from  members  of  the  Association. 

Although  the  president  had  partaken  so  liberally  of  the  re- 
freshments as  to  be  unable  to  get  upon  the  table  to  speak,  his 
words  aroused  enthusiasm  for  those  sturdy  Western  chapters  that 
are  upholding  the  principles  of  the  fraternity  on  what  might  be 
called  the  frontier  of  American  college  life.  The  president  had 
visited  the  chapters  in  the  Universities  of  Minnesota,  Nebraska, 
Kansas,  California  and  Atlanta,  and  had  called  upon  individual 
brothers  in  Oregon  and  Leland  Stanford,  Jr.,  Universities  as 
well.  Everywhere  he  saw  evidences  that  the  fraternity  is  sending 
its  roots  deep  into  the  virgin  soil  of  these  giant  young  universities. 

The  message  which  the  president  had  borne  to  the  chapters 
he  had  visited  was  that  the  Association  had  as  the  ultimate  object 
of  its  work  the  placing  of  the  fraternity  in  the  lead  of  all  others, 
and  that  it  would  not  cease  its  efforts  until  this  had  been  achieved. 
One  of  the  judges  in  the  prize  essay  contest  stated  to  President 
Fenn  that  in  his  judgment  the  prize  essay  contest  was  "the  best 
thing  ever  done  by  any  college  fraternity."  This  remark  naturally 
called  forth  the  most  enthusiastic  applause. 

Brother  Gifrm  was  then  called  upon,  and  in  a  speech  urged 
the  brothers  to  "get  together"  in  preparation  for  the  meeting  of 
Congress  two  years  hence.  Brother  Van  Meter,  of  Kentucky — 
who  graduated  from  the  University  of  Virginia  in  1871  and  who 
was  attending  his  first  meeting  with  the  New  York  Association — 
in  a  brief  but  felicitous  talk  extended  greetings  from  the  Kentucky 
brothers.  The  initiation  that  evening  was  the  first  attended  by 
Brother  Van  Meter  since  leaving  college  thirty-two  years  ago. 
After  singing  the  "Stein  Song"  the  remainder  of  the  evening  was 
passed  in  conversation,  singing  college  songs,  &c. 

While  this  smoker  ends  the  social  activities  of  the  Association 
for  this  season,  its  work  will  not  cease  entirely  during  the  sum- 
mer, but  the  preliminary  steps  necessary  to  the  active  campaign 
outlined  by  the  Board  of  Governors  at  its  last  meeting  will  be 
taken.  Until  next  autumn,  then,  the  Association  bids  the  brothers

A  VOLUNTEER  who  sent  some  personals  apologized  with  the 
remark  that  he  was  not  a  regular  correspondent.    We  have 
corrected  him.    Every  man  in  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  a  regu- 
lar correspondent. 


WITH  Brother  D.  C.  Heyward  Governor  of  South  Carolina, 
Brother  Page  Morris  a  Federal  judge,  and  Brother  T.  D. 
Bratton    a    Bishop-elect,  it  would  seem  that  Alpha  Tau

Send  regular  comunica- 
tions  on  dates  given,  but  send  later  news  until  you  get  the  Palm 
in  your  hands.  Always  give  exact  dates.  "Since  our  last  letter" 
is  now  an  obsolete  term,  and  the  letter  in  which  it  is  found  will 
get  badly  slashed.  "One  week  ago  last  Tuesday"  is  also  a  Palm 
outlaw.  "Fraternal  greetings  to  sister  chapters"  was  hardly  given 
decent  burial.  Your  sister  chapters  never  read  a  line  of  your  let- 
ter. Put  some  flavor  in  it.  A  letter  should  be  a  live  thing  which 
hits  the  reader. 

Reporter  after  reporter  tells  the  Palm  that  his  chapter  has 
initiated  "the  following  new  brothers."

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and  sleep  is  too  expensive  to  be  wasted  on  illegible  copy.  It  will 
be  mailed  to  my  waste  basket. 

The  Palm  has  an  assignment  desk  exactly  like  a  New  York 
daily,  and  assignments  are  to  be  given  out  right  and  left.  When 
you  get  one  say  whether  or  not  you  can  take  it  by  return  mail,  for 
the  editor  must  get  a  man  down  on  his  schedule  who  will  be  respon- 
sible for  the  story,  and  he  cannot  wait  two  weeks  for  a  reply  which 
might  be  in  the  negative  when  too  late  to  get  anyone  else.

THE  Order  is  not  lacking  in  enthusiastic  fraternity  spirit,  either 
in  the  colleges  or  among  the  Alumni  outside.  All  agree 
that  through  the  aid  of  the  Provincial  System  the  active 
chapters  were  never  before  better  organized,  and  much  is  being 
done  with  an  earnestness  and  vim  which  means  lasting  success. 
Back  of  the  forty-six  chapters,  composed  of  youths  of  superb 
abilities  and  dauntless  courage,  stands  a  reserve  force,  more  or 
less  latent,  in  the  lives,  characters,  and  attainments  of  5,000 
Alumni,  who  have  been  emerging  from  colleges  and  universities 
for  the  past  thirty-eight  years,  and  entering  into  the  activities  of 
life,  imbued  with  the  majestic  principles  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

As  we  view  the  future  from  the  vantage  ground  of  the  pres- 
ent, there  can  be  no  question  but  that  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to 
formulate  and  carry  out  a  policy  calculated  to  place  the  active 
chapters  in  close  touch  with  the  Alumni.  This  means  a  more 
extended  organization  of  the  Alumni  themselves;  it  means  prov- 
ince conclaves,  at  which  all  Alpha  Taus  in  given  areas  are  to  be 
encouraged  to  come  together  for  the  common  good;  it  means  a 
vast  increase  in  the  circulation  among  the  Alumni  of  the  Palm, 
through  the  medium  of  which  they  must  be  kept  well  informed 
on  all  fraternity  matters  of  interest;  it  means  that  Alumni  asso- 
ciations all  over  the  land  are  to  be  something  more  than  mere 
aggregations  of  fraternity  men,  bound  together  solely  out  of  re- 
gard for  memories  of  the  past  and  good  fellowship  for  the  future ; 
it  means  that  such  associations,  while  keeping  alive  precious 
memories  of  college   days   and  enjoying  communion  with   con- 
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genial  spirits,  are  also,  with  full  and  accurate  knowledge  of  con- 
ditions as  they  exist  within  the  several  spheres  of  their  influence, 
to  zealously  exercise  and  wield  their  mighty  power  toward  the 
advancement  of  the  interests  of  the  fraternity. 

Much  has  already  been  done  in  the  right  direction,  and  the 
time  is  ripe  for  such  revival.  The  close  of  the  Eighteenth  Con- 
gress marks  an  epoch  in  the  life  and  career  of  the  Chicago  Alum- 
ni Association,  now  filled  with  intense  enthusiasm.  The  Chief 
of  Province  I  has  tendered  the  active  support  and  co-operation 
of  the  Birmingham  Alumni  Association,  and  struck  the  keynote 
of  success  when  he  said :  "All  it  needs  is  something  to  do."  The 
Alumni  at  Denver  and  San  Francisco,  inspired  with  new  life 
from  the  strong  chapters  at  the  State  universities  of  Colorado 
and  California,  are  seeking  charters  for  the  organization  of  as- 
sociations which  can  at  once  be  started  on  practical  lines.  The 
Alumni  at  Cleveland,  New  Orleans  and  Boston  have  had  more 
or  less  recent  opportunities  to  entertain  Congress,  acquire  the 
inspiration  involved,  and  are  familiar  with  the  needs  of  the  fra- 
ternity. Cleveland  is  fostering  the  new  chapter  there  and  co- 
operating in  the  Ohio  Province  Conclaves.  New  Orleans  is  now 
actively  engaged  in  the  furtherance  of  the  chapter  house  project 
at  Tulane.  Boston  is  in  the  centre  of  greatly  increased  fraternity 
activities  in  New  England.  Allentown  association  is  always 
alive,  and  there  never  was  a  broader  field  for  activity  among  the 
Alumni  of  Pittsburg  and  Philadelphia  than  now.  The  District 
of  Columbia  Association  has  three  of  the  Grand  Officers,  and  is 
now  much  interested  in  its  recent  enterprise,  inspired  by  the  New 
York  Alumni  Association,  of  fostering  an  offer  of  prize  for 
composition  of  material  for  the  new  song  book,  and  in  a  move- 
ment for  the  organization  of  a  conclave  in  Province  VI.  Few 
if  any  fraternities,  anywhere,  have  such  an  Alumni  Association 
as  at  present  exists  in  New  York  City,  whose  plans,  present  con- 
ceptions and  activities  are  all  in  line  with  the  policies  of  the  exec- 
utive branch  of  the  fraternity  outlined ;  and  it  is  predicted  that 
when  Congress  shall  assemble  there  two  years  hence  a  very  great 
step  forward  will  have  been  taken  toward  the  consummation  of 
the  end  desired  in  a  better  perfected  organization  of  the  Alumni. 
The  new  fraternity  directory  supplies  the  accurate  data  with 
which  to  prosecute  the  policies  now  in  force. 

Let  us  have  the  hearty  support  and  co-operation  of  every 
member  of  the  fraternity.

Pursuant  to  Article  XXII  of  the  constitution,  by  action  under 
date  of  October  16,  1901,  the  various  chapters  of  the  fraternity 
were  divided  into  provinces,  without  any  mention  being  made  with 
respect  to  the  extent  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  respective  Provin- 
cial Chiefs  over  Alumni  associations  organized  or  to  be  established. 
Upon  mature  consideration  it  has  been  deemed  wise  and  expedient, 
in  order  to  subserve  the  best  interests  of  the  fraternity,  espe- 
cially in  the  matter  of  the  work  among  the  Alumni,  to  so  designate 
the  boundaries  of  the  various  provinces  as  to  embrace  every  part 
of  the  United  States.  Accordingly,  said  general  order  of  October 
16,  1 901,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  designate  the  territory  of 
provinces  as  follows : 

Province  I — Alabama  (3),  Florida,  Georgia  (4)  and  Missis- 
sippi, total  Chapters 7 

Province  II — Arizona,  Arkansas,  California  (1),  Colorado 
( 1 ) ,  Indian  Territory,  Louisiana  ( 1 ) ,  Nevada,  New  Mex- 
ico, Oklahoma,  Texas  ( 1 )  and  Utah,  total  Chapters 4 

Province  III — Idaho,  Iowa,  Illinois  (1),  Indiana  (1),  Kansas 
(1),  Michigan  (3),  Minnesota  (1),  Montana,  Nebraska, 
(1),  North  Dakota,  Oregon,  South  Dakota,  Washington, 
Wisconsin  and  Wyoming,  total  Chapters 8 

Province  IV — Connecticut,  Maine  (2),  Massachusetts  (1), 
New  Hampshire,  Rhode  Island  (1)  and  Vermont  (1), 
total  Chapters 5 

Province  V — New  Jersey,  New  York  (3),  Pennsylvania  (3), 
total  Chapters 6 

Province  VI — Delaware,  District  of  Columbia,  Maryland, 
North  Carolina  (2),  South  Carolina  (1),  Virginia  (1)  and 
West  Virginia,  total  Chapters 4 

Province  VII — Ohio,  total  Chapters 6 

Province  VIII — Kentucky,  Missouri  and  Tennessee  (5),  total 
Chapters 5 

Said  executive  action  of  October  16,  1901,  is  also  amended, 
pursuant  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
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Means  of  the  Eighteenth  Congress,  in  Section  6,  so  as  to  require 
the  detailed  reports  from  chapters  to  Provincial  Chiefs  on  May  I 
and  December  I  of  each  year,  and  so  as  to  require  the  Provincial 
Chiefs  to  submit  their  reports  to  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  on  the 
first  days  of  June  and  January  of  each  year.

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FROM  BROTHER  SHIVES.

To  the  Editor  of  Palm  : 

It  was  my  great  pleasure  to  attend  the  thirteenth  annual  State 
conclave  of  the  Ohio  chapters  at  Delaware  on  February  21.  Of 
these  thirteen  annual  meetings  I  have  missed  but  one,  and  I  am 
in  a  position  to  say  that  this  last  conclave  eclipsed  any  we  have 
had. 

The  Delaware  boys  had  all  the  arrangements  fully  in  hand 
even  to  the  minutest  detail,  and  they  fully  demonstrated  my  pre- 
diction of  three  years  ago,  when  I  made  a  strong  appeal  in  their 
behalf  to  the  Grand  Officers  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  Ohio  Beta 
Eta  deserved  a  better  fate  than  seemed  to  be  in  store  for  her  at 
that  time,  and  thanks  be  to  the  three  noble  brothers  whom  I  found 
at  Delaware  three  years  ago  endeavoring  to  keep  the  coals  on  the 
altar  glowing. 

Our  present  chapter  roll  in  this  great  institution  of  learning 
contains  the  names  of  fifteen  active  men,  every  one  of  them  an 
honor  to  our  noble  brotherhood. 

I  arrived  in  Delaware  at  eight  o'clock  Saturday  morning  and 
was  escorted  to  the  pleasant  home  of  Brother  Paul  R.  Hickok,  the 
present  Provincial  Chief  of  Ohio,  a  former  pillar  of  Ohio  Beta 
Mu.  After  breakfast  we  repaired  to  the  spacious  hall  of  Beta  Eta 
and  found  sixty  Ohio  Alpha  Taus  in  a  business  session.  Every 
Ohio  chapter  was  represented  at  this  gathering.

EDWARD  A.  QUINTARD, 


Edward  A.  Quintard,  Tenn.  Omega,  '82,  a  son-in-law  of  the 
late  ex-Governor  Alexander  R.  Shepherd,  died  April  22  at  his 
home,  1622  Twenty-second  street,  Washington,  D.  C,  after  a  brief 
illness,  from  pneumonia. 

Brother  Quintard  was  born  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  June  20,  i860. 
He  was  educated  at  the  University  of  the  South,  Sewanee,  Tenn., 
which  was  founded  by  his  father,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  Todd  Quin- 
tard, ex- Worthy  Grand  Chaplain,  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  who  was 
the  Bishop  of  Tennessee.  He  also  attended  one  of  the  Northern 
universities.  Soon  after  completing  his  studies  Mr.  Quintard  went 
to  Batopilas,  Chihuahua,  Mexico,  where  he  lived  for  twenty-one 
years  in  the  employ  of  Governor  Shepherd.  He  there  made  the 
acquaintance  of  the  Governor's  eldest  daughter.  Their  marriage 
took  place  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  October,  1895.  After  a  resi- 
dence in  this  country  for  a  time  the  couple  returned  to  Batopilas, 
where  Mr.  Quintard  was  an  important  factor  in  the  mining  oper- 
ations. He  succeeded  Governor  Shepherd  as  manager  of  the 
mines. 

Mr.  Quintard  came  to  Washington  only  a  few  weeks  ago. 
He  was  accompanied  by  his  wife  and  three  young  children,  two 
sons  and  a  daughter.  The  eldest  son,  who  was  attending  the  Uni- 
versity at  Sewanee,  Tenn.,  came  home  when  his  parents  arrived 
from  Mexico.  The  purpose  of  the  visit  to  Washington  at  the  time 
was  mainly  on  account  of  the  death  of  Mrs.  Quintard,  but  there 
was  no  apprehension  felt  in  regard  to  Mr.  Quintard.  The  latter 
was  busily  engaged  in  aiding  in  the  preparations  for  the  reception 
of  the  remains  of  Governor  Shepherd.  For  some  days  Mr. 
Quintard  had  not  been  feeling  well,  and  his  attending  physician, 
Dr.  Fry,  announced  that  he  was  suffering  from  pneumonia.  The 
disease  made  rapid  progress.  In  addition  to  the  members  of  his 
immediate  family  Mrs.  Quintard's  aunt,  Mrs.  A.  C.  Bradley,  and 
her  sons  were  at  the  bedside. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  from  his  late  residence.  The 
cortege  proceeded  to  Rock  Creek  Church,  where  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Buck  officiated  in  the  funeral  service.     It  was  in  this  church  that 
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Mr.  and  Mrs.  Quintard  were  married.  Brothers  B.  L.  Wiggins 
and  Dr.  L.  Glazebrook  were  pallbearers. 

The  fraternity  has  good  cause  indeed  to  mourn  for  Brother 
Quintard.  He  was  one  of  the  ten  charter  members  of  Tenn. 
Omega  and  always  took  a  deep  interest  in  her  welfare. 

Dr.  Larkin  Glazebrook  writes  the  Palm  that  Brother  Quin- 
tard called  upon  him  shortly  after  arriving  in  Washington,  and 
together  they  lived  over  again  their  fraternity  life  and  college  days 
of  twenty-two  years  ago.  During  the  evening  Brother  Quintard 
took  a  great  interest  in  the  work  which  he  found  Brother  Glaze- 
brook doing  on  the  Official  Register.

Address  Delivered  at  a  Memorial  Meeting  at  Sewanee  by 
W.  A.  Guerry,  Chaplain  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

A  friendship  of  twenty-one  years,  personal  knowledge  born 
of  daily  contact  and  association  in  classroom  and  on  athletic  field, 
a  love  and  esteem  which  grew  not  less  but  greater  with  the  grow- 
ing years,  make  it  peculiarly  fitting  that  I  should  be  the  one  to 
speak  a  word  of  affectionate  and  tender  regard  for  the  memory 
of  Edward  Augustus  Quintard,  who  for  thirty-five  years  has  been 
closely  and  intimately  connected  with  this  place. 

The  sad  news  which  reached  us  last  Tuesday  of  his  sudden  ill- 
ness and  death  removes  from  our  midst  another  of  Sewanee's 
loyal  sons  and  devoted  alumni.  We  have  had  many  to  pass 
through  these  academic  halls  who  have  felt  that  they  owed  what 
of  fame  or  of  worldly  success  they  had  achieved  to  those  lofty  and 
worthy  conceptions  of  life  which  were  instilled  into  them  here,  but 
in  the  long  list  of  students  and  graduates  who  have  gone  before  I 
know  of  no  one  who  was  more  entirely  a  product  of  Sewanee  than 
Edward  Quintard.  He  came  to  live  here  in  1866,  when  only  a 
child  six  years  old.  Later  he  entered  the  grammar  school  and  the 
University,  graduating  in  1882  with  the  degree  of  B.  S.  With  the 
exception  of  one  year  spent  at  Racine  College  his  entire  education 
was  received  at  Sewanee.  As  a  student  he  was  identified  with 
every  phase  of  college  life.  He  was  both  a  good  student  and  a 
good  athlete.  He  exemplified  in  his  career  that  happy  combina- 
tion, so  rarely  found,  of  strict  attention  to  the  duties  of  the  class- 
room, and  yet  at  the  same  time  he  was  always  the  first  to  lead  in 
the  social  and  athletic  life  of  the  University.  His  home,  whenever 
he  was  on  a  visit  to  Sewanee,  was  the  centre  of  social  life  and  of 
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uninterrupted  hospitality.  A  more  cordial,  genial  and  attentive 
host  it  would  be  difficult  to  imagine. 

To  the  last  he  retained  the  same  keen  interest  in  everything 
that  concerned  the  welfare  of  the  University.  In  his  singular  de- 
votion and  love  for  Sewanee  he  may  be  said  to  have  inherited  a 
full  measure  of  the  spirit  and  faith  of  his  large  hearted  father,  the 
Bishop  of  Tennessee,  whose  labors  in  behalf  of  this  institution 
justly  entitle  him  to  be  called  "the  second  founder  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South."  There  was  no  undertaking  of  a  public  nature 
but  what  Edward  Quintard  was  always  ready  to  lend  his  cheerful 
and  hearty  support,  and  the  student  body  has  cause  to  thank  him 
for  much  kindly  interest  and  generous  aid.  To  a  greater  degree 
than  almost  any  man  I  ever  knew  he  had  the  happy  faculty  of 
making  friends.  Friendship  to  him  was  much  more  than  a  name. 
It  was  a  sacred  tie,  a  lasting  and  indissoluble  bond.  He  knew 
everybody  at  Sewanee  and  in  the  country  for  miles  around,  and 
everybody  knew  him  and  loved  him.  Indeed,  one  could  not  know 
Edward  Quintard  without  loving  him.  Successful  in  business  and 
but  recently  chosen  the  administrative  head  of  a  great  mining  cor- 
poration in  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  he  was  a  man  to  inspire  con- 
fidence and  to  win  admiration.  But  it  was  not  as  the  executive 
head  of  a  large  business  enterprise  that  we  knew  and  loved  Ed- 
ward Quintard,  but  as  the  large  hearted,  loyal  friend,  the  devoted 
alumnus,  the  public  spirited  citizen,  the  earnest,  sincere  and  un- 
pretentious Christian.  As  I  think  of  him  at  this  moment,  cut  off 
so  suddenly  from  wife  and  children  in  the  fullness  of  his  powers, 
and  at  the  very  height  of  his  usefulness,  I  can  only  bow  before  the 
wisdom  of  Almighty  God,  whose  ways  are  not  as  our  ways  and 
whose  thoughts  and  purposes  we  cannot  fathom. 

I  only  know  that  God  is  love,  and,  though  I  cannot  perceive 
the  end  or  the  immediate  purpose  of  his  afflictions,  I  believe  with 
the  Apostle  that  all  things  work  together  for  good  for  them  that 
love  him. 

The  lesson  of  the  hour  for  us  and  for  all  who  have  cause  this 
day  to  mourn  the  loss  of  loved  ones  (for  death  has  come  to  the 
home  of  more  than  one  family  in  our  midst  within  these  last  few 
days — yes,  last  few  hours)  is  one  of  faith,  of  thankfulness  for 
mercies  received,  of  resignation  to  the  Divine  Will,  of  courage  to 
live  and  go  bravely  forward  in  the  path  of  duty  and  of  service, 
calmly  awaiting  the  time  when  the  Master  shall  call  us  to  our 
great  reward  and  we  shall  join  that  innumerable  company  of  high 
and  faithful  souls  who  worship  before  His  Throne,  and  whose 
robes  have  been  washed  and  made  white  in  the  Blood  of  the  Lamb.

The  cause  of  his 
death  was  a  railroad  accident  a  few  miles  from  North  Manches- 
ter, Ind. 

On  October  27th,  1897,  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss 
Mabel  Staufer,  and  to  this  union  was  born  one  son,  who  is  now 
four  years  of  age. 

Wm.  Hagan  united  with  the  Lutheran  Church  of  his  home 
city  when  but  thirteen  years  of  age.  Throughout  his  life  he  was 
a  believer,  and  it  is  said  by  his  mother  that  he  was  constant  to 
his  private  devotions  to  his  latest  days. 

In  1895  he  entered  Wittenberg,  when  he  became  a  member 
of  Ohio  Alpha  Psi  Chapter  of  A.  T.  O.  Of  the  one  hundred  and 
seventeen  men  who  have  been  active  members  of  Ohio  Alpha  Psi, 
Brother  Hagan  was  the  first  one  to  meet  death. 

In  disposition  he  was  genial,  kind  and  affectionate,  and  had 
many  friends  who  mourn  his  loss. 

Brother  Hagan  met  death  suddenly  while  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duty,  the  most  honorable  death  a  man  can  die.

The  Missouri  Legislature  passed  a  bill  recently  which  pro- 
hibits the  wearing  of  emblems  of  secret  societies  by  persons  not 
connected  with  them. 

Several  fraternities  are  compiling  historical  materials  of  their 
inception  and  growth.  Phi  Delta  Theta  has  in  preparation  an 
elaborate  history,  and  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  is  also  busied  in  a  sim- 
ilar work. 

The  Cornell  Chapter  of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  bought  a  house 
last  fall  and  financed  the  undertaking  in  this  way :  Stock  and 
bonds  were  issued,  the  bonds  to  run  thirty  years  at  four  per  cent., 
with  a  deed  of  trust  as  security.  Voting  stock  to  the  amount  of 
twenty  thousand  shares,  par  value  of  $1,  was  provided,  one  share 
going  as  a  bonus  with  each  bond  bought  before  January  1,  the 
rest  being  reserved  for  sale  at  par.  A  loan  of  two  thousand  dol- 
lars was  secured  from  the  general  fraternity  on  a  second  mortgage, 
which  will  be  retired  through  sales  of  stock  and  bonds.  A  sink- 
ing fund  is  provided  and  each  initiate  must  purchase  at  least  one 
twenty-five  dollar  bond. 
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AMONG  THE  COLLEGES. 

The  reported  ambition  of  President  Roosevelt  to  become  the 
head  of  Harvard  University,  his  Alma  Mater,  after  his  second 
term  in  the  executive  chair,  has  as  yet  met  with  no  denial  from  the 
"man  with  iron  in  his  blood."  President  Eliot,  of  Harvard,  is 
quoted  as  saying  that  he  does  not  believe  the  report. 

Many  Cornell  undergraduates  who  left  Ithaca  as  a  result  of 
the  epidemic  were  temporarily  admitted  to  Columbia  University. 
President  Butler  welcomed  the  homeless  ones,  and  all  courtesies 
were  extended  to  them.  The  fraternity  men  in  the  number  affili- 
ated with  the  Columbia  chapters. 

The  founder  of  the  Yale  News,  the  oldest  college  paper  in 
the  country,  Herbert  W.  Bowen,  has  been  much  in  the  public  eye 
of  late  owing  to  his  connection  with  Venezuelan  matters,  to  which 
country  he  was  our  Minister.  Mr.  Bowen  left  Yale  in  his  Junior 
year  on  acount  of  a  little  dispute  with  a  dignified  professor  over  a 
"beaver"  hat.  We  are  not  told  that  the  future  diplomat  "shied"  a 
brick  at  the  aforesaid  ' 'beaver,"  but  at  any  rate  there  is  said  to  be 
a  movement  under  way  at  Yale  to  give  him  the  diploma  he  lost 
through  lack  of  tact. 

The  Sophomore  class  at  Cornell  captured  some  sixty  Fresh- 
men on  the  eve  of  the  latter's  banquet,  paroling  forty  and  con- 
fining the  others  in  a  barn.  To  add  to  the  degradation  of  the  pris- 
oners they  were  painted  in  fantastic  colors  the  night  before  the 
spread  and  marched  to  the  city  opera  house  to  witness  a  play. 

Freshmen  at  Syracuse,  in  token  of  disapproval  of  Chancellor 
Day's  suspension  of  the  class  and  abolition  of  "moving  up  day" 
privileges,  plugged  the  chapel  organ  and  voted  to  cut  out  chapel 
for  the  rest  of  the  year.  We  regret  to  add  that  the  co-eds  were 
blandished  into  joining  in  the  untoward  acts. 

We  make  the  following  prediction  on  the  college  baseball  sea- 
son: While  Yale  has  the  best  team  since  the  winner  of  1898  and 
is  sure  of  again  capturing  the  college  baseball  honors,  Harvard  has 
a  team  that  cannot  be  beaten,  barring  physical  drubbing  at  the 
hands  of  "townies" ;  and  old  Penn  is  once  again  in  the  lists  with  a 
formidable  lot  of  youngsters,  who  are  as  certain  to  win  out  over  all 
competitors  as  the  Princeton  team  is  not  to  face  a  single  defeat,  and 
as  for  the  Cornell  team,  we  can  state  positively  that  they  will  win. 
We  are  willing  to  stand  or  fall  with  the  forecast.

Last  June  half  the  country  was  talking  of  the  wonderful 
experiments  which  Dr.  E.  P.  Lyon  had  performed  on  the  hearts 
of  animals  before  the  students  of  Chicago  University.  Alpha 
Taus  who  read  what  the  newspapers  had  to  say  of  him,  and 
did  not  stop  to  think,  mentally  congratulated  this  well  known 
member  of  the  High  Council  and  ex-Province  Chief,  and  the 
unthinking  everywhere  blessed  the  man  who  had  discovered 
the  power  of  restoring  life. 

Dr.  Lyon  was  born  in  Hillsdale  County,  Mich.,  in  1867. 
His  father's  death  threw  the  boy  on  his  own  resources  at  an 
early  age  and  his  subsequent  success  is  due  almost  entirely  to 
his  own  strong  will.  He  graduated  from  the  Hillsdale  High 
School  in  1884  and  then  began  to  lay  plans  for  college.  Every 
cent  had  to  be  earned  and  saved  if  he  were  to  go.  For  eighteen 
months  he  drove  a  milk  wagon  in  Chicago  and  by  the  further 
earnings  of  book-keeping  and  teaching  he  was  able  to  enter 
Hillsdale  College  in  1886.  Here,  through  Prof.  Frank  Smith, 
now  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  became  interested  in  biology 
and  stuck  grimly  through  many  difficulties  to  his  college 
course.  He  was  assistant  in  biology  from  1890  to  1892,  when 
he  took  his  A.  B.  Degree.  He  then  taught  science  in  the  Har- 
vard School  at  Chicago  for  four  years.  In  1894  Dr.  Lyon  en- 
tered Chicago  University  for  graduate  work  in  physiology  and 
divided  his  time  between  this  work  and  the  Harvard  School. 
Later  he  was  given  a  fellowship  and  soon  became  the  favorite 
pupil  of  Professor  Jacques  Loeh,  the  famous  physiologist. 

Ph.  D.,  magna  cum  laude  came  to  the  tireless  worker  in 
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1897.  His  thesis  was  "A  Contribution  to  the  Physiology  of 
Compensatory  Motions."  During  the  next  three  years  Bro. 
Lyon  was  head  of  the  biology  department  of  the  Bradley  Poly- 
technic Institute  at  Peoria,  111. 

In  the  summer  of  1894  Dr.  Lyon  was  biologist  of  the  Cook 
Greeland  Expedition.  This  expedition,  it  may  be  remembered 
is  the  one  which  had  so  many  difficulties.  They  first  ran  into 
an  iceberg  near  Labrador  and  later  lost  their  ship  on  a  Green- 
laid  reef.  The  party  of  ninety-seven  people  returned  to  civili- 
zation on  a  small  fishing  schooner,  living  for  two  weeks  on 
salt  halibut  and  sleeping  in  the  hold  on  piles  of  fish.  One  of 
the  professors  of  the  party  epitomized  the  situation  in  these 
words :  "  A  layer  of  salt,  then  a  layer  of  halibut,  then  a  layer 
of  salt,  then  a  layer  of  suckers." 

Dr.  Lyon  has  been  Assistant  Professor  of  Physiology  of 
Rush  Medical  College,  to  which  John  D.  Rockefeller  has  just 
given  one  million  dollars  since  its  incorporation  with  Chicago 
University,  since  1900,  and  has  had  the  same  position  in  Chi- 
cago University  since  1891  and  has  been  acting  head  of  the 
department  since  Dr.  Loeh's  resignation  in  December,  1902. 
He  is  also  on  the  staff  of  the  Marine  Biological  Labratory  at 
Wood  Hale,  Mass. 

Brother  Lyon  is  a  charter  member  of  Michigan  Beta  Kappa. 
He  was  married  in  1897  to  Miss  Nell  P.  Eastman,  of  Limerick, 
Me.  He  has  no  children,  but  is  proud  of  being  father  to  Mich- 
igan Beta  Omicron,  Michigan  Beta  Lambda,  Illinois  Gamma 
Zeta,  and  Minnesota  Gamma  Nu.

Chicago,  June  6. — Hearts  of  dogs,  pigs  and  rabbits  in 
glass  jars,  all  pulsating  and  driving  blood  through  glass  tubes 
into  lungs,  is  a  part  of  the  spectacle  presented  in  the  labratory 
of  Professor  Elias  P.  Lyon,  of  the  Physiology  Department  of 
the  University  of  Chicago.  These  organs  have  been  removed 
from  dead  animals,  and  are  made  to  beat  in  a  normal  manner 
without  the  use  of  stimulants,  which  Dr.  Loeb  and  others  dis- 
covered. 

"Why,"  argue  the  research  workers,  "since  the  heart  taken 
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from  the  body  of  a  slaughtered  animal  can  be  made  to  resume 
its  motion,  should  not  one  be  able  to  cause  the  heart  in  the  body 
of  an  animal  that  has  died  a  natural  death  to  pulsate  anew,  and 
so  put  life  again  into  the  body?" 

Although  Dr.  Lyon  disclaims  the  honor  of  being  the  first 
to  discover  that  a  heart  could  be  made  without  stimulants  to 
perform  its  normal  functions  after  having  been  removed  from 
the  body,  his  experiments  have  been  carried  to  a  more  success- 
ful conclusion  than  any  heretofore  made. 

He  takes  the  heart  from  the  body  of  a  dog,  places  it  in  a  jar, 
and  attaches  thereto  a  loop  of  glass  tubing  to  which  the  ani- 
mal's lungs  are  also  attached.  The  chambers  of  the  heart  are 
then  filled  with  defibrinated  blood.  Defibrinated  blood  is  that 
from  which  has  been  taken  the  fibrin — the  property  which 
causes  it  to  coagulate.  The  fibrin  can  be  removed  without 
affecting  in  any  way  the  chemical  properties  of  the  blood.  It  is 
removed  by  simply  stirring  the  cooled-off  blood  with  a  glass 
rod.     The  fibrin  coagulates  on  the  rod. 

When  this  blood  is  again  placed  in  the  heart,  the  organ  re- 
sumes its  pulsations.  In  order  to  keep  the  heart  in  motion  the 
blood  must  be  aerated.  This  is  done  either  by  pumping  air  into 
the  lungs  or  by  allowing  air  to  enter  one  of  the  chambers  of  the 
heart  through  a  tube.

Chicago,  June  3. — That  the  heart  is  independent  of  the 
central  nervous  system  and  can  be  made  to  pump  blood  through 
an  artificial  circulation  even  when  removed  from  the  body  has 
been  demonstrated  to  students  of  the  University  of  Chicago  by 
a  striking  experiment  performed  by  Professor  Elias  P.  Lyon, 
of  the  Department  of  Physiology. 

Professor  Lyon  has  been  able  not  merely  to  make  pieces  of 
hearts  pulsate  in  salt  solutions  and  in  the  air,  as  was  done  by 
Professor  Jacques  Loeb  and  Professor  Lingle,  but  by  the  ar- 
rangement of  suitable  apparatus  he  has  caused  the  heart  of  a 
dog  to  pump  blood  through  itself,  a  pair  of  lungs  and  a  loop  of 
tubing  over  four  feet  high. 
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Wood  Hole,  Mass.,  July  5,  1903. 

Dear  Bro  : — I  hardly  know  what  to  say  in  reply  to  your 
recent  letter.  I  certainly  appreciate  the  kind- things  you  say, 
but  as  to  that  "heart  business" — it  was  a  clear  case  of  yellows. 
I  gave  a  demonstration  one  day  of  some  familiar  facts  concern- 
ing the  heart.  About  the  same  time  I  went  to  the  stock  yards 
several  times  to  see  if  the  hearts  of  slaughtered  animals  there 
could  be  caused  to  beat  by  methods  known,  (and  in  the  devel- 
opment of  which  I  had  no  part.)  The  reporter  got  hold  of 
these  facts  and  built  up  his  story.  When  he  came  to  see  me  I 
told  him  I  had  done  no  original  thing — or  at  least  that  very 
little  in  the  method  was  original.  I  even  gave  him  a  written 
statement  that  the  experiments  involved  no  new  principles. 
But  it  had  no  effect.  He  let  his  imagination  run — at,  doubt- 
less, so  much  a  column.  The  newspaper  men  have  found  that 
our  labratory  at  Chicago  is  a  good  place  to  start  stories.  Every 
man  connected  with  it  has  been  a  victim  once  or  more.  In  only 
one  case  that  I  know  of  have  the  facts  been  correctly  reported 
or  with  the  consent  of  the  investigator  concerned.  Some  have 
even  tried  writing  out  signed  statements.  It  made  no  differ- 
ence. The  reporter  always  added  the  needed  "human  interest." 
Professor  Loeb  was  a  repeated  sufferer;  so  much  so,  indeed, 
that  many  got  the  idea  that  he  was  a  notoriety  hunter.  I  hap- 
pen to  know  that  the  stories  about  him  were  always  published 
without  his  consent — at  least,  he  never  talked  to  reporters  but 
once;  and  then  the  misrepresentation  was  greater  than  ever. 
"If  you  see  it  in  the  paper,  it's  a  lie,"  is  a  proposition  easy  of 
defense  nowadays. 

The  matter  has  its  serious  as  well  as  its  annoying  side.  A 
short  time  ago  glowing  accounts  were  published  of  great  dis- 
coveries by  Dr.  L.  A.  Mathews,  "sure  cure  for  tetanus,  locomo- 
tor ataxia,"  etc.  There  was  a  basis  of  truth  in  that  he  had 
been  successful  as  regards  tetanus  on  some  rabbits.  But  the 
experiments  were  in  too  raw  a  condition  for  publication,  to  say 
nothing  of  application  to  man.  Nothing  of  that  was  stated  in 
the  papers.  As  a  result  he  was  overwhelmed  with  letters 
from  bedridden  and  despondent  people  to  whom  the  reports 
gave  a  false  hope.  More  than  that,  poor  people  came  long  dis- 
tances to  Chicago  to  see  him.     I  have  received  letters  from 
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ignorant  people,  who  in  all  sincerity,  I  am  sure,  asked  me  to 
bring  their  dead  friends  back  to  life.  "It  seems  to  me,"  writes 
one  who  is  "a  poor,  heartbroken  mother,"  "that  if  you  could 
bring  the  heart  to  pulsation,  God  will  allow  the  soul  to  animate 
the  body." 

Then,  every  time  one  of  these  stories  comes  out  it  gives  the 
quacks  and  charlatans  a  chance  to  advertise.  I  have  seen  the 
full  page  ad.  of  a  Chicago  humbug,  who  says  he  discovered  that 
"electricity  is  life"  three  years  before  Loeb  announced  the  same 
— (which  he  didn't  announce  by  the  way;  that  was  another 
fake). 

Now,  what  I  started  to  say  is  this :  I  have  published  some 
original  physiological  papers,  but  none  on  the  heart.  My  work 
has  been  chiefly  on  certain  functions  of  the  ear  and  on  experi- 
mental embryology.  I  have  never  discovered  any  cure  for 
snake  bite,  poverty  or  love  sickness.  I  may  some  day  work  on 
the  hearts,  and  when  I  do  nothing  will  give  me  greater  pleasure 
than  to  experiment  on  the  hearts  of  Chicago  newspaper  re- 
porters.

"THE  INFLUENCES  OF  THE  COLLEGE  FRATERNITY." 

On  a  day  of  January  a  group  of  young  men  at  Stanford 
University  laid  their  coats  upon  the  grass  or  on  the  broad 
veranda  of  their  club-house,  and  began  a  game  of  catch  with  a 
base  ball.  A  carriage  drove  by,  with  one  passenger,  evidently 
a  stranger,  enjoying  a  view  of  the  university  grounds,  and  be- 
lieving all  that  the  driver  told  him.  The  visitor  was  unmis- 
takably an  Englishman.  He  halted  his  carriage  and  with  a 
genial  brown-whiskered  smile  and  broad  accent  hailed  the 
student  nearest  him,  begged  a  thousand  pardons,  and  asked  to 
be  shown  the  ball. 

Every  American  newsboy  knows  that  every  American  base- 
ball is  covered  by  two  equal  pieces  of  hide,  shaped  like  a  figure 
eight.  This  little  design  was  a  marvel  of  amusement  to  the 
frank-eyed,  hearty  Britisher.  Out  came  his  note-book.  The 
college  men  surrounded  him,  and  took  notes  of  their  own,  but 
not  in  a  book.  The  tourist  was  a  novelty  to  them  as  the  ball 
had  been  to  him.  It  was  lunch-time.  The  driver  was  paid  and 
sent  away,  while  the  tourist  was  carried,  bewildered,  up  the 
steps,  through  the  open  doors  of  the  house  and  led  to  a  chair  at 
the  head  of  a  long  dining-table.  Twenty-one  college  boys  sang, 
while  deft  Chinese  came  and  went  with  the  courses  of  luncheon. 

The  visitor  proved  himself  a  good  fellow.  On  demand,  he 
said  something  of  India  and  of  Australia,  which  he  had  seen, 
but  the  best  that  he  said  was  of  America,  which  he  was  begin- 
ning to  see.  He  boasted  the  oaks  of  Sherwood  forest  until  the 
twenty-one  assured  him  that  they  could  all  sleep  within  one 
fragrant  trunk  of  the  sequoia. 

The  topic  turned  to  college  clubs,  for  the  traveller  was 
politely  curious.  His  note-book  could  have  been  twice  filled 
that  afternoon.  His  questions  were  eager,  often  innocent  and 
amusing ;  and  the  answers  were  enthusiastic.  He  tried  to  inter- 
pret many  things  in  terms  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  Eton  and 
Rugby — but  he  had  stumbled  upon  a  new  species. 

In  coming  to  a  chapter  house  of  an  American  college  fra- 
ternity, he  had  found  a  social  institution  peculiarly  American. 
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There  are  to-day  as  many  as  twenty-five  regular  national  or 
intercollegiate  fraternities,  established,  roughly  speaking,  be 
tween  the  years  1820  and  1870.  Each  is  named  by  two  or  by 
three  Greek  letters.  Each  is  made  up  of  local  clubs  in  various 
colleges,  some  having  more  than  sixty  branches,  while  the  aver 
age  number  is  about  thirty.  More  than  one  hundred  and  sixty 
thousand  college  men  have  owed  their  allegiance  to  one  or  an- 
other of  the  Greek  letter  societies.  This  represents  only  a  frac- 
tion of  the  total  number  of  men  who  have  attended  college ;  per- 
haps we  may  name  thirty  per  cent,  as  a  typical  proportion  in  a 
college  of  to-day.  Exactly  what  it  means  to  be  of  this  minor- 
ity will  always  interest  college  students  and  students  of  col- 
leges. 

The  chapter,  or  unit,  of  the  national  fraternity  is  generally 
a  club  of  about  twenty  men,  who  club  together  for  social  pur- 
poses, seeking  mutual  encouragement  and  strength  of  numbers. 
Where  the  dormitory  system  is  strongly  intrenched  the  system 
of  fraternity  homes  is  not  found  fully  developed,  but  the  pre- 
vailing tendency  of  fraternities  everywhere  is  toward  the  chap- 
ter home — a  house  where  its  members  eat,  sleep,  study,  play  and 
entertain. 

The  social  unit  is  founded  on  an  economic  principle. 
Twenty  men  can  obtain  more  for  their  money  by  spending  it 
together ;  therefore  can  be  more  to  their  taste. 

The  amount  which  men  might  pay  individually  for  rent,  or 
for  furniture  to  be  cast  aside,  will  in  time  pay  for  permanent 
lodgings,  well-fitted,  for  rugs,  lounges,  portraits,  pianos  and 
shower  baths. 

The  freshman  coming  to  college  finds  a  dozen  groups  of 
men  living  there  in  homes  of  their  own ;  jolly,  energetic,  self- 
respecting,  and  mutual  encouraging — a  sort  of  self-constituted 
aristocracy.  The  freshman  will  be  sought  by  the  societies  who 
consider  him  "good  material."  No  more  definite  phrase  can  be 
used.  The  popular  notion  is  that  good  looks,  a  good  family,  or 
athletic  promise  will  win  for  a  freshman  his  desired  "bid."  The 
best  fraternities  judge  a  man  aside  from  his  superficial  quali- 
ties. Where  money,  or  muscle,  or  clothes  or  cleverness  alone 
are  weighed,  the  result  will  be  poor,  for  any  artificial  standard 
brings  degeneracy.     In  general  it  is  true  that  men  can  find  the 
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3bft  of  companions  they  seek.  There  is  a  possibility  of  error 
during  the  period  of  rushing.  This  is  a  time  of  courtship.  It 
can  be  made  a  time  of  senile  flattery  and  fondling  upon  one 
side,  and  of  truckling  and  deceit  upon  the  other ;  or  it  may  be 
made  a  period  of  manly  and  straightforward  good-fellowship ; 
but  men  who  wish  to  become  honestly  acquainted,  to  be  known 
for  what  they  are,  to  choose  natural  friends  and  to  be  naturally 
chosen.  The  excitement  and  rivalry  of  the  rushing  season 
tend  to  artificial  friendships.  The  successful  fraternity  will 
make  its  courtship  always  natural,  based  on  real  friendship. 
You  cannot  make  a  real  brother  of  a  man  by  coming  behind 
him  unexpectedly,  slapping  him  on  the  back  and  telling  him  he 
is  elected ;  nor  by  initiating  children  from  the  kindergarten. 
The  fraternity  which  conforms  its  bidding  to  the  growth  of 
natural  affection  and  congeniality  will  always  ideal  friendship. 
Otherwise  the  "frat"  is  a  social  tyrant,  bestowing  favors  capri- 
ciously. 

His  initiation  is  an  event  in  the  freshman's  life.  This  cere- 
mony is  a  matter  of  some  mystery  and  seriousness.  It  may 
include  a  week  of  penance,  with  a  bit  of  physical  discipline 
where  this  is  needed.  The  ceremony  itself  is  made  memorable. 
The  freshman  learns  what  the  fraternity  means  and  what  it  ex- 
pects of  him.  A  man  will  be  impressed  by  that  which  he  hears 
when  he  is  initiated,  and  most  fraternities  tell  him  the  right 
sort  of  thing. 

Life  in  a  home  with  congenial,  enthusiastic  fellow-students, 
is  an  inspiration.  It  should  stand  in  a  trinity  with  the  home 
from  which  the  student  has  come,  and  the  home  which  he  will 
some  day  found.  Yet  it  has  a  peculiar  charm  of  its  own.  He 
is  with  equals,  with  rivals  and  comrades  of  his  own  choosing. 
His  twenty  chums  are  not  all  of  a  pattern ;  they  have  much  in 
common,  but  they  may  include  extremes  of  personality.  Only 
notes  of  different  pitch  can  make  a  chord.  Congeniality  and 
not  similarity  is  the  standard  which  determines  his  companions. 
This  can  produce  the  highest  social  development. 

The  chapter  will  have  a  double  influence  on  the  college 
man.  It  works  for  conformity,  but  not  at  any  loss  of  indi- 
viduality. The  freshman  will  find  that  he  has  entered  a  crowd 
which  means  to  train  him.     He  will  receive  much  advice;  but 
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he  will  absorb  more  unconsciously.  He  will  imitate  his  fel- 
lows, because  he  admires  them.  He  will  conform  in  speech,  in 
dress,  in  habits.  A  freshman  in  college  can  be  spotted  in  a 
dozen  ways.  It  is  the  fraternity  freshman  who  first  loses  this 
'Verdancy."  Few  influences  excel  that  of  the  fraternity  house 
in  training  and  in  development  of  character,  for  good  or  for 
bad.  The  greatest  power  is  natural  toward  those  things  which 
are  best  in  the  world.  Self-conceit  cannot  be  whipped  from  a 
man,  nor  can  he  be  argued  out  of  it ;  but  it  can  be  dissolved  by 
the  slow  force  of  fraternity  life.  Hypocrisy  is  hated  by  healthy 
young  fellows.  A  selfish  man,  a  crabbed  morose  chap,  or  a 
spoiled  pet,  will  find  no  indulgence  in  the  chapter  house.  They 
will  be  frankly  analyzed  and  criticized.  The  "star"  freshman 
who  fancies  himself  perfect  after  the  rushing  season  soon 
awakens  to  the  fact  that  he  has  much  to  learn,  and  comes 
heartily  to  wish  for  improvement.  Very  little  of  the  so-called 
"hazing"  is  necessary  to  accomplish  this  result.  Moral  force 
is  the  weapon ;  though  it  depends  for  effectiveness  on  a  mus- 
cular delegation  of  sophomores. 

Freshmen  well  disciplined  will  forever  through  college  real- 
ize the  need  of  cohesion  and  control ;  they  will  be  most  capable 
of  guiding  the  future  classes.  A  chapter  is  never  as  weak  as  its 
weakest  member.  The  men  support  each  other  by  his  strongest 
quality.  A  chapter  can  assimilate  and  develop  men  who  are 
deficient  in  one  point  or  another.  A.  C.  Carlyle  could  be  en- 
dured for  the  sake  of  his  literary  work.  The  non-grammar  of 
Jones  is  coaxed  out  of  him  while  he  teaches  the  others  to  box. 

The  influence  of  the  chapter  is  not  merely  negative  and 
repressive.  There  is  a  profound  stimulus,  a  pressure  forward. 
Every  man  encourages  the  next  man's  talent.  The  entire  chap- 
ter will  work  and  hope  steadily  for  each  member's  success; 
whether  he  be  foot-ball  player,  musician,  chemist,  or  journal- 
ist. Every  freshman  is  ordered  to  come  out  for  something,  be 
it  Phi  Beta  Kappa  ,the  hurdles,  or  the  mandolin  club. 

Lambda  Nu  is  everything,  and  every  Lambda  Nu  is  some- 
thing," is  the  sort  of  motto  that  a  good  chapter  is  apt  to  have. 

At  no  place  can  discussions  be  more  frank,  sincere  and  well 
meant  than  in  a  chapter  house  talk.  Men  may  come  from  oppo- 
site sides  of  the  continent,  men  differing  in  experience,  in  polit-

cial,  social,  religious  views.  College  alone  might  not  reconcile 
such  elements.  The  largest  colleges  of  America  have  as  many 
circles,  creeds  and  antagonistic  units  as  the  world  itself.  But 
when  these  elements  occur  in  a  small  coterie  founded  on  friend- 
ship and  equality,  and  blend  as  they  can  blend  in  a  good  chap- 
ter house,  the  result  is  broadening,  and  uplifting  to  every  indi- 
vidual. One  knows  something  of  the  Southern  planter  from 
living  with  his  son  three  years,  something  of  the  boy  from  the 
West  and  the  young  Vermonter  that  can  never  be  learned  in 
casual  meeting  for  study,  business  or  society. 

Chapter  life  means  years  of  family  life  arid  of  business  part- 
nership at  the  same  time.  The  fraternity  man  acquires  execu- 
tive power.  As  a  freshman  he  learns  to  obey,  as  an  upperclass- 
man  1o  command.  He  learns  the  work  of  committees,  and  he 
may  in  turn  serve  as  a  treasurer,  steward  and  president.  He 
has  learned  to  estimate  a  man  in  a  glance,  he  can  force,  per- 
suade, threaten,  conciliate. 

Perhaps  the  most  noticeable  influence  of  the  average  chap- 
ter upon  its  members  is  the  social  stimulus  which  they  receive. 
The  fraternities  are  expected  naturally  to  take  a  lead  in  the 
social  affairs  of  the  college  community.  Admittance  to  a  fra- 
ternity means  that  a  known  organization  has  stamped  its  ap- 
proval upon  a  man.  It  follows  that  the  boy  who  never  spoke 
ten  consecutive  words  to  a  young  lady  is  corralled  by  his  mates, 
encased  in  evening  dress  and  carted  off  to  his  first  reception, 
perhaps  to  make  the  hit  of  his  life.  The  sporty  chap  who  has 
been  "in  society"  since  kindergarten  is  told  in  just  how  many 
ways  college  differs  from  high  school.  If  necessary  his  social 
strides  are  checked  by  his  watchful  frat-brothers.  The  trend 
of  fraternity  influence  is  to  make  him  dignified  and  consider- 
ate. His  conversation  must  be  as  sane  as  is  consistent  with  re- 
ception chat.  He  is  meeting  the  sisters  and  the  aunts  of  his 
brothers.  It  is  not  inconceivable  that  one's  brother  in  college 
may  become  one's  brother-in-law. 

In  general  the  most  fortunate  chapter  is  that  which  has 
asked  the  mother  of  one  of  its  members  to  occupy  a  room  in 
the  house  and  sit  at  the  dinner  table.  The  chapter  mother  is 
most  appreciated  in  a  co-educational  college  community.  In 
this  position  lurk  infinite  possibilities  for  success  or  for  failure. 
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A  matron  with  nerves  or  whims  could  become  an  ogre  to  a 
houseful  of  fellows,  and  make  herself  supremely  miserable. 
But  a  wise  choice  is  generally  made,  and  then  a  lady  of  tact  and 
dignity  wins  her  way  surely  to  the  hearts  of  all  her  adopted 
"boys,"  and  her  power  to  influence  their  lives  is  greater  than 
that  of  any  number  of  speaking  reformers.  Her  hands  find 
flowers  for  the  table  and  curtains  for  a  bare  window.  She  can 
direct  the  servants  as  to  the  details  which  a  man  could  never 
notice.  Her  advice  will  not  come  unasked,  but  it  will  be  sought 
and  loved.  Many  a  man  comes  to  college  without  having  had  a 
home  of  refinement.    He  may  find  it  in  his  fraternity. 

But  it  is  what  the  men  do  for  each  other  that  makes  the 
basis  of  fraternity  influence.  Self-sacrifice  and  loyalty  for  the 
common  cause  is  a  lesson  which  must  be  learned  if  one  is  a 
good  fraternity  man.  The  attitude  thus  developed  will  be  car- 
ried out  toward  college  and  toward  the  world. 

There  is  good  and  evil  in  fraternity  life  as  in  all  else.  The 
system  itself  is  neither  inherently  perfect,  nor  inherently  per- 
nicious. A  chapter  may  drift  from  its  standard  of  work,  and 
become  a  crowd  of  sports  and  loafers.  The  charge  has  been 
made  that  chapter  life  encourages  this;  but  that  is  no  more 
true  than  that  trade  encourages  cheating. 

In  a  poor  chapter,  men  will  send  freshmen  to  class  to  take 
notes;  they  will  devote  themselves  to  a  good  time  at  the  cost 
of  work.  That  is  not  fraternity  but  degeneracy.  A  young 
instructor  who  is  loyal  to  his  chapter  will  be  especially  severe, 
rather  than  lenient,  with  his  young  frat  brothers. 

It  has  been  charged  that  the  fraternities  are  a  pernicious 
monopoly  of  social  affairs.  Any  combination  may  grow  beyond 
its  legitimate  field,  and  become  a  trust.  But  a  fraternity  which 
has  forgotten  its  "noblesse  oblige"  is  not  our  best  type.  At 
many  a  college  there  is  feud  between  fraternity  and  "barba- 
rian" elements.  Much  of  this  hostility  is  unreasoning.  Many 
a  freshman  who  hears  a  classmate  revile  the  "conceited  frats" 
lives  to  see  that  man  crown  his  senior  year  by  joining  or  form- 
ing a  new  crowd,  struggling  for  recognition.  One  great  Amer- 
ican university  to-day  excludes  the  Greek-letter  fraternities; 
yet  Princeton  is  not  without  her  societies,  her  dining  clubs,  her 
coveted  distinctions,  and  her  "hat-band"  cliques  and  problems. 
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The  proposal  of  authorities  at  Toronto  to  lease  land  for  chap- 
ter-house building  has  been  opposed  by  Canadian  writers  who 
contend  that  only  public  meeting  places  should  be  allowed. 
This  opposition  rests  on  a  fallacy.  Anyone  may  found  a  soci- 
ety to  his  liking.  The  chapter  is  only  one  sort  of  natural  or- 
ganization. It  can  do  things  for  men  that  larger  unwieldy 
groups  cannot  accomplish. 

It  has  been  claimed  that  fraternity  life  makes  a  disunited 
college.  Cornell,  with  twenty-one  chapters  is  a  living  refuta- 
tion. A  mass  will  not  be  less  coherent  because  its  atoms  are 
grouped  in  molecules.  The  best  chapters  realize  that  they  are 
a  part  of  their  college,  and  not  apart  from  it.  Through  the 
chapters  a  faculty  can  control  the  student-body  for  no  student 
willingly  dishonors  his  fraternity. 

Hostility  to  fraternities  is  directed  chiefly  against  the 
secrecy  which  surrounds  most  of  them.  Nearly  all  have  a 
secret  grip,  motto,  ritual  and  passwords.  Some  keep  their  pub- 
lications secret.  This  feature  of  mystery  has  a  certain  charm. 
A  degree  of  business  privacy  is  any  man's  right,  and  the  lan- 
guage of  lovers  is  said  to  be  sweeter  because  of  a  little  nonsense 
known  only  to  two.  The  feature  of  secrecy  has  at  times  been 
carried  far  beyond  this  point ;  it  is  evil  when  it  results  in  Mafia 
pledges  and  a  blind  struggle  for  undeserved  honors.  Secrecy 
for  the  sake  of  a  secret  has  to-day  been  left  largely  to  sopho- 
more clubs  or  preparatory  school  "frats."  Most  fraternity  men 
prefer  the  name  fraternity  to  that  of  secret  society. 

One  may  ask,  is  there  need  of  a  national  bond  between  these 
college  homes?  It  is  the  national  order  which  works  for  sta- 
bility and  a  set  purpose.  New  branches  will  be  founded  re- 
sembling the  old.  By  annual  conventions  delegates  meet  from 
many  colleges,  and  the  result  is  eminently  democratic  and 
broadening.  In  alumni  catalogs  and  magazines  one  reads  the 
record  of  those  who  preceded  him,  successful  to-day,  prominent 
perhaps  in  public  life.  By  an  exchange  of  visits  with  neighbor- 
ing chapters  the  fraternity  man  sees  that  men  of  other  colleges 
are  likewise  human.  He  has  a  ready  introduction  through  his 
pin.  He  need  never  feel  an  offishness,  a  hostility  toward  the 
college  that  rivals  his  own. 

This  feeling  of  kinship  is  not  limited  to  his  own  fraternity. 
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To  all  Greeks  he  is  a  marked  man.  Petty  jealousy  remembered 
with  a  laugh  and  a  handshake.  The  common  sympathy  of  "all 
Greeks"  is  proved  in  daily  life,  in  travel,  in  every  college  re- 
view. It  is  shown  in  the  act  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Society, 
which  has  invited  men  of  any  fraternity  to  describe  their  com- 
mon experience. 

As  this  paragraph  is  written,  the  writer  looks  from  the  sum- 
mit of  a  peak  in  the  White  Mountains  of  New  Hampshire.  A 
trail,  blazed  by  many  a  traveler  marks  and  makes  easy  an  ascent 
through  forest  and  snow.  College  life  is  a  climb.  A  freshman 
may  find  rocks,  ravines  and  underbrush.  He  may  waste  steps 
alone.  Fraternity  life  is  a  blazed  trail,  leading  him  to  one  peak 
or  to  another.  Men  who  preceded  him  have  chosen  their  path ; 
indicated  their  standard,  provided  help  along  the  way.  More- 
over, a  congenial  number  follows  with  him.  Whatever  desti- 
nation they  seek  will  be  reached  more  surely,  more  pleasantly. 
The  fraternity  hastens  evolutions,  for  good  or  for  bad.  It 
makes  work  and  culture  easier,  or  it  can  make  dissipation  and 
decay  more  rapid.  An  institution  with  such  power  should  be 
nurtured.  Its  capacity  for  good  should  be  deveolped.  The 
chapter  house  at  college  should  be  studied  as  well  as  Hull 
House  of  the  slums.  It  is  a  permanent  and  efficient  factor  in 
college  life,  which  cannot  be  supplied  by  the  haphazard  of  the 
dormitory  and  lunch-counter. 

The  college  fraternity  is  American.  It  tends  to  produce  an 
aristocratic  socialist.  A  man  can  learn  through  fraternity  life 
the  equality  of  equals,  and  the  welfare  of  the  majority  as  well 
as  the  value  of  an  energetic  and  favored  minority.

THE  PRIZE  WINNER. 

Fletcher  Bernard  Wagner  is  a  member  of  Delta  Upsilon, 
from  Stanford  University. 

At  the  Indianapolis  High  School  he  won  the  local  oratorical 
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contest,  was  president  of  the  Senate,  editor  of  the  Annual, 
and  of  the  weekly  Comet.  He  founded  and  edited  the  Daily 
Echo,  and  secured  its  continuation  as  a  school  publication.  The 
Echo  is  the  only  daily  paper  printed  by  a  preparatory  school, 
and  has  now  reached  its  sixth  year,  equalling  in  size  any  of  the 
fourteen  college  dailies  of  the  United  States. 

At  Stanford  University  Mr.  Wagner  was  on  the  staff  of  the 
Sequoia,  the  Chaparral,  and  the  Daily  Palo  Alto.  He  wrote 
the  out-door  celebration  of  the  1902  Junior  Class,  and  collabor- 
ating with  H.  R.  Johnson,  wrote  the  1903  comedy,  "Topu, 
Stanford,  2903,"  which  was  elaborately  stages  and  presented  in 
the  Assembly  Hall  by  a  cast  of  twenty  students.  He  has  since 
written  the  words  and  music  of  a  number  of  Stanford  songs. 

Mr.  Wagner  was  a  member  of  a  winning  team  in  the  inter- 
class  debate,  and  of  the  intercollegiate  team  against  the  Univer- 
sity of  California.  At  Berkeley,  in  February,  1902,  he  won  for 
Stanford  the  Carnot  medal.  This  gold  medal  is  offered  annu- 
ally by  Baron  de  Coubertin,  of  France,  to  be  competed  for  by 
chosen  representatives  from  Stanford  and  from  the  University 
of  California.  It  is  considered  the  highest  debating  honor  on 
the  Pacific  Coast.  The  journal  of  the  opposing  university  said 
of  Wagner's  speech :  "  It  was  probably  the  finest  oration  ever 
delivered  in  a  Carnot  debate." 

Mr.  Wagner  has  now  completed  one  year  in  the  Harvard 
Law  School.  He  was  one  of  the  three  men  chosen  by  compe- 
tition to  represent  Harvard  in  the  annual  debate  against  Yale, 
March  23,  1903.  In  that  contest  Harvard  was  victorious  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the  judges,  both  on  argument  and  presenta- 
tion. Mr.  Wagner  intends  to  graduate  from  the  Harvard  Law 
School,  and  enter  the  practise  of  law. 


TALKS  TO  THE  BOYS. 

Chapter  letters  indicate  that  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
freshmen  have  been  admitted  into  our  fraternity  during  the 
present  rushing  season.  We  can  imagine  how  they  would 
look  all  grouped  together.  Some  with  no  place  for  their 
hands  or  feet,  others  looking  around  with  hands  in  pock- 
ets, owning  the  college;   still  others  meek  and  shy.     What  a 
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mixture  of  neckties !  Every  man  of  them  verdant  to  the  core. 
But  the  serious  problem  now  is  to  bring  them  up  good  Greeks. 
They  must  be  taught  a  thousand  and  one  things ;  some  to  keep 
their  hair  cut,  some  to  study,  some  to  get  out  into  society,  some 
to  recognize  the  authority  of  a  senior,  all  to  understand  thor- 
oughly that  they  are  no  longer  independent  but  a  part  of  their 
chapter;  that  each  man  is  responsible  to  the  whole  fraternity 
for  the  dignity  of  his  chapter  and  the  respect  in  which  it  is  held. 
Upperclassmen  must  set  the  example  and  see  that  it  is  followed. 
Through  all  the  ages  men  have  fought  harder  and  more  suc- 
cessfully when  under  some  flag,  when  fighting  for  some  princi- 
ple or  for  anything  unselfish.  And  so  it  will  be  to  the  young 
frat.  man  brought  into  the  helpful  stimulating  friendship  of 
older  and  more  experienced  men,  he  will  soon  catch  the  spirit  of 
unselfishness,  which  makes  chapter  life  ideal  and  will  plunge 
into  college  or  university  activities  determined  to  bring  to  his 
chapter  some  honor  in  return  for  the  priceless  thing  which  it 
has  given  him.  Human  nature  changes  slowly  and  this  result 
may  not  be  reached  at  a  single  bound,  but  steady  discipline  on 
the  part  of  the  upperclassmen  will  work  wonders.  A  freshman 
is  a  college  nobody  and  he  should  not  be  allowed  to  forget  that 
before  next  June.  The  Chapter  House  Curriculum  should  be 
pretty  stiff  in  any  case,  but  should  be  qualified  by  circumstances 
always.  Freshmen  Alpha  Taus  you  are  the  fraternity's  child- 
ren of  promise  and  the  Palm  trusts  that  you  will  not  disappoint 
her  of  her  hope. 


TRINITY  COLLEGE. 

In  the  year  1838,  near  the  centre  of  the  northwestern  town- 
ship of  Randolph  County,  North  Carolina,  to  meet  a  local  de- 
mand for  education,  the  citizens  of  the  community  established 
Union  Institute,  a  school  of  academic  grade.  From  this  local 
institution  Trinity  College  has  been  developed.  The  growth 
and  popularity  of  the  school  suggested  to  the  trustees  to  incor- 
porate it  as  a  Normal  College  and  this  was  accordingly  done  by 
an  act  of  the  Legislature.  The  property  of  the  college  at  this 
time  was  worth  $30,000  and  the  average  number  of  matricu- 
lates from  1853  to  1859  was  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven. 

In  the  year  1856  the  Trustees  proposed  to  the  North  Caro- 
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Una  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South  to 
place  the  institution  in  the  hands  of  this  body  with  a  view  to 
attracting  greater  interest  in  the  college  and  enlarging  its 
sphere  of  usefulness.  The  conference  accepted  the  proposition 
and  the  name  of  the  institution  was  changed  to  Trinity.  Brax- 
ton Craven,  who  had  been  at  the  head  of  the  school,  was  chosen 
first  president.  During  the  Civil  War  the  college  suffered  the 
common  fate  of  Southern  colleges  and  from  April,  1865,  to 
January,  1866,  it  was  closed.  In  the  year  1887,  upon  the 
death  of  Dr.  Craven,  John  F.  Crowell  was  elected  president. 

The  new  conditions  in  the  South  seemed  to  demand  that 
colleges  should  be  placed  in  more  direct  contact  with  life  and 
\r resident  Crowell  conceived  the  idea  of  enlarging  the  scope  of 
the  college  work  and  removing  the  institution  to  some  city  from 
which  it  could  more  easily  influence  and  be  influenced  by  the 
active  movements  of  the  State.  Accordingly  the  trustees 
passed  a  resolution  expressing  a  desire  that  the  college  be  re- 
moved to  some  centre,  provided  sufficient  guarantee  of  a  site 
and  buildings  be  tendered.  It  was  in  1892  that  several  rich 
citizens  of  Durham,  North  Carolina,  in  response  to  this  resolu- 
tion, offered  a  suitable  site  and  a  monetary  consideration  which 
was  accepted  and  the  college  opened  its  first  session  in  the  new 
location  in  September  of  the  same  year.  Upon  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  Crowell  in  1894,  John  C.  Kilgo  was  elected  in  his  stead. 
In  1897  the  trustees  passed  an  order  admitting  women  and  in 
the  following  year  the  Trinity  Park  High  School  was  estab- 
lished and  buildings  were  erected  for  its  use. 

Since  the  removal  of  Trinity  to  Durham,  the  college  has 
come  to  be  peculiarly  the  expression  and  the  product  of  a  rich 
family  of  benefactors — Mr.  Washington  Duke  and  his  two 
sons,  Messrs.  B.  N.  and  J.  B.  Duke,  all  of  whom  are  vitally 
connected  with  the  great  tobacco  interests  of  the  country  and 
who,  by  their  generous  donations,  already  aggregating  more 
than  half  a  million  dollars,  have  enabled  Trinity  to  provide  an 
equipment  and  a  faculty  surpassed  by  no  other  college  in  the 
South.  The  campus  consists  of  seventy-five  acres  of  land  laid 
out  in  walks  and  drives  and  planted  with  a  rich  growth  of  trees. 
There  are  now  eight  buildings  owned  by  the  college,  six  of 
which  were  erected  through  the  generosity  of  the  Duke  family. 
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The  latest  addition  is  the  handsome  new  library  building,  the 
gift  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Duke.  It  has  been  built  at  a  cost  of  $70,000 
and  is  surpassed  in  structure  and  equipment  by  but  few  college 
libraries  in  the  country.  It  is  modelled  after  the  Grecian  style 
of  architecture  and  is  built  of  red  pressed  brick  trimmed  with 
granite.  A  large  reading  room,  historical  museum,  fireproof 
vault,  and  a  stack  room  with  a  capacity  for  over  one  hundred 
thousand  volumes,  occupy  the  first  floor,  while  on  the  second 
there  are  a  number  of  seminary  rooms  for  advanced  work  in 
the  several  departments  and  also  a  wide  gallery  overlooking 
the  reading  room.  It  has  all  the  equipment  and  appointments 
of  a  modern  library.  On  February  23,  1903,  the  library  was 
formally  opened  by  Walter  H.  Page,  editor  of  the  Worlds 
Work,  and  a  former  student  of  Trinity.  It  is  the  purpose  of 
the  institution  to  build  up  a  large  and  complete  library  which 
has  come  to  be  an  important  part  of  every  college  as  the  tool  of 
the  scholar  and  the  trainer  of  men.  Because  it  will  offer  better 
opportunities  for  doing  larger  and  better  work  it  forms  an  im- 
portant addition  to  the  rapidly  accumulating  resources  of  Trin- 
ity. 

The  entrance  requirements  of  the  college  have  been  gradu- 
ally raised  until  it  stands  with  the  first-class  colleges  in  the 
country  in  its  curriculum.  There  are  only  two  degrees  offered  : 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Master  of  Arts,  but  there  are  three 
courses  leading  to  these.  The  faculty  numbers  thirty  and  the 
roll  of  students  during  the  session  1902-03  was  four  hundred, 
about  forty  of  these  being  women.  The  endowment  fund  of 
Trinity  now  amounts  to  nearly  half  a  million  dollars  and  the 
income  from  it  is  used  to  aid  worthy  young  men  and  to  pay  a 
part  of  the  running  expenses  of  the  college.  Trinity  is  sending 
strong  and  sturdy  men  into  the  world  and  she  occupies  an  im- 
portant place  in  the  educational  life  of  the  South.  Her  sons 
are  gaining  prominence  rapidly  in  public  and  private  life.  Two 
of  them — Senators  Simmons  and  Overman,  now  represent 
North  Carolina  in  the  United  States  Senate,  while  four  of  them 
occupy  seats  in  the  Lower  House  of  Congress.  The  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of  North  Carolina  and  four  Judges  of  the  Su- 
perior Court  of  this  State  are  graduates  of  Trinity. 

North  Carolina  Xi  occupies  no  unimportant  place  in  the 
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social  and  intellectual  life  of  the  college.  The  chapter  was  first 
established  in  1872  by  Bros.  J.  R.  Anderson,  of  Va.  Alpha,  and 
W.  L.  Wicks,  of  Va.  Delta.  In  1879  the  trustees  of  Trinity 
believing  that  fraternities  promoted  factions,  prohibited  them 
and  the  charter  of  N.  C.  Xi  was  withdrawn.  In  1890  the  chap- 
ter was  re-established  by  Bro.  R.  W.  Bingham,  of  N.  C.  Alpha 
Delta,  and  its  growth  since  this  time  has  been  phenomenal. 
The  members  take  a  live  and  active  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
fraternity  and  the  annual  banquets  held  at  commencement  of 
each  year  are  a  source  of  pleasure  and  enjoyment  to  all.  At  the 
last  banquet  two  United  States  Senators  and  a  Superior  Court 
Judge  were  present,  a  thing  which  has,  doubtless,  never  before 
happened  on  such  an  occasion.  Plans  are  now  on  foot  for  the 
building  of  a  handsome  chapter  house  in  the  near  future.  In 
recent  years  there  have  been  established  several  other  fraterni- 
ties at  Trinity  until  there  are  now  four :  The  A.  T.  O.,  Kappa 
Sigma,  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  and  Kappa  Alpha  (Southern).  The 
chapter  averages  fifteen  members,  and  they  are  a  loyal  and 
enthusiastic  band  of  Alpha  Taus.  Regular  meetings  are  held 
in  the  chapter's  own  hall. 

The  future  of  Trinity  College  is  bright.  "Its  development," 
says  a  recent  writer  in  Leslie's  Weekly,  "represents  a  movement 
within  to  elevate  Southern  collegiate  education  to  the  level  of 
best  modern  institutions."  Though  yet  in  its  infancy  this  move- 
ment will  not  see  its  end  until  its  aim  is  accomplished,  and  in 
this  accomplishment  the  South  sees  the  dawn  of  a  brighter  day.

The  sons  of  Alpha  Tau  are  rapidly  pushing  to  the  front, 
with  the  recent  election  of  Brother  F.  M.  Simmons,  of  North 
Carolina  Xi  to  the  United  States  Senate  a  loyal  and  true  A.  T. 
O.  has  taken  his  seat  in  that  august  body  of  our  nation.  That 
he  will  take  a  high  stand  at  the  National  Capitol,  and  ably 
represent  his  State,  his  record  to  the  present  time  is  suffi- 
cient guarantee.  In  college  a  stanch  and  enthusiastic  wearer  of 
the  Maltest  Cross  and,  as  an  alumnus  a  loyal  member  his  suc- 
cussful  career  can  but  be  interesting  as  well  as  gratifying  to  his 
many  brothers. 

Furnifold  M.  Simmons,  prominent  throughout  his  State  as 
the  leader  and  main  stay  of  the  Democratic  party,  was  born  in 
Jones  County,  N.  C,  on  January  20,  1854.  After  spending 
several  years  at  various  preparatory  schools  he  entered  Trinity 
College  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  Here  soon  appeared  in  the  young 
college  student  those  qualities  which  go  to  make  every  truly 
great  man  and  which  later  brought  him  to  his  present  high  posi- 
tion. North  Carolina  Xi  was  then  in  her  infancy,  having  been 
established  in  the  year  1872.  In  this  same  year  Brother  Sim- 
mons joined  her  ranks,  his  name  being  second  on  the  chapter 
roll  and  thus  being  vitally  connected  with  his  fraternity.  A 
man  of  an  enthusiastic  disposition  he  naturally  took  a  deep  in- 
terest in  the  affairs  of  Alpha  Tau  and  he  has  not  allowed  this 
interest  to  wane  during  the  many  years  that  have  passed  since 
he  was  actively  associated  with  the  chapter. 

After  graduating  from  Trinity  College  in  1873,  Senator 
Simmons  took  up  the  practice  of  law  and  it  is  a  significant  fact 
that  he  secured  his  license  and  won  a  case  in  court  before  he 
had  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one.  In  Newbern,  N.  C,  and 
later  in  Raleigh,  he  continued  his  practice  and  soon  gained 
prominence  as  an  able  lawyer.  In  1892,  in  pursuance  to  the 
request  of  friends  and  the  desire  of  his  party,  he  became  Chair- 
man of  the  State  Democratic  Executive  Committee,  a  place 
which  he  held  until  a  short  time  ago.  In  1898  and  again  in 
1900  the  great  educational  campaign  for  so-called  " White 
Supremacy"  was  carried  on  and  the  victory  of  the  Democrats  in 
that  campaign  was  due  very  largely  to  the  leadership  and  influ- 
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ence  of  Senator  Simmons  and  when,  in  the  fall  of  1900  he  came 
before  the  people  as  a  candidate  for  the  United  States  Senate 
in  a  primary  election  he  was  elected  by  a  large  majority,  the 
majority  on  the  popular  vote  being  56,000,  and  the  legislature 
soon  after  confirmed  the  choice  of  the  people. 

A  man  of  striking  personality  and  sterling  worth,  ever  true 
to  the  interests  of  his  State  and  with  her  welfare  at  heart,  Sen- 
ator Simmons  already  bids  fair  to  become  a  great  leader  in  his 
State  and  nation.  It  is  of  such  men,  who  are,  in  every  sense, 
true  men,  that  Alpha  Tau  is  justly  proud  and  it  is  of  their  lives 
that  we  love  to  write  and  read  and  to  record  the  story  of  their 
deeds  in  the  annals  of  our  history  for  truly  "The  history  of  the 
world  is  but  the  biography  of  great  men."  Alpha  Taus  are 
making  history.

THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  MICHIGAN  CLUB, 

In  the  fraternity  directory  appears  a  new  name — the  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  Club  of  the  University  of  Michigan.  Although 
its  existence  was  first  made  known  at  the  Chicago  convention  in 
January,  no  communication  to  the  fraternity  directly  has  as  yet 
been  made.    The  suggestion  has  been  offered,  that  a  history  of 
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this  organization,  its  purposes  and  hopes  would  not  be  amiss, 
and  it  is  in  responce  to  this  sentiment,  that  this  article  is  sent  to 
the  Palm. 

On  December  8,  1888,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  was  established 
in  the  University  of  Michigan  by  Bro.  E.  J.  Shives,  assisted  by 
representatives  from  the  three  State  chapters.  It  continued  a 
period  of,  approximately,  five  years,  a  part  of  which  time  was 
passed  in  a  fraternity  house,  and  an  influential  position  was 
assumed  in  university  affairs.  The  total  membership  of  the 
chapter  numbered  40,  all  of  whom  are  living.  In  1893,  owing 
to  unsatisfactory  conditions,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  dis- 
continue the  chapter.  During  the  interim  until  1902  no  effort 
was  made  towards  a  chapter  re-establishment,  although  mem- 
bers of  the  fraternity  from  various  colleges  have  been  in  yearly 
attendance. 

Last  October,  shortly  subsequent  to  college  opening,  sev- 
eral Alphs  accidentally  met  and  a  fraternal  friendship  followed. 
Investigation  disclosed  that  several  brothers  had  matriculated 
that  fall,  and  the  question  of  applying  for  a  fraternity  charter 
was  debated  by  the  most  enthusiastic.  A  meeting  was  deter- 
mined on  in  November  to  consider  the  proposition. 

Analysis  of  the  situation  showed  that  while  a  chapter  was 
desirable  its  immediate  establishment  was  inadvisable.  Three 
reasons  existed  for  this  decision,  first,  a  nucleus  of  fifteen  affil- 
iates was  a  questionable  foundation  for  a  new  chapter ;  second, 
the  impossibility  of  suitably  housing  the  chapter,  and  this  would 
be  required  since  every  Ann  Arbor  fraternity  occupies  a  house ; 
and  thirdly,  opportunities  were  limited  by  the  establishment  of 
chapters  of  Sigma  Nu,  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  and  Kappa  Sigma, 
that  fall. 

Enthusiasm  for  some  organization  however,  was  strong  and 
the  difficulty  was  met  by  a  determination  to  form  a  club.  The 
principal  reasons  suggested  as  favorable  to  the  plan,  were,  that 
a  club  would  be  in  constant  readiness  to  see  and  adopt  any  op- 
portunity to  a  chapter  establishment  and  incidentally  certain 
pleasures  of  fraternity  life  would  be  secured.  Correspondence 
with  the  grand  officers  followed  and  permission  was  soon  ob- 
tained for  such  an  organization  as  now  exists.  Its  advisability 
has  been  demonstrated  by  the  congenial  friendships  formed 
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and  the  love  for  the  order  which  has  been  fostered.  Visiting 
brothers  have  also  found  a  real  fraternity  welcome. 

Since  organization  dinners  have  been  given  in  the  Cook 
House  and  other  small  affairs  executed.  In  March,  two  broth- 
ers attended  a  chapter  banquet  at  Albion  College,  one  of  them 
responding  to  a  toast.  Three  brothers  attended  the  Chicago 
convention,  and  glowing  accounts  were  brought  back  from 
both  affairs.  In  athletics,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  proudly  claims 
two  "M"  men,  Bro.  Karsten,  'Varsity  pitcher,  and  Bro.  Miller, 
high  jumper,  who  represented  Michigan  and  won  second  place 
at  the  Western  inter  collegiate  conference  at  Chicago  in  June, 
and  who  has  a  record  of  six  feet;  Bro.  Wilcox,  left  tackle,  1905 
law  team.  In  oratory  Bro.  James  G.  Welch  established  an  en- 
viable record  by  winning  the  university  prohibition  oratorical 
contest,  the  State  prohibition  contest  at  Adrian  College,  and 
finally  the  inter-State  contest  at  the  University  of  Wooster, 
which  entitles  him  to  contest  at  the  national  prohibition  orator- 
ical meeting  next  year  in  Indianapolis.  Additional  honors 
were:  Bro.  Seebrit,  chairman  "J"  law  banquet  committee; 
Bro.  Abbott,  chairman  freshmen  law  banquet  committee ;  Bro. 
Welch,  member  Washington  Day  anniversary  committee ;  Bro. 
Justice,  chairman  freshman  law  social  committee ;  Bro.  Green, 
member  freshmen  law  finance  committee ;  Bro.  Wilcox,  secre- 
tary 1905  law  class;  Bro.  Webb  received  the  coveted  appoint- 
ment by  the  faculty  as  an  associate  editor  of  the  Michigan  Lazv 
Review,  the  highest  scholastic  honor  in  the  law  department; 
Bro.  Reade,  president  of  Southern  Club.  Bro.  Clover,  of  Ohio 
State  University,  instructor  in  chemistry,  is  our  only  member 
on  the  faculty.  In  June,  Bro.  Karsten  received  an  appointment 
by  Congressman  William  A.  Smith  to  a  cadetship  at  Annapolis. 
The  list  embraces  honors  in  which  any  Alpha  Tau  may  rejoice. 

The  fraternity  constitution  governs  the  club,  and  the  char- 
ter members  are :  Charles  L.  Justice,  '03 ;  '05  law,  Ottawa, 
Ohio.  Paul  S.  Miller,  '03,  '05  medic.  Pi  Beta  Phi,  Marion, 
Ohio.  C.  Caster,  '03,  Chelsea.  Robert  Reade;  '03  law,  Mount 
Tirzah,  N.  C.  E.  F.  Seebrit,  '04  law,  Harrisville,  Ohio.  Wil- 
liam M.  Webb,  '04  law,  Plymouth,  Ohio.  James  G.  Welch, 
*05  law,  Mishawauka,  Ind.  Wade  Greene,  '05  law,  Marshall. 
Herbert  Abbott,  '05  law,  Eiffin,  Ohio.     E.  Bates,  '06  dent., 
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Michigan.  R.  Slusser,  '05,  '07  law,  Chicago,  111.  C.  E.  Wil- 
cox, '05  law,  Adrian.  G.  Karsten,  '06  engineer.  Michigan.  G. 
M.  Clover,  faculty.  At  the  June  meeting  officers  for  the  first 
year  were  chosen,  as  follows:  W  M.,  James  G.  Welch;  W.

Ours  is  the  only  national  fraternity  except  one  not  repre- 
sented with  a  chapter  at  Ann  Arbor,  and  every  loyal  Alpha  Tau 
must  wish  to  have  the  fraternity  represented  ultimately  at  this 
excellent  institution.  We  believe  the  time  is  imminent  when 
such  an  establishment  can  be  made.  In  conclusion,  we  send 
greetings  to  all  Alpha  Tau's  and  wish  them  a  most  successful 
and  happy  new  year.

As  former  Treasurer  of  the  Monday  Club  and  as  the  newly 
elected  President  of  the  Asociation  of  the  Summer  School  in 
Philanthropic  Work  he  is  known  to  a  wide  circle  of  charity 
workers  in  New  York  and  other  cities.  The  New  York  Alumni 
will  regret  that  Bro.  Buck's  work  takes  him  to  Albany,  but  are 
rejoicing  at  his  advancement.

Just  before  the  banquet  Mr.  Willis  Ambler  was  initiated  into 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  and  a  merry  crowd  of  thirty  brothers 
marched  with  shout  and  song  from  the  chapter  house  to  the 
banquet  hall.  The  tables  were  decorated  and  the  menu  ar- 
ranged as  only  the  loving  hands  of  the  Alpha  Tau  maids  and 
matrons  can  decorate  and  arrange.  Sky-blue  and  old-gold  and 
palms  and  roses  were  the  decorations,  and  in  the  centre  of  the 
table  was  the  beautiful  Tennessee  Omega  epegene  in  the  shape 
of  a  Maltese  Cross  filled  with  white  tea-rose  buds.

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THE  KIMBROUGH  MEMORIAL  WINDOW. 

The  handsome  memorial  window  to  Frank  Richmond  Kim- 
brough,  who  died  in  London  last  December,  has  been  placed 
in  position  in  the  western  wing  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  chap- 
ter house,  Tenn.  Omega,  Chapter,  Sewanee. 

A  great  number  of  the  fraternity  brothers,  relatives  and 
friends  of  the  young  man  were  present  at  the  unveiling  cere- 
mony. The  popularity  of  Kimbrough  and  his  worth  as  a  man 
and  loyal  A.  T.  O.  have  too  often  been  attested  to  attempt  to 
set  them  forth  here.  The  occasion  of  the  unveiling  served  only 
to  perpetuate  in  fitting  manner  the  memory  of  one  of  "the  in- 
numerable caravan"  who  has  moved  to  that  mysterious  realm." 

Bishop  Gailor  ,of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  officiated  at  the 
exercises.  Dr.  W.  P.  DuBose,  of  Sewanee,  in  a  brief  manner 
set  forth  the  sterling  qualities  of  the  deceased  and  held  him  up 
as  an  example  of  true  Godliness  and  manly  worth.  Bishop 
Gailor  also  spoke  feelingly  of  Kimbrough.  With  his  simple 
and  earnest  words  he  recalled  the  early  college  days  of  the 
young  man,  and  how  in  after  life  his  fraternity  and  Sewanee 
were  always  in  his  thoughts.  He  brought  back  to  the  minds  of 
his  hearers  the  beautiful  and  manly  character  of  Kimbrough, 
touching  upon  the  many  traits  that  won  him  love  and  admira- 
tion here,  and  the  qualities  that  forged  him  to  the  front  rank 
in  his  profession  in  England.  It  was  a  fitting  tribute  to  a  life 
well  spent. 

A  curtain  of  dark  material  was  stretched  before  the  window 
Before  the  unveiling  ceremonies.  When  the  dedication  took 
place  the  curtain  was  pulled  aside,  disclosing  the  simple  but 
beautiful  window.  The  window  is  in  imitation  of  the  medieval 
style,  of  clear  glass  heavily  leaded.  In  the  centre  of  the  design 
is  the  figure  of  an  artist  seated  with  brush  and  easel  in  hand, 
the  whole  in  colors.  At  the  base  of  the  window  is:  "1877 — 
Frank  Richmond  Kimbrough — 1902."  The  design  is  the  work 
of  Brother  Huger  Elliott,  of  New  York,  and  was  the  selection 
from  three  designs  submitted. 

A  handsome  brass  tablet,  two  by  three,  was  also  dedicated 
and  was  placed  near  the  window.    The  tablet  has  a  badge  of  the 
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fraternity  in  colors  engraved  on  it,  and  also  the  following  let- 
tering : 

"Frank  Richmond  Kimbrough,  October  28,  1877;  Decem- 
ber 25,  1902."  "In  this  room  he  dedicated  to  his  alma  mater 
the  dawnings  of  that  genius,  whose  great  promise  was  shat- 
tered by  his  untimely  death." 

cc  He  left  behind  him  here 
Far  worthier  things  than  tears, 
The  love  of  friends,  without  a  single  foe." 

The  window  and  tablet  are  both  the  loving  testimony  of  the 
active  members,  friends,  and  alumni  of  Omega  Chapter,  and  it 
is  significant  that  the  room  in  which  they  are  placed  was  de- 
signed by  Kimbrough  when  a  student  at  Sewanee.

This  recalls  the  suit  brought  by  Beta  Beta  Chapter 
nearly  four  years  ago  in  the  New  York  Courts  for  the  retention 
of  her  charter.  It  attracted  wide  attention  among  Greek  letter 
men  and  women  at  the  time.  The  case  was  fought  in  the  courts 
of  New  York  and  Massachusetts  and  involved  the  question 
whether  Greek  letter  fraternities  were  a  law  unto  themselves  or 
whether  the  civil  courts  could  qualify  their  action.  It  was  clear 
from  the  first  that  judgements  and  orders  could  not  influence 
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the  spirit  of  an  organization  and  the  letter  is  bound  to  follow 
the  spirit.  Little  or  nothing  has  been  heard  of  the  case  for  two 
years  and  if  Beta  Beta  continued  to  fight  for  her  charter  it  has 
been  by  other  means  than  the  law.  Failing  apparently,  she  has 
taken  the  only  course  open.  The  action  of  her  alumni  in  choos- 
ing to  keep  loyal  to  the  old  chapter  shows  the  general  principal 
that  the  chapter  is  more  to  the  individual  than  the  national  or- 
ganization and  this  is  perfectly  natural.

LAWRENCE  R  McLOUD. 


Lawrence  P.  McLoud,  who  was  fatally  injured  October  6, 
by  the  collision  of  S.  W.  Parson's  touring  car,  in  which  he  was 
riding,  with  a  delivery  wagon,  died  at  the  Cleveland  General 
Hospital  at  7.00  o'clock  p.  m.  October  14.  For  several  days 
after  the  accident  and  until  the  decided  change  for  the  worse  a 
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few  days  ago  the  attending  physicians  had  been  of  the  opinion 
that  he  would  recover.  Monday  evening  he  sank  rapidly,  and, 
surrounded  by  the  members  of  his  family,  who  had  been  near 
his  bedside  for  forty-eight  hours,  Mr.  McLoud  passed  away. 

Mr.  McLoud  was  born  in  Ashville,  N.  C,  in  1869.  He  en- 
tered Emory  College,  at  Oxford,  Ga.,  and  graduated  from  that 
institution  with  a  brilliant  collegiate  record.  Immediately 
afterward  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  principal  banking  house 
of  Ashville,  where  his  service  was  meritorious  and  attracted  the 
attention  of  local  financiers,  who,  upon  the  organization  of  the 
Western  Carolina  Bank  in  that  city,  tendered  him  the  position 
of  secretary  and  cashier.  From  that  position  he  rose  to  the 
office  of  vice-president.  A  natural  taste  for  law,  inherited  from 
his  father,  C.  M.  McLoud,  who  was  one  of  the  best  known 
lawyers  of  the  State,  led  him  to  the  study  of  that  profession. 
Still  retaining  his  office  at  the  bank,  he  completed  a  full  two 
years'  course  in  one  summer.  He  at  once  rose  to  prominence 
in  the  practice  of  law  and  became  leader  of  the  bar  at  Ashville. 

In  1 89 1  he  wedded  Miss  Julia  Clark  Ingersoll,  daughter  of 
Judge  and  Mrs.  J.  E.  Ingersoll,  and  two  and  a  half  years  ago 
removed  to  Cleveland,  O.,  becoming  the  senior  partner  in  the 
firm  of  McLoud  &  Co.,  having  as  his  associate  his  brother, 
Mr.  Norman  C.  McLoud.  Shortly  afterward  Chas.  T.  Quayle 
entered  the  firm  and  it  became  known  as  McLoud,  Quayle  & 
Company. 

Mr.  McLoud  lived  at  No.  91  Allendale  Avenue,  East  Cleve- 
land. He  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  two  daughters,  aged 
five  and  seven  years.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  Century  Club  and  the  Cleveland  Stock  Ex- 
change.

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THE  HOME  OF  PENNSYLVANIA  TAIL 

A  spirit  of  wholesome  democracy  is  the  motif  of  undergrad- 
uate life  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  In  the  city  of  the 
North  which  is  pre-eminent  for  its  emphasis  on  family  connec- 
tions, which  stands  more  clearly  than  does  any  other  large  city 
in  the  country  for  the  aristocracy  of  blood,  here  is  an  institu- 
tion where  the  chief  requirements  for  distinction  are  the  ability 
to  do  some  one  thing  well,  and  the  ability  to  "mix"  with  ones 
fellows.  There  are,  of  course,  at  all  times  a  few  who  see  in 
their  own  veins  a  slightly  deeper  shade  of  blue  than  flows  in  the 
circulating  apparatus  of  the  remainder  of  the  student  body, 
but  it  is  a  significant  fact  that  this  order  of  being  soon  finds  that 
this  form  of  snobbery  must  be  put  off,  or  put  under,  until  after 
graduation.  Any  position  of  honor  or  responsibility  at  "Old 
Penn"  is  open  to  the  man  who  deserves  it. 

There  are  disadvantages  which  all  recognize  in  the  way  of 
developing  a  typical  university  life  in  a  large  city.  "Pennsyl- 
vania" is  situated  in  West  Philadelphia,  which  means  that  she 
lies  to  the  west  of  that  part  of  the  Schuylkill  River  which  the 
good  people  of  the  big  town  do  not  drink.  The  buildings  are 
a  scant  twenty  minutes'  ride  from  the  centre  of  the  city  and 
there  has  not  developed  about  the  institution  anything  like  a 
university  colony.  Some  of  the  professors  live  near  the  build- 
ings, others  live  in  unknown  regions  as  far  away  as  Chestnut 
Hill,  a  dozen  miles  to  the  north.  There  are  some  twenty- 
eight  thousand  students  enrolled,  and  about  five  hundred  of 
these  live  in  the  university  dormitories.     Fully  one-half  of  the 
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total  number  come  from  Philadelphia  and  go  to  their  homes 
every  day  after  lectures,  or,  at  least,  withdraw  again  into  their 
city  environment.  Some  live  in  the  fraternity  houses.  The  re- 
mainder spring  up  out  of  the  earth  in  the  morning  and  vanish 
at  night,  presumably  to  suburban  homes.  And  thus,  while  there 
is  a  relatively  large  student  body  at  Pennsylvania,  there  is  very 
little  strictly  university  social  life,  except  that  which  grows  out 
of  the  association  of  the  men  with  one  another.  There  is,  to 
be  sure,  the  "Pennsylvania  Girl,"  but  the  conditions  tend  to 
make  her  an  admirer  of  one  Pennsylvania  man,  and  his  friends, 
rather  than  all  Pennsylvania  men  in  the  abstract,  and  only 
during  the  football  season  does  she  become  an  integral  part  of 
the  life  of  the  university. 

Another  thing  that  is  not  yet  provided  for  at  "Old  Penn" 
is  a  regular  occasion  for  the  gathering  together  of  all  the  stu- 
dent body.  The  football  games  on  Franklin  Field  come  near 
to  this,  but  at  these  there  is  always  a  large  number  of  outsiders, 
and  until  the  new  assembly  hall,  now  planned,  shall  be  built, 
the  undergraduates  of  all  the  departments  have  no  way  of  all 
"getting  together  by  themselves."  As  it  is  now,  a  mass- 
meeting  in  the  "Triangle"  at  the  dormitories  comes  nearest  to 
being  a  general  assembly,  although  one  of  these  is  seldom  at- 
tended by  more  than  five  hundred  or  six  hundred  men.  What 
then,  has  this  big  Quaker  school  to  offer  in  the  way  of  social 
life?  What  opportunities  have  the  men  for  "mixing?"  It 
need  hardly  be  said  that  two  thousand  eight  hundred  men  are 
not  apt  to  get  together  and  spend  all  their  time  in  "getting  wis- 
dom," and  the  question  as  to  what  is  done  with  the  surplus 
energy  is  a  fair  one. 

THE  VENTS  FOR  SURPLUS  ENERGY. 

There  are  probably  few  bodies  of  men  of  equal  size  which 
have  a  greater  variety  of  activities  than  do  the  men  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. It  may  be  well,  in  the  first  place  to  say  that  about  one- 
half  of  the  total  number  are  enrolled  in  the  college  department. 
Approximately  three  hundred  are  in  the  law  school,  about  five 
hundred  in  the  medical  school,  about  four  hundred  in  the  school 
of  dentistry,  and  the  remainder  in  the  department  of  philosophy 
and  various  special  courses.     Each  of  the  professional  schools 
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has  its  own  group  of  clubs  and  societies,  and  the  college  has  its 
own  organizations  without  number.  There  are  two  or  three 
organizations,  however,  which  are  of  a  general  character,  and 
which  have  more  than  a  local  interest. 

The  Houston  Club,  is  the  general  students'  club,  and  it  has 
done  more  than  any  one  thing  unless  it  be  the  dormitories,  to 
make  the  Pennsylvania  student  body  feel  its  "bigness."  Any 
student  in  the  university  is  eligible  to  membership  in  the  club. 
The  membership  fee  is  nominal,  and  entitles  each  man  to  priv- 
ileges as  great  as  are  enjoyed  by  many  city  clubs.  The  club 
house  is  thoroughly  artistic,  and  is  splendidly  appointed; 
lounging  rooms,  reading  rooms,  billiards  and  pool  rooms, 
bowling  alleys,  shuffle  boards,  swimming  pool,  gymnasium, 
each  of  these  is  the  locus  of  a  memory  of  frank,  democratic 
comradeship.  The  good  taste,  the  freedom,  and  the  comfort 
of  Houston  Hall  leave  their  distinct  impress  on  all  the  mem- 
bers. 

The  Mask  and  Wig  Club  is  an  organization  which  has  a 
wide  and  enviable  reputation.  The  club  has  a  Bohemian  little 
house  of  its  own,  over  in  town,  and  life  in  this  house  offers 
ample  reward  for  the  hard  work  involved  in  getting  and  keep- 
ing a  place  in  the  cast  for  the  club's  annual  Easter  play.  This 
annual  play  makes  no  claim  as  an  educative  drama.  It  usually 
assumes  the  form  of  a  comic-opera  with  a  college  education, 
and  the  novelty  never  seems  to  wear  off.  The  crowds  that 
flock  to  see  it  make  the  "regulars"  turn  green.  But  what  at- 
tractions can  a  mere  paid  chorus  offer  that  can  equal  the  gaily- 
painted  face  of  a  classmate  crowned  with  a  blonde  wig  and 
supported  by  a  "lovely  shape,"  togged  out  in  finery  that  could 
be  exchanged  for  several  good  suits  of  clothes  and  an  over- 
coat, if  there  were  only  a  little  more  of  the  same  goods  in  it? 

The  Athletic  Association  is  another  inter-department  affair 
and  fully  two-thirds  of  the  students  enrolled  belong  to  it.  The 
Christian  Association  has  large  branches  in  each  department, 
and  it  supports  and  runs  a  rescue  home  for  "bums,"  a  boys' 
club,  and  other  similar  work  down  in  the  "Devil's  Pocket," 
just  over  the  river  from  Franklin  Field. 

THE  WAR  OF  THE  CLASSES. 

The  rivalry  between  the  two  lower  classes  at  Pennsylvania 
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has  always  been  particularly  keen.  The  Freshmen  are  greeted 
on  their  first  day  with  a  lively  and  clothes-rending  welcome. 
Soon  afterwards  follow  proclamations  detailing  the  duties  and 
limitations  of  Freshmen.  The  "Hall  Rush"  and  the  "Corner 
Fight"  are  interspersed  with  various  impromptu  clashes,  but 
the  climax  of  the  year's  warfare  is  the  Bowl  Fight. 

The  Bowl  Fight  is  one  of  the  features  of  the  University 
which  does  not  date  back  to  "Ben.  Franklin,"  but  it  is  very  old. 
It  is  probably  a  lineal  descendant  of  a  very  promiscous  and 
gory  "mix-up"  in  some  early  day.  It  is  no  child's  play  now, 
and  it  is  sometimes  even  gory,  but  it  is  by  no  means  promis- 
cuous. The  rules  of  the  fight  divide  the  contest  into  two 
halves,  and  the  central  feature  of  both  is  a  large  specially  made 
wooden  bowl,  composed  of  rings  of  hard  wood,  turned,  pol- 
ished, and  decorated  with  the  insignia  of  the  various  frater- 
nities in  the  institution.  In  the  first  half  of  the  fight  the  two 
classes  line  up  about  twenty  feet  apart,  the  Sophomores  holding 
the  bowl  in  plain  sight.  The  Freshmen  then  reveal  for  the  first 
time  the  one  of  their  number  who  has  been  chosen  as  "Bowl- 
man."  Within  the  next  three  minutes  there  is  a  "grand  mix- 
up"  and  if  at  the  end  of  that  time  the  bowlman  has  been 
"touched"  into  the  bowl  the  Sophomores  have  won  a  point, 
while  if  the  Freshman  have  gotten  the  bowlman  across  a  cer- 
tain limit — usually  a  high  picket  fence — the  point  goes  to  the 
Freshmen,  and  if  neither  has  succeeded  the  half  is  a  draw. 
The  second  half  lasts  for  ten  minutes.  The  bowl  is  placed  at 
an  equal  distance  from  the  two  lines  and  at  a  given  signal  they 
rush  together.  At  the  end  of  the  ten  minutes  the  class  which 
has  the  most  hands  on  the  bowl  wins  the  second  point. 

If  anybody  thinks  either  of  these  two  propositions  marks 
out  for  the  contestants  a  kindergarten  frolic  he  has  one  more 
think.  A  good  many  of  the  fighters  enter  with  a  modest  shirt 
remnant  or  worn-out  jersey  on  their  backs,  but  it  is  more  than 
half  a  disgrace  for  any  man  to  come  out  with  any  dry-goods 
of  appreciable  value  above  his  waist-line.  There  are  seldom 
serious  injuries,  but  bruises,  scars,  and  minor  mutilations  are 
expected,  and  a  man  who  has  not  given  and  taken  these  is  sus- 
pected of  having  shirked  his  duty  to  his  class.  The  fighting  is 
good-natured,  however.    There  are  referees,  umpires,  and  other 
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officials  who  see  to  it  that  the  chastisements  are  inflicted  with- 
out malice  or  anger,  and  there  is  little  bad  blood  shown. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  FRATERNITIES. 

It  has  been  said  that  Pennsylvania  was  not  a  fertile  ground 
for  fraternities.  This  is  not  true.  They  have  a  necessary  and 
a  natural  place  in  the  life  of  the  institution.  The  demand  for 
large  quarters  is  not  as  urgent  as  it  is  elsewhere,  and  the  price 
of  property  makes  the  enjoyment  of  elaborate  quarters  a  rather 
expensive  luxury,  but  the  Greek  Letter  Fraternity,  and  its 
corollary,  the  Fraternity  House,  are  doing  a  wonderful  work 
in  effectually  binding  together  the  student  body  in  a  place 
where  there  are  so  many  elements  which  make  for  disintigra- 
tion.  No  college  men  in  the  world  have  greater  reason  to  be 
proud  of  their  alma  mater  and  the  work  she  has  done,  and  is 
doing  than  have  the  "Sons  of  Penn,"  but  owing  to  the  natural 
causes  already  pointed  out  the  undergraduate  body  is  not  as 
closely  knit  as  it  is  in  some  less  favored  places,  and  it  is  the 
correction  of  this  that  constitutes  the  chief  work  of  fraternities 
at  Penn.  There  are  seventeen  regular  Greek  Letter  Fraterni- 
ties in  the  college,  two  Engineering  Fraternities,  two  Hon- 
orary, three  Medical,  two  Dental,  and  three  Local  Fraternities, 
and  one  Sorority. 

In  order  of  establishment  at  the  university,  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  stands  eleventh  among  the  regular  orders,  whose  chap- 
ters are  still  extant.  The  chapter  was  established  in  1881,  and 
has  had  a  career  which  shows  the  result  of  severe  battling  with 
the  conditions  which  had  to  be  faced.  After  a  few  years  of 
"suspended  animation  the  chapter  was  revived  in  1901,  chiefly 
through  the  efforts  of  Bros.  Jump,  Fulmer,  Spayd  and  Thomas 
and  it  is  now  in  a  thoroughly  prosperous  condition.  The  list 
of  active  members  numbers  over  a  score,  and  the  list  of  affiliates 
includes  many  enthusiastic  Alpha  Taus  from  various  parts  of 
the  country,  now  enrolled  in  one  or  another  of  the  professional 
schools.  The  active  brothers  are  a  lively,  hustling  lot,  thor- 
oughly harmonious,  clear-headed,  happy  and  proud  of  their 
order.  A  fund  has  been  started  for  the  erection  of  a  permanent 
chapter  house,  but  this  year  the  boys  are  occupying  a  rented 
house  at  3415  Walnut  street.    It  is  comfortably  furnished,  and 
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conveniently  situated,  across  the  street  from  the  college  and 
medical  schools,  within  a  square  of  the  law  school,  and  "near 
everything."  Any  Brother  is  always  sure,  there,  of  a  welcome 
full  of  Quaker  sincerity  and  Alpha  Tau  warmth.

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GETTYSBURG  COLLEGE. 

Gettysburg!  What  memories  cluster  around  that  hallow'd 
name.  What  fond  remembrances  come  to  the  old  veteran  at  its 
mere  mention.  Here  it  was,  while  yet  the  summer  was  in  her 
youth  and  glory,  that  two  of  the  greatest  armies  this  world 
has  ever  produced,  struggled  as  no  armies  have  ever  struggled 
before.  He  it  was,  on  those  never  to  be  forgotten  days  of  July 
I,  2  and  3,  1863,  that  the  armies  of  the  Confederacy  and  the 
army  of  the  North  met  in  mortal  combat,  to  decide  whether  the 
nation  for  the  people  by  the  people  should  stand,  or  whether 
this  grand  and  glorious  nation  should  be  rent  asunder  into  the 
two  governments — -the  North  and  South.  Upon  this  sacred 
ground  fought,  bled  and  died  some  of  the  noblest  sons  of  our 
Nation.  Here,  too,  the  flower  of  the  Confederacy  was  admin- 
istered that  overwhelming  defeat  by  the  Union  forces  under 
Major-General  Mead,  that  turned  the  tide  of  history  and  ele- 
vated her  to  that  high  place  among  the  nations,  that  she  has 
ever  since  maintained.  Proving  to  one  and  all  that  a  nation 
founded  upon  such  principles  shall  not  perish  from  the  earth, 
but  should  forever  lead  the  world  on  its  onward  and  upward 
course. 

Silently,  slowly,  have  the  years  stolen  by  since  then;  no 
more  is  the  battle's  din  and  the  rush  of  soldiery  seen  upon  this, 
the  most  famous  of  fields.  Where  once  the  battle  line  of  the 
contending  armies  swayed  to  and  fro  in  their  awful  struggle 
for  supremacy,  now  high  monuments  rear  their  lofty  eminences 
to  the  sky.  Where  once  the  fearful  cannon  spit  forth,  like  fiery 
demons,  their  death-reaping  harvest,  silence  and  contentment 
reign  supreme.  Those  fields  once  marred  by  the  tramp  of 
thousands  of  feet,  are  now  basking  under  the  sun  in  all  their 
beauty  and  glory.  Beauty  now  reigns  where  once  havoc  and 
devastation  were  wrought.  The  rivulets  which  once  ran  red 
with  the  blood  of  the  dead  and  dying,  now  silently  wend  their 
way  peacefully  to  the  ocean.  A  calmness  and  perfect  rest  seems 
to  have  descended  upon  the  entire  scene. 
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"  Now  all  is  calm,  and  fresh,  and  still ; 
Alone  the  chirp  of  flitting  bird, 
And  talk  of  children  on  the  hill, 
And  bell  of  wandering  kine  are  heard. 

No  solemn  host  goes  trailing  by 

The  black-mouthed  gun  and  slaggering  wain ; 

Men  start  not  at  the  battle-cry, 

Oh,  be  it  never  heard  again." 

The  battlefield  of  Gettysburg  presents  one  of  the  most  beau- 
tiful and  soul-stirring  sights  that  man  can  possibly  view.  Hun- 
dreds and  hundreds  of  monuments,  statues  and  slabs  mark 
those  sacred  spots  where  great  deeds  of  valor  have  been 
wrought.  Miles  and  miles  of  beautiful  driveways  wend  their 
-course  over  the  field  in  all  directions.  Indeed,  it  is  truly  an 
-earthly  paradise.  As  the  years  come  and  go  thousands  and 
thousands  of  tourists,  excursionists,  and  veterans  come  from 
here,  there,  everywhere,  to  view  its  splendor  and  magnificence. 

To  the  south  of  the  town  of  Gettysburg,  hardly  past  its 
"borders,  is  the  national  cemetery,  where  lie  sleeping  their  last 
peaceful  rest  the  unknown  dead.  A  more  beautiful  spot  can- 
not be  imagined.  From  its  gateway  leads  a  beautiful  pathway 
bordered  on  either  side  by  magnificent  trees;  whose  branches 
endeavoring  to  unite  overhead,  making  if  possible,  the  sight 
more  weird  and  solemn,  as  though  they  would  wish  one  to 
realize  that  he  was  treading  sacred  ground. 

Imposing  and  magnificent  monuments  are  erected  here  and 
there,  commemorating  some  deed  of  valor,  or  offered  as  a 
tender  tribute  to  the  sons  of  some  State,  who  gave  up  their 
lives  in  order  that  the  nation  might  live. 

Near  the  centre  of  the  cemetery  stands  a  monument  mark- 
ing the  place  where  Abraham  Lincoln  stood  while  delivering 
that  famous  speech,  which  shall  be  handed  down  to  posterity, 
not  only  as  a  perfect  piece  of  literature,  but  as  a  glowing  tribute 
to  the  nation's  heroes  who  bled  and  died  upon  this  field. 

Little  beyond  this  piece  of  the  sculptures  genius,  are  the 
graves  of  the  unknown  dead.  What  an  imposing  sight  it  is  to 
stand,  just  as  twilight  deepens  into  night,  before  these  little 
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mounds  of  earth.  Little  reckoning  that  perhaps  under  the 
green  sward  may  lie  some  mother's  darling,  a  father,  a  brother, 
a  sweetheart;  little  realizing  that  the  one  who  never  returned 
from  the  fray  of  the  battle,  may  perchance  be  sleeping  at  our 
feet. 

It  would  be  folly  for  us  to  attempt  to  describe  with  our 
feeble  pen  the  beauties,  the  glories,  the  magnificence  of  the 
hallow'd  surroundings.  For  one  to  appreciate  it  with  all  its 
vivid  reality,  he  must  stand  as  we  have  stood  and  let  nature  im- 
press the  scene  upon  his  soul. 

To  the  east  of  Gettysburg  is  the  scene  of  the  cavalry  fight. 
At  this  place  Lieut.-Genl.  J.  E.  Stuart  was  defeated  by  the 
Union  forces,  under  the  guiding  hand  of  Brig.-Genl.  D.  McM. 
Gregg. 

To  the  west  of  the  town  is  situated  on  what  is  known  as 
Seminary  Ridge  the  Lutheran  Theological  Seminary.  To  the 
north  is  Barlow's  Knoll,  the  scene  of  the  first  day's  fight. 

In  the  midst  of  these  scenes  of  conflict,  and  a  few  miles 
to  the  southwest  of  Gettysburg,  Little  and  Big  Round  Top 
rear  their  lofty  heads  heavenward.  Below  these  guardians  of 
the  fray  lie  Devil's  Den  and  the  Valley  of  Death.  A  little 
stream  which  once  ran  red  with  the  blood  of  the  dead  and 
dying,  now  silently  wends  its  way  onward,  until  at  last  it  is 
lost  like  a  silver  cord  in  the  dim  distance. 

Could  a  more  fitting  place  be  selected  for  the  erection  of  a 
college.  Could  a  place  be  found  more  suitable  for  an  institu- 
tion of  learning.  Here  surounded  on  all  sides  by  scenes  of 
patriotism  and  bravery,  self  denial  and  sacrifice,  Gettysburg, 
or  Pennsylvania  College  as  it  is  sometimes  known,  stands  a 
tribute  to  the  labor  and  efforts  of  the  followers  of  that  greatest 
of  all  Reformers,  Martin  Luther. 

The  life  of  the  college  dates  back  to  a  time  long  before  the 
din  of  battle  was  heard.  In  1832,  while  yet  the  town  of  Gettys- 
burg was  but  a  small  village,  the  institution  was  organized 
with  S.  S.  Smucker  at  its  head.  Since  then  it  has  made  rapid 
progress  until  at  last  it  has  assumed  its  present  prominence 
among  the  leading  institutions  of  our  country.  Now  fifteen 
buildings  grace  and  adorn  our  lovely  campus;  beauty  meets 
the  eye  on  every  hand.     Indeed,  the  splendor  of  our  college 
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ground  and  buildings  harmonize  most  fittingly  with  the  beauty 
and  magnificence  of  the  world's  famous  field. 

One  of  the  most  imposing  sights  which  meets  the  eye  of  the 
visitor  as  he  first  comes  up  the  paths  of  the  campus  is,  that 
massive  and  majestic  structure,  Pennsylvania  Hall.  The  old 
Dorm',  as  it  is  familiarly  known,  was  once  the  scene  of  th'j 
Confederate  hospital  during  the  battle.  General  Robert  E. 
Lee,  from  its  lofty  roof,  surveyed  the  entire  scene  of  battle, 
until  forced  to  retreat  by  the  Union  soldiers. 

The  stern  outline  of  the  old  structure  make  it  to  stand  out, 
like  a  sentinel  of  the  ages,  challenging  us  to  beware  ere  we 
enter  its  sacred  portals  to  enquire  of  ourselves  are  we  worthy 
to  be  fostered  under  its  benign  influence. 

Fraternity  life  at  Gettysburg  College  dated  back  to  the 
year  when  the  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  inaugurated  a  chapter  at  this 
place.  In  1858  Phi  Gamma  Delta  also  placed  a  chapter  here. 
Soon  followed  in  their  respective  orders  the  Sigma  Chi  and 
Phi  Delta  Theta.  But  not  until  1882  did  A.  T.  O.  arrive  in  all 
her  glory  and  strength. 

A  number  of  years  after  our  debut  the  Sigma  Alpha  Epsi- 
lon  installed  a  chapter  here,  but  it  did  not  last  any  length  of 
time.  Summarily,  this  chapter  had  its  charter  revoked,  but 
again  obtained  it  in  1897. 

The  life  of  Alpha  Upsilon  Chapter  of  the  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  fraternity  has  been,  like  that  which  every  chapter  en- 
counters, a  life  of  hard  work,  struggles,  joys  and  pleasure;.. 
But  glad  to  say  we  met  the  obstacles  manfully,  and  shared 
the  joys  with  true  brotherly  love. 

We  were  organized  in  a  small  room  on  Baltimore  street. 
Here  we  held  our  meetings  until  1889,  when  we  moved  to 
more  commodious  quarters  in  what  is  known  as  the  McPher- 
son  Block. 

During  all  these  years  our  one  hope,  our  aim,  our  fondest 
ambition,  had  been  the  erection  of  a  chapter  house.  Where  we 
could  dwell  and  be  brought  into  closer  harmony,  one  with  the 
other.  Time  and  time  again  have  we  planned  schemes  and 
schemed  plans  to  obtain  our  desire,  only  at  the  last  moment  to 
become  aware  of  our  failure.  It  seemed  at  though  all  our 
efforts  in  behalf  of  this  coveted  project  must  be  all  in  vain. 

"If  at  first  you  don't  succeed,  try,  try  again,"  is  an  old 
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saying,  many  times  told,  and  almost  worn  threadbare  with 
usage.  Yet  follow  out  its  directions  and  it  leads  to  victory. 
So,  being  not  dismayed  by  the  failure  of  former  years,  follow- 
ing out  the  truthfulness  of  the  old  adage,  we  have  trudged  on 
alone  until  at  last  the  star  of  victory  has  gradually  but  surely, 
risen  upon  the  horizon  of  our  life. 

The  fraternity  house  is  now  almost  a  reality.  Already  has 
the  foundation  been  built  and  ere  another  spring  has  brought 
with  it  her  green  cloak  and  the  twitter  of  birds,  we  shall  have 
reached  our  Mecca;  our  hopes  will  have  been  realized.  We 
shall  be  in  possession  of  our  own. 

The  house  which  is  in  process  of  erection  will  have  no 
rival  at  Gettysburg  College.  It  will  be  three  stories  high,  the 
best  of  stone  and  brick.  Imported  woods  shall  line  its  walls 
and  grace  its  ceilings.  It  will  be  the  peer  of  all  fraternity 
houses  at  this  college. 

Early  in  the  month  of  January,  of  the  present  year,  four 
loyal  Alpha  Taus,  of  York,  Pa.,  Brothers  Messrs.  Bortner, 
Ammon,  Cannon  and  Dr.  Jones,  communicated  to  us  the  happy 
intelligence,  that  the  chapter  house  project  would  soon  be 
launched  into  existence.  This  communication  contained  the 
following  brief  stipulations,  that  should  we,  the  active  chapter, 
purchase  a  lot,  that  in  their  estimation  should  be  suitable  for 
the  proposed  house,  in  plain  terse  English  they  would  do  the 
rest. 

So,  early  in  the  month  of  March,  we  began  to  look  about 
us  for  a  desirable  place  to  build. 

As  the  first  day  of  April  broke  upon  us  we,  by  the  most 
strenuous  efforts,  became  the  happy  possessors  of  a  deed,  to  the 
title  of  a  lot  across  the  street,  from  the  college's  beautiful 
campus. 

What  hope,  what  happiness,  what  joy  filled  the  hearts  of 
every  Alpha  Tau,  it  beggars  language  to  describe.  Suffice  it 
to  say  that  the  sun  never  shone  more  brightly;  that  nature 
never  seemed  more  dear  and  sweet  to  us,  than  on  that  April 
day. 

Soon  the  foundation  was  built  and  preparations  were  made 
for  an  elaborate  corner-stone  laying.  Dignitaries  of  the  fra- 
ternity were  sent  the  most  urgent  invitation  to  be  with  us, 
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and  add  to  the  success  of  the  affair  by  their  presence.  Mr.  N. 
Wiley  Thomas,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  kindly  consented  to  de- 
liver the  oration  of  the  day. 

On  June  3,  1903,  at  4.00  p.  m.,  the  host  of  Alpha  Taus, 
and  their  friends,  gathered  around  the  embryonic  structure,  as 
it  were,  and  listened  with  admiration  and  pride  to  the  eloquent 
words  of  the  orator  of  the  day,  our  beloved  brother,  Mr. 
Thomas. 

Brother  Rev.  Bickle,  of  Danville,  N.  Y.,  was  master  of 
ceremonies,  and  to  him  is  due  great  credit  for  the  magnificence 
and  grandeur  of  the  occasion.  It  was  certainly  a  gala  day  for 
A.  T.  O. ;  one  long  to  be  remembered,  and  never  to  be  for- 
gotten. One  that  shall  go  down  to  posterity  as  the  starting 
point  of  all  true  history  of  Pennsylvania  Alpha  Upsilon  Chap- 
ter. 

To-day  A.  T.  O.  stands  second  to  none  at  Gettysburg. 
Her  members  are  prominent  among  the  literary  men,  of  the 
scholars  and  the  athletes  of  the  institution.  For  many  years 
past  she  has  had  men  foremost  in  the  literary  society  contest  in 
the  class-room,  and  upon  the  field.  Honor  men  have  fallen  to 
her  lot  every  year.  For  three  years  in  succession  she  claimed 
the  valedictorian.  Brother  Speer,  now  passed  from  our  midst, 
was  the  greatest  football  player  ever  known  in  the  history  of 
the  institution.  Brother  Rinard,  of  last  year's  class,  occupied  a 
position  of  every  organization,  of  any  moment,  that  the  institu- 
tion maintained. 

Brothers,  wherever  you  may  be,  whoever  you  may  be, 
should  it  ever  be  your  good  fortune  to  journey  to  Gettysburg; 
to  see  that  famous  of  all  famous  fields,  where  fought  and  died 
so  many  of  the  noblest  citizens  of  the  United  States,  both 
the  blue  and  the  gray;  where  the  life  blood  of  the  nation  was 
spilt,  that  it  should  forever  stand  a  tribute  to  honesty  of  pur- 
pose and  the  truthfulness  of  a  cause  that  they  thought  was 
right,  let  the  members  of  Alpha  Tau  beware  of  thy  coming.  If 
it  be  within  the  limits  of  possibility,  and  the  efforts  of  Penn- 
sylvania Alpha  Upsilon  to  accomplish  her  effort,  you  will 
never  forget  your  visit  to  the  city  of  Gettysburg.

One  of  the  greatest  sources  of  encouragement  with  respect 
to  the  welfare  of  the  fraternity  is  that,  in  addition  to  the  ever 
increasing  number  of  strong  and  enthusiastic  initiates,  there 
are  so  many  of  the  older  members  of  the  fraternity  who  remain 
constant  and  devoted  in  the  active  service  of  their  fraternity. 
A  noble  instance  of  such  devotion  is  found  in  our  brother,  Dr. 
N.  Wiley  Thomas,  of  Philadelphia. 

Though  occupying  one  of  the  most  lucrative  and  responsible 
positions  in  the  gift  of  the  people  there,  as  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Gas,  he  always  found  time  to  perform  well  every  task  as- 
signed to  him. 

As  he  is  now  a  member  of  the  High  Council  and  the  chair- 
man of  the  special  committee  authorized  by  the  last  Congress  for 
the  revision  and  codification  of  the  laws  of  the  fraternity,  it  is 
deemed  proper,  in  this  issue,  to  give  a  brief  sketch  of  his  noble 
career  both  as  a  man  and  as  an  Alpha  Tau.  His  early  training 
was  such  as  might  naturally  be  expected  at  the  hands  of  his 
parents,  Rev.  Samuel  W.  and  Margaret  A.  Thomas.  He  was 
prepared  for  college  at  Rugby  Academy,  in  Philadelphia,  and 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  class  of 
1 88 1.  Subsequently,  in  due  course,  he  received  a  decree  of 
Ph.  D.  He  was  a  substitute  Professor  of  Natural  Science  at 
Wettenberge  College  for  a  short  time,  then  he  served  for  two 
years  as  a  Packer  Professor  of  Natural  and  Applied  Science  at 
Muhlenberg  College.  In  1885,  he  was  elected  Professor  of 
Chemistry  and  Physics  in  Girard  College,  where  he  remained 
for  nearly  fifteen  years. 

He  has  on  a  number  of  occasions  been  selected  to  visit  the 
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asphalt  deposits  for  the  municipality  for  the  purpose  of  fur- 
nishing expert  advice  based  upon  such  investigations. 

Next  to  being  the  first  Alpha  Tau  initiated  north  of  the 
Mason  and  Dixon's  line,  the  greatest  distinction  in  his  life  was 
attained  when  he  won  the  heart  and  hand  of  Miss  Elizabeth  J. 
MacDonald,  to  whom  he  was  married  in  1884,  since  which  time 
she  has  been  an  inspiration  to  his  life  and  a  true  Alpha  Tau  sis- 
ter to  the  balance  of  the  fraternity,  from  the  very  first  contrib- 
uting actual  labor  in  the  assistance  of  her  husband  in  the  work 
of  the  fraternity  as  well  as  becoming  a  hostess  whose  sincere- 
hospitality  cannot  have  been  excelled  in  the  North  or  in  the 
South. 

Brother  Thomas  was  initiated  into  the  fraternity  by  Syl- 
vanus  Stokes,  of  Virginia  Delta,  in  1881,  and  organized  Penn- 
sylvania Tau.  Later,  Brother  Thomas  established  Pennsylva- 
nia Alpha  Upsilon,  Pennsylvania  Alpha  Rho,  Pennsylvania 
Alpha  Pi  and  Ohio  Alpha  Psi.  Much  to  his  gratification,  these 
chapters  are  now  all  active,  several  having  been  recently  re- 
established. One  of  the  charter  members  of  the  last  named 
chapter,  Brother  E.  J.  Shives,  became  a  strong  factor  in  our 
fraternity  extension  in  every  direction,  more  especially  in  Ohio 
and  the  West  generally. 

In  the  year  of  his  marriage  (1884)  Brother  Thomas  be- 
came Worthy  Grand  Chief.  As  with  the  plighting  of  the  troth 
and  the  unselfish  devotion  involved,  the  horizon  of  life  and  its 
spheres  of  usefulness  become  broadened  in  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  those  whose  lives  are  in  consonance  with  the  principles  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega,  so  did  the  unselfish,  united  and  untiring 
efforts  in  the  performance  of  the  arduous  and  responsible  duties 
of  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  enable  Brother  Thomas  and  his 
young  wife  to  grasp  the  full  breadth  and  meaning  of  such  work 
for  good  among  picked  youths  of  our  entire  country ;  and  the 
nineteen  years  of  their  devotion  to  the  cause  exemplifies,  in  a 
measure,  the  sterling  worth  of  characters  over  whose  lives 
honest  convictions  have  such  sway. 

The  writer,  on  one  occasion,  elicited  from  him  an  expres- 
sion of  the  philosophic  truths  involved  in  his  service  for  the 
fraternity,  and  he  expressed  it  as  his  experience  that  the  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  Fraternity  fills  the  place  he  wants  to  devote  to  that 
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phase  of  life  which  ''keeps  us  from  such  selfish  ambition  and 
•opens  an  avenue  for  the  more  congenial  play  of  the  heart 
forces." 

The  good  he  has  done  in  the  past  can  not  be  measured.  We 
are  fortunate,  indeed,  to  have  his  continued  service,  and  it  is 
believed  that  when  his  report  on  the  Codification  and  Revision 
of  Laws  is  made  to  the  next  Congress,  the  old  "land-marks" 
of  the  fraternity  will  be  well  preserved  and  great  forethought 
for  the  future  will  be  shown. 


PLEDGING  OF  NEW  MEMBERS. 

Now,  that  the  smoke  has  partly  cleared  from  the  battle- 
fields of  the  annual  "rushing"  campaign,  I  wish  to  present  a 
few  observations  concerning  the  evils  of  the  present  method  of 
pledging  new  members  for  the  chapters.  These  evils  pertain 
not  alone  to  Alpha  Tau  but  to  all  the  other  fraternities  which 
adopt  the  same  methods  of  securing  members.  In  all  colleges 
great  rivalry  exists  among  the  different  chapters  during  the 
•first  months  of  each  new  year,  and  the  number  of  men  pledged 
is  often  taken  as  the  barometer  to  indicate  the  prosperity  of  the 
chapter. 

During  my  ten  years'  observation  of  the  local  chapters.  I 
have  often  watched  with  alarm  the  apparent  haste  and  lack  of 
investigation  displayed  in  selecting  new  members.  I  am 
pleased  to  state  that  up  to  the  present  time  my  fears  have  been 
nearly  always  without  foundation,  but  Providence  may  not  be 
as  kind  in  the  future. 

In  a  university,  whose  students  come  from  distant  points, 
it  is  improbable  that  all  the  desirable  men  have  friends  in  col- 
lege who  can  vouch  for  their  fitness.  The  usual  result  is  that 
members  are  selected  who  appear  worthy  after  a  few  days 
acquaintance. 

Athletes  and  other  men  prominent  for  the  moment  are 

usually  singled  out  by  this  custom  while  many  others  of  great 

ability  and  excellent  character,  who  ultimately  would  make  the 

most  desirable  of  fraternity  men,  are  not  known  until  after  the 

innual  initiation.     The  old  method  of  pledging  men  before 
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entering  college  has  for  the  most  part  become  obsolete,  but 
the  present  scheme  has  little  advantage  over  that  plan. 

Some  may  insist  that  the  ideal  chapter  should  consist  of  all 
classes  of  men,  so  that  it  may  not  be  developed  in  any  particular 
direction,  and  the  individual's  character  may  be  moulded  in  a 
broad  way.  To  such  persons  the  present  plan  does  not  seem 
objectionable. 

This  theory  is  interesting  from  a  psychological  standpoint, 
but  does  not  seem  practical,  as  the  characters  of  college  men 
are  so  diversified  that  a  union  of  all  classes  would  result  in  a 
chapter  without  stability  or  purpose. 

Many  recommend  that  a  fraternity  should  be  considered 
only  after  a  year's  residence  at  an  institution. 

This  period  allows  the  new  man  to  make  his  estimate  of  the 
fraternity  and  also  permits  the  fraternity  to  take  the  candidate's 
measure.  The  chief  objection  to  this  plan  is  the  loss  to  the 
member  of  a  year's  fraternity  life  when  such  life  is  most  im- 
portant in  developing  character ;  likewise  the  chapter  is  unable 
to  do  its  proper  work  with  no  representatives  from  the  entering 
class. 

The  choice  of  a  fraternity  is  without  doubt  the  most  im- 
portant event  in  the  life  of  a  college  man.  The  initiation  of 
desirable  members  each  year  is  the  food  upon  which  the  chap- 
ter depends  for  its  existence.  The  greatest  care  should  be  taken 
on  both  sides  to  issue  a  correct  choice.  The  ideal  scheme 
seems  to  the  writer  to  be  briefly  as  follows : 

The  annual  initiation  should  be  held  during  the  first  two 
weeks  in  December  after  the  football  season  has  terminated  and 
before  the  social  season  has  commenced. 

No  new  man  should  be  asked  to  join  until  one  month  pre- 
vious to  the  initiation.  Each  new  candidate  should  be  inti- 
mately acquainted  with  all  the  members  of  the  chapter  before 
giving  his  pledge.  All  men,  after  being  asked  to  join,  should 
have  an  opportunity  to  investigate  the  character  of  the  chapter 
from  neutral  sources  before  making  the  final  decision. 

The  men,  who  are  actively  engaged  in  the  pledging,  should 
avoid  reference  to  anything  derogatory  to  any  other  fraternity, 
and  candidates  should  by  all  means  avoid  pledging  themselves 
to  any  chapter  which  adopts  this  method  of  securing  men. 
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If  all  the  members  of  the  entering  class  should  be  provided 
with  a  circular  of  information  containing  these  rules  it  would 
seem  that  the  fraternity  transgressing  any  of  its  obviously  fair 
provisions  would  ultimately  receive  the  proper  penalty. 

This  scheme  may  seem  Utopian  to  many,  but  there  appears 
no  hardships  which  would  impair  the  success  of  the  method; 
and  on  the  other  hand  the  chance  for  mature  deliberation 
afforded  chapter  and  freshmen  could  result  only  in  benefit  to 
both. 

This  proposed  scheme  already  exists  in  a  modified  form  at 
several  institutions,  and  I  have  contributed  this  brief  plan  with 
the  hope  that  some  beneficial  discussion  may  result. 

The  present  "rushing"  method  seems  to  be  one  of  the  few 
points  where  the  usefulness  and  dignity  of  a  college  fraternity 
are  not  held  up  to  the  usual  high  standard  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  every  loyal  fraternity  man  to  assist  in  maintaining  the  high- 
est ideals.  Frank  G.  Wren.

HILLSDALE  COLLEGE. 

Boone,  '04,  true  Varsity  material  and  for  four  years  a 
member  of  the  team,  has  from  his  position  as  fullback  shown 
himself  a  most  consistent  ground-gainer,  no  line  in  the  inter- 
collegiate being  able  to  withstand  his  fierce  bucks.  His  run- 
ning mate,  DePew,  '04,  is  the  recognized  all-round  star  athlete 
of  Michigan  intercollegiate  athletics  and  as  right-half  is  to  be 
depended  on  when  distance  is  required. 

Neufang,  '06,  has  established  himself  as  one  of  the  two 
best  ends  that  this  year's  football  has  produced  in  the  colleges 
of  Michigan,  while  he  frequently  throws  his  man  for  a  loss, 
being,  like  the  foregoing,  a  deadly  tackier.  Wood,  '05,  though 
light,  has  for  three  years  maintained  himself  at  right  guard, 
however  at  times  being  shifted  to  centre. 

The  men  of  the  above  coterie  are  among  the  real  supporters 
of  the  institution's  athletics,  and  have  for  years  been  active  as 
managers  and  members  of  the  various  teams,  as  members  of 
the  board  of  control,  etc.  This  present  year  Bro.  Wood  is  base- 
ball manager,  Bro.  DePew  track  manager,  Bro.  Boone  direc- 
tor on  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  M.  I.  A.  A.,  and  Neufang 
is  athletic  editor  of  the  Collegian. 


ST.  LAWRENCE  UNIVERSITY. 

Alpha  Omicron  had  eight  men  on  the  team  this  year,  seven 
of  whom  get  the  block  letter.  This  fact  alone  shows  that 
Alpha  Tau  is  not  asleep  when  it  comes  to  football. 

Coach  Costello  selects  Bro.  C.  A.  Baltz,  1904,  as  the  star 
man  of  the  team  this  year.  He  is  first  of  all,  says  our  coach, 
"A  clean  player ;  he  has  not  made  a  fumble  this  year,  a  record 
not  held  by  many  centres;  he  is  aggressive  and  always  plays 
his  position  with  all  the  vim  he  has."  He  has  played  his  posi- 
tion for  four  seasons. 

Bro.  C.  H.  Alexander,  1904,  captain,  has  made  several  sen- 
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sational  plays  this  season  and  is  recognized  in  college  circles  as 
a  wonder  in  athletics  in  all  its  branches.  Under  the  letter 
system  he  has  won  a  star.  Out  of  93  points  won  by  the  team 
this  year  42  are  his.  He  has  made  four  drop  kicks  during  the 
season  and  this  is  one  of  his  specialties.  His  position  is  half- 
back and  he,  too,  has  held  his  ground  for  four  years.  It  is 
generally  recognized  that  he  has  done  more  to  arouse  enthu- 
siasm in  athletics  at  St.  Lawrence  than  any  man  who  has  been 
here  in  some  time. 

Bro.  L.  B.  Stevenson,  '04,  as  end,  has  played  his  position 
for  four  years,  and  is  in  no  way  inferior  to  the  above-men- 
tioned men.  He  was  captain  of  the  team  last  year  and  the 
first  man  to  win  a  star  under  the  block  letter  system.  The 
coach  places  him  as  the  second  best  man  of  the  team  this 
year. 

Bro.  E.  D.  Ford,  '07,  has  made  some  star  plays  this  year 
and  will  be  heard  from  in  the  future  on  the  gridiron. 


KANSAS  UNIVERSITY. 

Bro.  Alpha  Brumage,  captain  of  the  '03  Kansas  team,  has 
won  an  enviable  reputation  for  himself  during  his  three  years 
in  college.  Out  land,  the  famous  all- American  half-back,  a 
former  K.  U.  player,  brought  him  to  K.  U.  Bro.  Brumage 
has  played  two  years  at  tackle  and  one  year  at  full.  Coach 
Curtis,  of  Wisconsin,  called  him  one  of  the  best  tackles  he  had 
ever  seen  on  a  western  team.  He  was  transferred  to  full  this 
season  because  Coach  Weeks  could  find  no  one  else  who  could 
play  the  position.  Brumage  is  the  second  Alpha  Tau  to  cap- 
tain a  Kansas  University  football  team.  Bro.  W.  D.  Vincent, 
'03,  was  his  predecessor.  He  is  a  hard  worker  and  is  exceed- 
ingly popular  among  the  students. 


UNIVERSITY  OF  MINNESOTA. 

"Moses"  L.  Strathern  is  the  only  player  who  has  so  com- 
pletely outclassed  all  his  opponents  that  not  a  single  critic  has 
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even  questioned  his  right  to  a  place  as  centre  on  the  All- West- 
ern Eleven,  and  more  than  a  few  have  given  him  credit  for  the 
All-American  though  we  could  hardly  dream  of  that  honor 
coming  so  far  west.  "Mose"  has  ever  been  a  credit  to  our 
chapter  and  to  our  institution  and  is  loved  and  honored  by 
every  one  who  knows  him.  What  more  could  be  desired  of  an 
A.  T.  O.  He  is  a  senior  academic  and  a  freshman  medic. 
Last  year  he  was  honored  with  one  of  the  four  offices  most  to 
be  desired  at  Minnesota,  viz.,  treasurer  of  the  Junior  Base  Ball 
Association.  This  year  he  has  besides  his  honor  in  the  football 
world,  been  made  president  of  the  freshman  medic  class;  was 
appointed  on  the  refreshment  committee  of  the  senior  prome- 
nade; and  has  been  elected  to  the  magazine  board.  December 
I  he  was  presented  with  a  beautiful  ring  by  the  freshman 
dental  and  medic  classes  in  honor  of  his  work  on  the  gridiron. 
Besides  these  honors  he  is  generally  picked  here  as  the  next 
year's  captain  of  the  Minnesota  championship  team. 


UNIVERSITY  OF  COLORADO. 

Harry  R.  Whitehead  is  Colorado  Gamma  Lambda's  onl> 
representative  on  the  football  field  this  year.  In  addition  to> 
playing  on  the  team  in  the  interstate  games,  he  was  one  of  the 
two  coaches  who  trained  the  team.  He  has  already  received 
offers  to  coach,  from  at  least  three  colleges,  next  season. 

Whitehead  has  made  a  remarkable  record  in  athletics  dur- 
ing the  four  years  of  his  stay  at  the  university.  He  earned  a 
place  on  all  the  athletic  teams  in  the  institution.  For  four 
years  he  played  quarterback  on  the  football  team.  On  the 
baseball  team  he  was  considered  the  best  batter  and  fielder  that 
ever  came  to  college.  Last  season  his  batting  average  was 
750  per  cent.  Track  work  became  a  part  of  university  athletics 
in  1 90 1,  and  Whitehead  ran  the  hurdles  and  won  the  broad 
jump  in  the  intercollegiate  field  day.  Next  year  he  repeated 
this  performance,  and  thus  received  two  track  C's.  In  all, 
Bro.  Whitehead  has  ten  big  C's,  which  is  more  than  any  other 
man  ever  received  at  the  University  of  Colorado.

WOOSTER  UNIVERSITY. 

Captain  Whitcraft,  '05,  was  the  backbone  of  the  'Varsity 
team  this  year.  His  fast  work  on  the  offensive  and  sure  tack- 
ling on  the  defensive  made  him  easily  one  of  the  strongest  men 
on  the  eleven.  Captain  Cadle,  of  Case,  said  he  was  one  of  the 
best  men  he  ever  ran  up  against.  Whitcraft's  old  position  was 
at  end,  but  when  the  team  was  reorganized  this  year  he  occu- 
pied left-half  most  creditably  to  himself  and  to  the  whole 
team. 

Lyle  Ringland,  '05,  made  his  first  appearance  on  the  grid- 
iron this  fall.  His  first  game  was  at  Oberlin,  October  10, 
where  Wooster  ran  up  against  such  great  odds.  One  can  have 
but  the  highest  commendation  for  Ringland.  He  took  quarter 
and  released  Whitcraft  who  went  to  the  back  field. 

Undoubtedly  one  of  Woosters  most  valuable  men  was 
Acton,  who  played  all  last  year  on  the  'Varsity  left  wing. 
When  the  team  was  arranged  at  the  first  of  the  season  he  was 
booked  for  left  half,  and  there  he  played  until  taken  down  by 
the  typhoid  fever  soon  after  the  Heidelberg  game  on  October 
23.  Wooster  lost  a  good  man  when  he  left,  but  we  expect 
to  have  him  again  on  the  gridiron  next  fall.

Captain 
Whitcraft  carried  the  ball  from  the  kickofr"  in  the  Heidelberg 
game  and  planted  it  across  their  goal  twice  in  runs  of  100  yards 
each.  He  also  scored  the  two  touchdowns  made  in  the  Woos- 
ter-Kenyon  game  on  November  14.  In  the  record  of  touch- 
downs made  during  the  season  he  leads  the  entire  squad,  hav- 
ing seven  to  his  credit,  Bro.  Acton  coming  second  with  three.

your  kind  invitation.

"When  Johnnie  finished  this  note  he  was  nearly  pulled  to 
pieces  by  the  demonstrations  of  pleasure  indulged  in  by  the 
happy  crowd  of  fellows.

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HOW  CAN  THE  CONSTANTLY  CHANGING  RECORDS 
OF  A  GREEK  LETTER  FRATERNITY  BEST  BE 
KEPT  UP-TO-DATE. 

The  above  question  is  not  only  of  interest  to  A.  T.  O.  but 
to  every  Greek  organization.  After  several  years  constant 
study  in  trying  to  answer  this  question,  I  shall  attempt  to  give 
my  opinion  as  to  the  proper  reply,  at  any  rate  so  far  as  our 
fraternity  is  concerned.  In  a  general  way  let  me  say  that  it  is 
almost  impossible  for  a  committee  located  in  different  parts  of 
the  county  to  prepare  such  data  as  is  necessary  in  publishing  a 
fraternity  roll,  in  a  thorough  manner.  One  man  alone  can  ac- 
complish the  desired  end.  At  the  present  time  such  a  task  is  a 
difficult  one,  even  for  a  man  who  is  not  occupied  in  other  ways, 
yet  I  believe  that  with  such  a  man  to  direct,  that  the  subject 
can  be  solved.  For  a  number  of  years  A.  T.  O.  has  required 
each  of  her  chapters  to  print  and  distribute  among  her  alumni 
and  grand  officers  every  year  (June  ist),  a  statement  showing 
the  conditions  existing.  In  most  cases  this  has  been  done,  but 
each  year  certain  chapters  do  not  comply  with  this  requirement. 
As  a  rule  these  printed  reports  contain  very  little,  except  mat- 
ters of  interest  to  the  active  chapter  men — most  of  them  being 
similar  to  the  chapter  letters  supposed  to  be  sent  to  the  Palm 
for  each  publication.  The  change  which  I  would  suggest  is 
somewhat  radical,  but  I  feel  sure  that  the  W.  G.  C.  and  High 
Council  will  agree  with  me.  My  plan  is  as  follows:  i.  That 
the  W.  K.  A.  of  every  chapter  should  be  a  man  who  is  willing 
and  anxious  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  benefit  his  chapter.  Fur- 
thermore, if  a  suitable  man  is  found,  he  should  be  reelected  to 
fill  the  same  office  as  long  as  he  is  connected  with  his  chapter. 
As  soon  as  he  is  appointed,  at  the  opening  of  the  college  ses- 
sion, he  should  take  the  complete  roll  of  his  chapter  from  its 
foundation  and  carefully  study  it.  He  should  next  communi- 
cate with  every  man  (alumnus),  not  being  satisfied  until  he 
has  located  every  one.  As  soon  as  located,  he  should  find  out 
their  present  occupation,  correct  name,  in  full,  and  his  present 
city  address.  If  this  effort  is  promptly  started,  he  should  by 
May  ist  of  that  session,  be  ready  to  report  upon  his  roll.     (The 
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importance  of  having  this  inquiry  made  every  year  is  most 
apparent :  Young  men,  after  leaving  college,  change  about, 
sometimes  for  several  years  before  finally  locating.  The 
alumnus  will  also  be  encouraged  to  take  more  interest  in  his 
chapter  and  fraternity  when  he  notes  the  interest  taken  in  him. ) 
Not  later  than  May  15  he  should  send  to  his  Provincial  Chief 
his  corrected  rolls,  making  note  of  any  "lost  men."  As  soon 
as  the  Provincial  Chief  of  a  Province  secures  such  rolls  from 
his  chapters,  he  should  have  them  simply  printed,  as  the  cor- 
rected rolls  of  his  entire  Province.  As  soon  as  this  is  com- 
pleted he  should  send  back  to  the  chapter  one  copy  for  each 
living  member,  which  shall  be  promptly  forwarded  by  the 
respective  W.  K.  A.'s.  The  expense  of  such  a  publication 
should  be  divided  among  the  respective  chapters  of  his  Prov- 
ince, which  in  my  judgment,  would  be  less  than  the  present 
cost  of  the  yearly  chapter  reports.  The  value  of  such  a  publi- 
cation is  most  apparent.  It  will  not  only  be  of  great  interest 
to  each  alumnus  to  know  the  whereabouts  of  his  brothers,  but 
will  aid  the  W.  G.  K.  A.  in  his  arduous  efforts  to  locate  6,000 
or  more  men.  Perhaps,  after  the  first  reading,  this  will  appear 
a  tedious  task  for  the  respective  W.  K.  A.'s.     I  think  not. 

In  the  first  place,  they  have  the  benefit  of  my  labors,  as 
given  in  the  Official  Register  just  published.  The  author  ap- 
preciates fully  that  all  addresses  are  not  correct,  and  yet  he  is 
pleased  to  note  that  in  most  instances  they  are.  In  the  second 
place  this  officer  should  not  be  discouraged  if  letters  are  re- 
turned, with  errors  in  address. 

If  chapter  officials  would  do  this  work,  note  how  much 
assistance  it  would  be  to  your  Recorder,  who  must  be  on  the 
lookout  at  all  times  for  such  a  large  number  of  men. 

If  he  could  be  relieved  of  this  responsibility,  he  could  exert 
his  efforts  in  locating  the  lost  men  of  the  defunct  chapters,  a 
task  in  itself  sufficient  for  one  man.  The  heavy  responsibility 
and  arduous  duties  of  publishing  a  new  Official  Register  every 
few  years  would  not  be  necessary. 

I  earnestly  appeal  to  every  W.  K.  A.  to  at  once  set  to  work 
along  these  lines,  so  that  should  this  matter  receive  the  ap- 
proval of  those  in  authority,  they  may  be  found  ready  by 
May  1st  to  make  a  complete  report.  Our  chief  aim  is  to  locate 
every  man  and  to  find  out  what  he  is  doing. 
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A  RECENT  EULOGY  BY  DR.  GLAZEBROOK. 

"To  speak  well  of  the  dead  is  the  imperative  duty  of  the 
living.  To  write  men's  faults  in  sand  and  to  chisel  their  vir- 
tues in  marble  and  brass  is  to  imitate  the  divine.  The  mantle  of 
charity  is  a  fructifying  cloak  under  which  human  imperfections 
are  fostered  into  human  excellencies.  Transformation  of  char- 
acter is  wrought  as  if  by  a  magician's  hand,  under  its  mystic 
fold.  Eulogy  therefore,  the  art  of  kind  and  appreciative 
speech,  is  one  of  the  fine  arts  and  its  cultivation  is  a  real  incre- 
ment to  the  world's  store  of  goodness  and  happiness. 

"An  analysis  of  this  art  discovers  several  elements  which 
are  pertinent  to  a  memorial  occasion  and  conducive  to  the 
development  of  the  highest  character.  The  first  of  these  is 
faith.  Why  should  this  powerful  instrumentality  as  recognized 
in  all  provinces  of  human  development  be  denied  its  efficient 
place  in  evoking  all  that  is  truest  and  noblest  in  man?  I  dare 
to  say,  then,  believe  in  men ;  trust  men ;  know  that  every  man 
has  higher  ideals  and  nobler  aspirations  than  he  ever  attains. 

"Man  is  largely  what  you  make  him  by  your  faith  in  him. 
Seek  his  best  parts  and  bring  to  bear  upon  them  all  your  love 
and  sympathy.  When  a  different  course  has  been  pursued  man 
has  invariably  deteriorated.  Two  thousand  years  ago  man  was 
probably  at  his  worst.  The  soul  had  fled,  nothing  but  the  senses 
remained.  Faith  had  given  place  to  skepticism,  and  skepticism 
soon  yielded  to  lasciviousness,  which  is  but  a  step  removed 
from  it.  Man  had  become  but  little  more  than  a  beast.  His- 
tory of  that  period  shows  his  spiritual  dethronement.  Its 
poetry,  the  best  index  of  exalted  aspiration,  was  turned  into 
satire.  Juvenal  and  Horace  had  supplanted  the  sweet  singing 
of  Israel's  poet  king.  When  this  supplanting  takes  place  degen- 
eracy is  near  at  hand.  Man  in  his  agony  cried  aloud  in  despair. 
That  cry  reached  the  ear  of  the  Eternal.  The  Great  Father 
responded.  He  came — the  soul  most  full  of  love,  the  highest 
gift  of  God  which  man  had  thus  far  received — the  Christ.  He 
spoke  words  of  sympathy  and  inspired  the  dead  souls  with  faith 
in  themselves. 

"We  memorialize  our  dead  because  we  believe  in  them  and 
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because  we  hope  the  best  for  them.  We  do  not  believe  they 
are  dead.  They  live.  Their  work  is  not  yet  done.  The  spirit 
of  this  noble  order  is  a  spirit  of  faith  and  hopefulness.  Em- 
blazoned high  on  its  banner  is  immortality.  We  eulogize  to- 
night immortals.  Who  can  say  what  their  possibilities  of  de- 
velopment may  be  ?  We  may  not  bind  them  by  human  limita- 
tions, and  you,  racers  of  immortality,  immortal  creatures,  real- 
ize the  nobility  of  your  calling.  Gird  up  your  loins  in  the  sight 
of  such  a  priceless  goal.  Give  all  heed  and  diligence  to  the 
making  of  your  calling  and  election  sure." 

Be  good  my  friend,  let  who  may,  be  clever. 

Do  noble  acts,  not  dream  them  all  day  long ; 
And  so  make  life,  death,  and  that  vast  forever, 

One  grand  sweet  song. 


THE  CHAPTER  AT  LEHIGH. 

A  little  more  than  two  years  ago  several  students  here  at 
Lehigh  University  got  together  and  conceived  the  idea  of 
founding  a  club  or  local  fraternity.  They  saw  the  future 
through  a  golden  haze,  no  doubt,  and  fondly  hoped  their  little 
"Psi  Alpha  Kappa"  would  soon  grow  to  a  powerful  national 
fraternity.  It  did  not  take  a  great  while  for  them  to  realize 
that  their  dream  could  not  come  true  and  very  soon,  at  least, 
but  however  reluctant  the  awakening  may  have  been,  these  fel- 
lows did  not  give  up  their  ideals,  and  "quit,"  but  by  their  very 
earnestness,  hard  work  and  winning  personality  drew  together 
a  congenial  crowd  of  good  fellows.  They  were  energetic  and 
progressive  and  soon  had  rented  a  house  and  had  started  a 
"table." 

In  spite  of  this  harmony  and  success  there  gradually  grew 
a  dissatisfaction.  As  the  men  were  broadened  by  this  contact 
with  one  another  they  began  to  appreciate  the  immense  good 
that  might  be  in  a  real  fraternity  life — and  they  desired  it. 

As  the  result  or  rather  as  the  culmination  of  this  search  for 
something  better,  we  petitioned  the  High  Council  of  Alpha 
Tan  Omega  that  the  Alpha  Rho  Chapter  be  re-established  and 
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that  the  charter  be  given  to  us.     At  present  there  is  in  our 
strong-box  a  short  telegram,  dated  June  8,  1903 : 

Application  granted,  installation  by  Otis  Glaze- 
brook  and  Wise  to-morrow  night.  Congratula- 
tions. GEO.  H.  LAMAR. 

We  shall  never  forget  the  feeling  of  utter  rest  and  happi- 
ness that  came  over  us  upon  reading  those  few  lines,  nor  shall 
we  ever  lose  the  appreciation  of  the  beauty  and  solemnity  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  that  we  gained  from  meeting  Dr.  Glaze- 
brook  and  listening  to  him.  Ever  since  the  installation  we 
have  been  constantly  indebted  to  our  Provincial  Chief,  Bro. 
Leo  Wise  for  his  encouragement  and  advice.  He  is  alertness 
and  good-fellowship  personified. 

The  Pennsylvania  Alpha  Rho  Chapter  was  founded  at 
Lehigh  in  1882,  but  the  charter  was  withdrawn  by  the  High 
Council  in  1886.  In  1890  the  chapter  was  reorganized  chief! v 
through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  L.  W.  Glazebrook,  (A.  Z.),  H.  S. 
Laudon,  (A.  I.),  and  E.  B.  Clark,  (A.  O.).  In  1897  the  char- 
ter was  again  withdrawn.  The  present  chapter  was  reestab- 
lished June  9,  1903. 

At  present  we  number  fifteen,  are  renting  a  chapter  house 
in  which  thirteen  of  us  are  living  and  we  are  all  happy,  pros- 
perous and  contented.  We  are  represented  on  the  Track  Team, 
Gym  Team,  Class,  Baseball  and  Football  Teams,  and  exepect  to 
be  represented  on  the  'Varsity  Baseball  Team  in  the  spring. 
We  have  also  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Engineering 
Society  and  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Alpha  Chapter  of  Tau  Beta  Pi. 

Lehigh  University  has  at  present  about  six  hundred  stu- 
dents, and  although  it  is  early  to  predict,  she  should  have  an 
enrollment  of  seven  hundred  next  fall.  There  are  at  present 
seventeen  fraternities  here,  all  of  them  owning  or  renting 
houses  and  about  three  hundred  of  the  men  in  college  belong  to 
fraternities. 

And  now  a  word  as  to  our  prospects.  The  chapter  is  on 
a  sound  footing,  its  present  condition  is  all  that  can  be  ex- 
pected, the  members  are  all  energetic  and  loyal  and  working  in 
harmony  and  we  have  every  reason  to  expect  to  see  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  in  an  enviable  position  at  Lehigh  in  a  short  time. 
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GOVERNOR  TAFT  AT  HIS  SUMMER  HOME, 

There  are  few  places  in  the  Orient  where,  by  a  three-days 
journey,  one  can  travel  from  the  intense  tropical  heat  into  a 
region  where  the  fresh  winds  from  the  ocean  and  the  pine 
scented  breezes  from  the  mountains  cool  the  atmosphere  to  a 
tune  of  6o°  fahrenheit. 

Poisoned  by  Manila's  heat,  dust  and  noxious  vapors,  which 
are  begotten  in  the  prosecution  of  various  industries  health,  to 
such  an  extent,  is  impaired  through  these  causes  that  the  men 
who  were  chosen  for  their  wisdom  to  direct  the  affairs  of  the 
government,  decided  that  a  recreation  locality  was  necessary, 
which  would  form  a  resort  for  the  people  in  their  spare  mo- 
ments where  they  could  breathe  the  pure  air  and  rest  by  the 
open  fire,  enjoying  the  beauty  of  vegetation  away  from  the  arti- 
ficial life  of  the  city. 

Two  hundred  miles  north  of  Manila — thirty-five  miles 
from  the  western  coast  of  Luzon — on  a  small  plateau  about 
five  kilometers  circumference  and  4,700  feet  above  the  level  of 
the  sea,  the  town  of  Baguio,  the  summer  capital  of  the  Philip- 
pines, is  located.  Open  as  it  is  on  one  side  to  the  ocean,  which 
can  easily  be  seen  from  many  of  the  higher  points,  surrounded 
by  pine-clad  mountains,  and  deep  canons  filled  with  tropical 
growth,  the  region  of  which  Baguio  is  the  centre,  has  one  of 
the  most  delightful  climates  in  the  world. 

This  is  the  second  month  of  Governor  Taft's  first  season 
at  the  new  popular,  oriental  summer  resort ;  and  if  the  remain- 
ing days  of  the  season  prove  as  medicinal  to  the  Governor  as 
the  former,  his  health,  for  which  he  was  compelled  to  abandon 
Manila,  will  be  fully  restored.  The  most  gratifying  recrea- 
tion which  Governor  Taft  indulges  in  is  horseback  riding.  His 
rising  hour  is  at  seven  and  every  morning  after  a  hearty  break- 
fast, he  is  out  on  his  favorite  horse,  "Tom,"  accompanied  by 
Mrs.  Taft  and  some  of  the  Commissioners,  for  a  five-hours' 
jaunt.  Horseback  riding  is  not  the  only  form  of  exercise 
which  the  Governor  indulges — his  long  walks  into  the  piney 
country  are  very  frequent.  He  roams  the  forest  and  gazes 
upon  the  wild  scenery  of  Nature's  garden,  away  from  human 
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habitation,  where  the  studied  effect  that  brings  with  it  so  much 
stiffness  and  formality  in  the  city  garden  is  not  apparent.  Here 
he  can  tread  the  pine  needles  to  his  heart's  content — inhale  the 
pine  odor  and  breathe  the  invigorating  atmosphere  that  is  so 
prevalent. 

The  Governor  is  one  of  the  few  public  men  who  view  life 
in  all  of  its  phases — a  joke  is  his  warmest  friend  and  the  inter- 
preter of  his  greatest  "hobby."  There  are  two  jokes  in  some 
recent  correspondence  by  cable  between  Governor  Taft  and  the 
Secretary  of  War.  One  is  on  the  Governor  and  the  other  is  on 
the  horse  that  carried  him  25  miles  over  the  mountainous  trail 
to  Benquet.  The  cablegrams  in  their  proper  sequence  are  as 
follows : 

Manila,  April  9. — Secretary  of  War,  Washington : 
Leave  for  Province  Benquet  to-day;  within  telegraphic 
communication,  and  only  two  days  by  mail. 

(Signed)  Taft. 

Washington,  April  13. — Taft,  Manila:  Secretary  of 
War  desires  to  know  how  you  stood  the  trip  and  present 
condition. 

(Signed)  Edwards. 

Benquet,  April  15. — Secretary  of  War,  Washing- 
ton :  Stood  trip  well ;  rode  horseback  twenty-five  miles  to 
5,000  feet  altitude.   -Hope  dysentery  cured. 

(Signed)  Taft. 

Washington,  April   16. — Taft,  Manila.     Referring 
to  telegram  from  your  office  15th,  how  is  the  horse? 
(Signed)  Root. 

Another  incident  has  come  to  the  surface  which  brings  out 
the  generosity  of  the  Governor.  When  Senor  Gomez,  the 
insurrecto  and  ladron  agitator,  had  the  audacity  to  petition  the 
Governor  to  allow  the  ladrones  of  Rizal  Province  to  surrender 
and  provide  them  with  government  labor  for  one  year,  Gov- 
ernor Taft  replied  by  stating  he  would  not  only  allow  them  to 
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surrender,  but  would  provide  them  with  hard  labor  for  twenty 
or  more  years. 

Governor  Taft's  time  is  not  entirely  his  own  at  his  summer 
home.  As  President  of  the  Philippine  Commission,  his  after- 
noons are  occupied  with  that  body,  whose  wheels  of  justice 
revolve  in  Baguio  and  Manila  alike ;  and  keeping  in  touch  with 
his  executive  duties,  his  evenings  are  taken  up.  Such  is  the 
daily  life  of  the  inventor  of  peace,  promoter  of  self-government 
and  administrator  of  even-handed  justice  in  the  Philippines.

Glazebrook's  speech  was  a  most  interesting  report  of 
the  condition  of  the  fraternity  at  large,  and  he  also  gave  the 
association  some  hints  which  will  be  invaluable  in  preparing 
for  the  next  congress.

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ANOTHER  ALPHA  TAU  HONORED. 

Brother  Frank  G.  Wren  was  elected  to  the  Walker  Profes- 
sorship of  Mathematics  on  December  y,  1903,  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Tufts  College,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  Professor  Benjamin  G.  Brown. 

The  Boston  Herald  says : 

The  action  of  the  trustees  is  a  mark  of  signal  distinction  for 
a  man  as  young  as  Professor  Wren,  but  he  has  manifested  his 
fitness  for  the  appointment  by  a  successful,  though  short  career, 
and  the  trustees  acted  without  reserve.  In  addition  to  his  at- 
tainments as  a  scholar  and  an  instructor,  Professor  Wren  is  the 
most  popular  professor  at  Tufts. 

Although  he  is  the  youngest  man  at  the  head  of  a  depart- 
ment at  Tufts,  yet  this  is  his  tenth  year  on  the  faculty  and  board 
of  instruction.  He  was  only  20  year's  old  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed on  the  latter  board,  and  he  is  not  yet  30. 

Professor  Wren  was  born  in  Sharon  and  his  early  years 
were  passed  there  and  in  Wrentham,  but  the  present  home  of 
the  Wren  family  is  in  Roslindale.  He  spent  three  years  at 
Dean  Academy  and  graduated  from  Tufts  with  the  degree  of 
A.  B.,  and  high  honors  in  mathematics.  Throughout  his  school 
and  college  career  he  showed  rare  ability  in  this  study,  and 
during  his  senior  year  he  was  made  instructor  in  mathematics 
in  the  Bromfield-Pearson  school. 

Upon  his  graduation  from  Tufts  he  was  appointed  tutor  in 
mathematics  in  the  college,  in  addition  to  the  instructorship  in 
the  Bromfield-Pearson  school,  and  in  1895  ne  became  instructor 
in  mathematics  in  the  college  proper.  In  1896  he  was  elected 
to  the  Walker  special  instructorship.  Three  years  later  he  was 
made  assistant  professor  of  mathematics  in  the  college  of  let- 
ters, and  a  year  ago  was  given  a  full  professorship  in  this  de- 
partment. 

Both  while  an  undergraduate  and  since  his  appointment  to 
the  faculty,  Professor  Wren  has  been  prominently  identified 
with  all  college  and  student  interests,  especially  athletics. 
When,  in  1893,  the  Gamma  Beta  Chapter  of  the  Alpha  Tail 
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Omega  fraternity  was  established  at  Tufts,  he  was  one  of  the 
charter  members.  He  is  also  a  prominent  member  of  the  Delta 
Chapter,  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  of  Massachusetts,  and  has  for  some 
time  been  secretary  and  treasurer  of  this  chapter.  lie  is  treas- 
urer of  the  Tufts  College  Athletic  Association,  a  member  of 
the  Tufts  Board  of  Athletic  Directors,  and  chairman  of  the 
faculty  committee  of  this  board,  and  also  a  graduate  baseball 
director.  He  is  secertary  and  treasurer  of  the  Tufts  College 
Alumni  Association  and  business  manager  of  the  Tufts  Grad- 
uate, the  official  organ  of  the  Tufts  Alumni. 

September  7,  1898,  Professor  Wren  married  Miss  Mary  E. 
Ingraham,  of  Boston.  She  was  a  graduate  of  Boston  Univer- 
sity, of  the  class  of  1896.  They  reside  on  Professors'  row,  Col- 
lege Hill.

The  Houston  Chronicle,  of  November  24,  contains  a  notice 
of  the  first  banquet  of  the  newly  organized  "Pan-Hellenic 
Club  "  of  Houston.  Such  a  club  has  been  talked  of  for  years, 
and  through  the  untiring  efforts  of  John  Charles  Harris,  Ohio 
Alpha  Mu  Chapter,  A.  T.  O.,  has  at  last  been  established.  The 
first  banquet  was  confined  to  members  of  the  Greek  fraterni- 
ties, but  the  constitution  of  the  club  looks  to  the  admission  of 
associate  members,  graduates  of  colleges  and  universities,  who 
are  not  members  of  a  secret  society. 

The  purpose  of  the  club,  as  stated  in  the  constitution,  is  "to 
give  an  annual  dinner  in  Thanksgiving  week,  and  to  do  and 
perform  such  other  things  as  may  promote  fraternity  and  good 
fellowship  among  the  members." 

Membership  is  confined  to  members  of  college  Greek  letter 
fraternities  which  are  not  local  or  professional,  but  associate 
members  have  all  the  privileges  of  members  except  voting  and 
holding  office. 

Each  fraternity  represented  in  the  club  elects  a  member  to 
the  Board  of  Directors.

OUR  OPERA  SINGER.

J.  Parker  Coombs,  '97,  is  playing  the  part  of  Carlos  in  "The 
Yankee  Consul,"  which  is  at  the  Providence  Opera  House  this 
week.  While  in  college,  Coombs  played  centre  on  the  football 
team  and  played  in  every  game  during  his  whole  course.  He 
was  also  prominent  in  college  musical  activities,  being  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Glee  and  Banjo  Clubs,  the  Chapel  Choir  and  the 
Social  Quartet.  Mr.  Coombs  made  his  first  appearance  on  the 
stage  as  a  member  of  the  "Hammer  and  Tongs"  Society,  the 
predecessor  of  the  "Sock  and  Buskin."  In  athletics  Mr. 
Coombs  had  a  fine  record — he  was  champion  weight  thrower 
and  heavyweight  wrestler  of  the  University,  and  held  the 
strength  record.  He  is  a  charter  member  of  the  Brown  Chap- 
ter of  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

Since  leaving  college  Mr.  Coombs  has  devoted  considerable 
time  to  music.

A  BICENTENNIAL, 

On  November  10,  1903,  the  octave  of  November  3,  which 
was  election  day,  old  St.  John's  Parish,  of  Elizabeth,  N.  J.,  cel- 
ebrated its  two  hundredth  anniversary.  This  is  the  parish  in 
which  our  beloved  founder,  Dr.  O.  A.  Glazebrook  ministers. 
Space  does  not  permit  a  description  of  the  Doctor's  beautiful 
church,  with  its  five  hundred  year  old  font. 

The  Sunday  Call,  of  Newark,  N.  J.,  speaking  of  Dr.  Glaze- 
brook,  gives  the  following  sketch  : 

"The  Rev.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  D.  D.,  who  succeeded  Dr. 
Langford,  is  a  native  of  Richmond,  Va.,  a  graduate  of  the 
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Virginia  Military  Academy,  University  of  Virginia  and  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  Virginia.  His  first  parish  was  St. 
Andrew's,  at  Brunswick,  Va.  From  there  he  went  to  Balti- 
more, where  he  built  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity.  He  was 
also  rector  of  Christ  Church,  at  Macon,  Ga.,  and  dean  of  the 
Southwestern  Convocation  of  Georgia.  He  has  been  chaplain 
of  the  University  of  Virginia,  and  received  the  unusual  com- 
pliment of  a  second  appointment.  Dr.  Glazebrook  is  a  veteran 
of  the  Civil  War,  and  as  chaplain  of  the  Third  Regiment  of 
New  Jersey  served  through  the  Spanish  War.  He  is  registrar 
of  the  Military  Order  of  Foreign  Wars,  and  has  been  a  dele- 
gate to  the  general  convention  for  the  last  twelve  years.  His 
reading  of  the  service  of  the  Episcopal  Church  is  exceptionally 
fine,  and  he  is  a  remarkably  able  preacher.  Always  speaking 
extemporaneously,  his  sentences  are  as  well  rounded  and  pol- 
ished as  though  written  out  and  corrected  many  times."
